The “gone is the glory” talk of 2004 gave way to 
an entirely different spin in 2005: Notre Dame isn’t 
out-of-touch with modern college football, its aca- 
demic standards aren't too high, and you can recruit 
the best athletes to South Bend. 
All the Irish needed was the right coach. 
That Charlie Weis has already beaten USC 
for the plum of the 2007 recruiting class — QB Jimmy Clausen (from 
Southern California!) — is getting ahead of the game, but not beside 
the point. 

Notre Dame’s 9-3 record in its first season under Crewcut Charlie 
gave notice that the Irish were back, and recruiting efforts suggest that 
Notre Dame is back ... for good. 

With 16 returning starters, including the nation’s best quarterback 
in Brady Quinn and an offense that should improve on its gaudy 477.3- 
yard average last season, the Irish will leave no doubt. 

They're back on top. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Tyrone Willingham won't get a statue out- 
side of Notre Dame Stadium, but give the man his due for bringing in 
the backbone — dare we say, heart and soul — of this championship- 
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caliber team. In one swoop, the glorious Class of 2003 included Brady 
Quinn, Jeff Samardzija, Tom Zbikowski, Victor Abiamiri, Ryan Harris, 
Trevor Laws, John Sullivan, Ambrose Wooden ... 

Now, picture that kind of senior class multiplied by four. That’s the 
kind of team the Irish are going to have every year if Weis stays true to 
his word and stays in South Bend (commence rosaries). 

THE BAD NEWS: Notre Dame better grab its track shoes, because 
USC is still upset abeut the speed-killing knee-length grass (OK, so we 
exaggerate) at Notre Dame Stadium last season. Can the Irish handle 
teams with speed on a fast track? The lasting images of the Fiesta Bowl 
loss to Ohio State indicate they can't. 

Speaking of which, the Buckeyes, we say, will be waiting again for 
the Irish at the end of the road — in the national title game. But if improve- 
ments aren’t made to the Notre Dame defense (nearly 400 yards allowed 
per game last Season), the Irish aren't going to get there.

qi s Ui Rematch in the desert would be fine with Bucks 

QB Troy Smith is the spittin’ image of this year’s 

Vince Young. The memories of him picking apart 

Notre Dame in the Fiesta Bow! suggest that we might have our 1-2 picks 

backward. That early September visit to Texas looms on the horizon 

through the summer, but even if the Bucks lose that one, they'll still be 
in position to win the Big Ten and challenge for the national title. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Watch for top recruit tailback Chris Wells, 
who enrolled in January. He is built like one of the pillars at Ohio Stadi- 
um. Wells is acombination of speed and smash — the new Eddie George. 
(And starting RB Antonio Pittman is pretty good, too.) 

THE BAD NEWS: The defense needs nine new starters. But this 
is a top-tier Big Ten program. Somehow Jim Tressel will get it done. The 
front seven will be fine, with Indiana transfer LB John Kerr finally ready 
to contribute and JC transfer LB Larry Grant making a mark. 

ALL: This offense, with Smith and Ted Ginn Jr. as Heis- 
man candidates, is arguably better than the 2002 group that won the 
Fiesta Bowl and national title. The defense doesn’t have to be great. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


Ingredients in place for Fiesta-style feast 

Beating Georgia in last season’s Sugar Bowl gave 

the program the legitimacy it needed from others 
around the country, and now here's a recipe for a true national champi- 
onship contender: 1) The 'Eers have talent. 2) They will start in or near 
the top five. 3) They have a manageable Big East schedule. 4) Just add 
water and let it cook in the desert heat. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Rich Rodriguez has been able to mold the 
Spread option into a power running attack. Both quarterback Patrick 
White and tailback Steve Slaton are a threat to surpass 1,000 rushing 
yards this season. And they are only sophomores. 

THE BAD NEWS: Rodriguez has allowed the world — namely every 
college coach who asked — to come to his doorstep in the offseason 
to learn his version of the Spread. Will familiarity breed upsets? The 
toughest game on the schedule — Louisville — is on the road.

TEXAS 


It wouldn’t be fair if VY was still here 

That 800-pound gorilla has left Austin. Mack Brown 

has spent the offseason gathering more hardware 
and recruits. When the Horns kick off, Brown will be just about done 
recruiting — for 2007. Those February victories have finally paid off in 
October (that would be at the Texas State Fair) and in January ... and 
that could very well continue. Beat Ohio State again, and we could be 
coloring that crystal football orange again. 

THE GOOD NEWS: It’s not at all difficult to envision this team 
defending its title (yes, national, as well as Big 12). Sure, VY is gone, 
but quarterbacks Jevan Snead and/or Colt McCoy just have to manage 
the game. The rest of the offense is absolutely loaded. 

THE BAD NEWS: We can't blame Young for leaving early to the 
NFL after all he did for the program, but still, it does make things a lit- 
tle different in the huddle. And there’s no difference-making TE David Thomas 
or record-setting PK David Pino (113 points in 05) anymore. 

The offense goes more conventional. The defense 
might be better.

THE GOOD NEWS: Chris Leak threw for 2,639 yards, 20 TDs and 
completed 62.8 percent of his passes. And that was in a down year. He'll 
have targets aplenty with Dallas Baker, Andre Caldwell coming back from 
injury and freshman Percy Harvin arriving. 

THE BAD NEWS: Meyer still was muttering about the running 
game in the spring — was the suggestion of playing without a tailback 
merely an idle threat? D-line should be strong, but fingers are crossed 
about shaky depth at linebacker and in the secondary. 

A fabulous recruiting class tells us ‘hat the right peo- 
ple are buying into Meyer's system. If he doesn’t get that SEC title this 
season, one should be right around the corner.

No expiration date on Trojans’ excellence 

Get ‘em while you can, right? The Trojans are going 

through a transition that resembles the Miami power 
drain of 2003 and 2004, when the ‘Canes had nine first-round picks in 
two years.

particularly the line, could be the difference between 8-4 and 11-1. 

Oklahoma goes into the Texas game a pick ‘em —

Are expectations Tigers’ biggest obstacle? 

Since a bungled overthrow of coach Tommy 

Tuberville late in the in 2003 season, the Tigers 
have an SEC-high 22 victories, winning 16 of 17 conference games, 
including a league title. How do you like him now? There's no regress 
in this Tigers team, with no personnel losses too big to overcome, even 
a 300-pound one like OT Marcus McNeill. On the other hand, high expec- 
tations have crushed Auburn before. 

THE GOOD NEWS: RB Kenny Irons plays his best in the biggest 
games, averaging 167.7 yards last season against LSU, Georgia and 
Alabama, all top 10 teams. Brandon Cox is just fine at QB, and there’s 
not a palpable weakness anywhere to be found. 

THE BAD NEWS: Moderate area of concerns: OT, DT, depth at 
WR beyond Courtney Taylor. The schedule is as cake as an SEC slate can 
be, but there’s no open date, so it will be a grind. But did we mention 
high expectations? Yikes! 

The Tigers, with eight home games, play only three 
out-of-state contests, never having to leave the region. If all goes well 
(and it could), they face a long plane ride out to Arizona for the nation- 
al title game. 


CALIFORNIA 


‘Ted Heads’ primed to topple Trojan horse 

The Bears aren't reinventing their offense — they 

have averaged 34.4 points in coach Jeff Tedford’s 
four seasons — but simply adding some Spread elements to it, cour- 
tesy of former Northwestern assistant Mike Dunbar. Brilliant! Tedford 
remains the most credible threat to USC’s league dominance, and he 
doesn’t even need another first-round pick at quarterback this season. 
Merely ordinary QB play from maybe a longshoreman ... or at least a 
Nate Longshore or Joe Ayoob. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Blare it with a trumpet: RB Marshawn Lynch 
is going to have a monster season, excelling in a run-catch role in the 
new offense. Pretty much everything else is set, with talented WRs, 
studly LBs, shut-down corners and DT Brandon Mebane. 

THE BAD NEWS: The safety position needs to be upgraded to 
match the rest of the defense ... but that’s nitpicking. Getting the 
Pac-10 title probably requires a win at the L.A. Coliseum, and that’s a 
high standard. Opening at Tennessee will be tricky, too. 

L: Unlike the 2004 season, Cal should not be denied an 


at-large BCS berth. Berkeley “Ted Heads” have reason to target the 
league’s automatic bid. The Bears could be that good.

Resilience counts for a lot ... and so does talent 

Given the backdrop of death, destruction and dis- 

placed lives, LSU's 2005 season meant nothing ... 
and everything. In one of those put-sports-in-context moments, the 
post-Katrina Tigers gave physical comfort when they could and then 
spread good cheer with a stirring 11-2 season, capped by an SEC Cham- 
pionship Game appearance and a 40-3 smashing of Miami in the Peach 
Bowl. With talent galore and a renewed chance to concentrate on their 
tasks on the field, LSU is back for more. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The Tigers have a wealth of skill at QB, need- 
ing only to find the right rotation (or none at all). DBs LaRon Landry and 
Jessie Daniels are veterans who don’t have much trouble against SEC 
passers. And you won't find a more resilient team. 

THE BAD NEWS: No team immediately finds replacements for 
all-star DTs such as Kyle Williams and Claude Wroten. RB Alley Brous- 
sard is no sure thing coming back from injury, but he’s a few months 
ahead of RB Justin Vincent, also rehabbing an ACL. 

It will take more than games at Auburn, Florida, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas to intimidate these guys. That said, the SEC’s most 
talented team does get downgraded a bit because of the schedule. 


MICHIGAN 


It’s bounce-back time ... or at least it better be 

That construction at the Big House is a metaphor 

for the program. Coming off the school’s worst 
record since 1984 (7-5), it would help if Lloyd Carr and the Wolverines 
would bounce back strong ... and winning the Big Ten in '06 would be 
just the thing. New coordinators on both sides of the ball need to trans- 
late the staff moves from “shake up” to “improvement.” 

THE GOOD NEWS: Juniors Michael Hart and Chad Henne seem 
like grizzled veterans. After a fantastic debut in ’04, they slid back a bit 
in 05. The new star on the horizon is WR Mario Manningham. He’s the 
guy who beat Penn State in the final seconds. 

THE BAD NEWS: What is this team’s identity? It gave up 32 
points to Nebraska in the bow! game, lost to Ohio State at home, but hand- 
ed Penn State its only loss. Is this the slow decline and fall of Carr, or 
was last season just a bump in the road? 

: Michigan must reassert itself in a typically strong 
Big Ten. As usual, the schedule is tough. These Wolverines are going to 
have to do something special to overcome Ohio State at the top of the 
league.

Pressure is on Seminole offense to produce 

There isn’t a defending conference champion with 

more question marks. Quarterback, offensive line, 
running game? Take your pick. Good thing the rest of the ACC coaches 
have similar problems to solve. How balanced is the league? FSU’s 8-5 
mark last season was the worst record of any I-A conference champi- 
on other than Arkansas State. Chances are, it'll take something better 
than that this year ... and something way better to contend nationally. 

THE GOOD NEWS: True freshman defensive back Myron Rolle 
blew into town a semester early and blew the Seminoles away. The 
school’s great d-back tradition should be enhanced by this playmaker. 
Here's thinking QB Drew Weatherford comes into his own. 

THE BAD NEWS: The defense lost four high picks to the NFL 
draft, but there’s more pressure than ever on Jeff Bowden to improve 
the offense that had the seventh-worst running game in the nation. Offen- 
sive line, get tougher. 

A loss in the opener would be Florida State’s sixth 
loss inside of 11 months — officially qualifying as a habit. There’s no 
guarantee the ‘Noles will be better, but they're good enough to take 
the ACC. 


LOUISVILLE 


Avoid a hiccup, and these Cards might deal 

Bobby Petrino keeps flirting with other jobs and keeps 

coming back to Louisville. He turned down three 
different bids from the Oakland Raiders in the offseason. He's got a great 
thing going where he is. Now in a big-time conference, the ‘Ville can 
make a legitimate run at the table with all the chips ... this year it’s in 
Glendale, Ariz. 

THE GOOD NEWS: Quarterback Brian Brohm’s knee has rehabbed 
remarkably quickly, and he is expected to be 100 percent for the sea- 
son. TB Michael Bush ignored the NFL, which means Louisville gets 
back the fastest 250-pound tailback in the country. 

THE BAD NEWS: Petrino had the national Defensive Player of 
the Year in Elvis Dumervil ... and the defense still struggled at times. The 
D has plenty of talent but can’t afford a hiccup like the one it experi- 
enced last year at South Florida (a 45-14 defeat). 

: Louisville has averaged 53 points per home game in 
the past two seasons. The schedule displays a chance for a special run: 
The Cards play only four bowl teams, and their two biggest foes (Miami 
and West Virginia) will be the visitors. 
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GEORGIA 


S Can Dawgs make it a fifth Top 10 in a row? 
The Dawgs have four consecutive Top 10 AP fin- 
ishes (only USC can also make that claim) and still 

have plenty left in the tank. The thing that likely will bite them this time, 
though, is that they don’t have David Greene or D.J. Shockley at quar- 
terback. There might be a whole lot of neck straining to see when fresh- 
man Matthew Stafford is ready, but a somewhat benign early schedule 
allows time to figure it out. 

THE GOOD NEWS; To get to 8-0 before the Florida game, the 
Bulldogs basically need to take care of their home games and get a win 
at South Carolina in Week 2. Lots of RBs will keep the chains moving, 
and the defensive front seven ranks with the SEC’s best. 

THE BAD NEWS: Fifth-year senior QB Joe Tereshinski, while 
gutty, isn't in the same class as his predecessors. The RBs are good; are 
any great? O-line replaces three starters. Secondary is three-fourths 
new. Loss of 13 position starters simply might be too great. 

The convergence of Florida’s improvement and Geor- 
gia’s slight step back is enough to transfer power in the SEC East, if only 
for a season. Another New Year's Day bowl should help ease the pain. 


UTAH 


Shades of 2004 and a perfect run 

Neither Boise State nor Fresno State in the WAC 

appear to be Top 25 timber. The MAC doesn’t have 
an ace team. Conference USA could be led by (yawn) Tulsa. That leaves 
Utah to be this season's designated BCS buster, made more possible by 
the addition of two more at-large teams to the big-bowl mix. If a “mid- 
major” finishes 12th or better in the BCS standings, they get an auto- 
matic bid. Could even a one-loss Utah team make the cut? 

THE GOOD NEWS: The quarterback position is talented and 
deep, including 2005 starter Brian Johnson, expected to be ready this 
summer after ACL surgery. Combo DB Eric Weddle goes for another 
MWC Defensive Player of the Year award. 

THE BAD NEWS: The offense needs to find a running back, and 
ina hurry, with the season opening at UCLA. In addition to that, there is 
a tricky scheduling two-step with a home game against Boise State on 
Sent 30, followed by a Thursday meeting with TCU (who's idea was 
that?). 

‘ Fifteen starters return from a 7-5 team that pum- 
meled Georgia Tech in a bowl, and enough players are left who recall the 
undefeated mojo of 2004. The Utes are on the verge of becoming BCS 
regulars. 


MIAMI 


Will staff shakeup jumpstart Canes? 

Everything seemed to be cooking after a huge win 

at Virginia Tech in November, and then the Canes 
went 2-2 in their final four games. Larry Coker turned over half the coach- 
ing staff after a disappointing loss to LSU in the Peach Bowl. Was that 
the problem? Will this prove to be the right move? Was it enough? If 
not, Coker will find himself on an even hotter seat. 

THE GOOD NEWS: This defense could be as good as any in 
Coral Gables in along time. It held Kirby Freeman and Kyle Wright to 77 
total passing yards in the spring game. Still, it's a unit that seemed to 
stop playing as it gave up 40 points to LSU. 

THE BAD NEWS: In many ways, Wrightis still a work in progress. 
That’s not good news when there seems to be a dearth of playmaking 
receivers. At first glance, there is no difference-making tailback on the 
roster, but Tyrone Moss is trying to make it back from knee problems. 

: Another 9-3 season won't be enough. Double-digit 
victories are expected — and 14 games overall might be the key factor: 
That means at least a division title. 
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BCS busters? Frogs might fit the bill 

Somebody has to keep the national championship 

trophy in the state, and if it's not the hook-'em- 
Horns people, it just might be the Horned Frogs. A stretch? Sure, but 
it’s not a leap to think that a team with a 10-game winning streak that 
returns four first-team All-Mountain West performers can run the table, 
or at least get into the top 12 in the BCS rankings to get into a BCS bowl. 
This shouldn't be a shock: TCU is 43-18 in Gary Patterson's five seasons 
as head coach. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The defensive line returns two all-confer- 
ence ends in juniors Tommy Blake and Chase Ortiz. The offense is excel- 
lent, but defense is the calling card, with 26 interceptions and 40 turnovers 
last season, both national bests. 

THE BAD NEWS: Four starters are gone from the offensive line 
(all-star tackle Herb Taylor is back, however), so clearing holes for a 
three-headed monster at tailback is the main concern. And, hey, it’s hard 
to forget that these guys lost to SMU last year.

The Tigers just have to be alittle better to produce 

results that are a whole lot better. Of their four 
losses last season, two were in overtime, one was by a point and the other 
was by four. As it was, Clemson won six of its final seven with an intim- 
idating defense and a balanced offense. QB Charlie Whitehurst is gone, 
but fifth-year senior Will Proctor (talk about patience) finally gets his 
chance, and his athleticism is a better fit, anyway. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The defense allowed 10 or fewer points in 
five of the last seven games, and seven starters are back, including star- 
quality DE Gaines Adams and LB Anthony Waters. The offensive line, return- 
ing intact, is one of the best in the nation. 

THE BAD NEWS: Early games at Boston College and Florida 
State could knock the wind out of the season by mid-September. A lit- 
tle more offensive pop is necessary for the Tigers to avoid upset loss- 
es, as in recent years (to Duke and twice to Wake Forest). 

L: Getting nine wins should be the minimum standard, 
and that’s conceding games at BC, FSU and Virginia Tech. Win a couple 
of those, and Clemson might just walk away with the title and its first 
BCS bid.

A new nine-game conference schedule means the Devils open at Cal, a 
school they were supposed to miss. Koetter, whose team also plays at 
USC, is 0-10 in Pac-10 games in California.

By the end of the 2004 season, Utah 
ranked third in Division I-A scoring 
offense, averaging a staggering 45.3 
points per game. Not coincidentally, 
the Utes went 12-0 and capped their 
perfect season with a victory in the 
Fiesta Bowl, becoming the first school 
from outside the power conferences to 
crash the Bowl Championship Series. 

Smith became the No. 1 overall pick 
‘in the NFL draft. Meyer leaped to a 
rich contract at Florida, where he put 
his offense into the seemingly capable 
hands of Chris Leak.

Florida averaged 28.4 points in the 
regular season, 50th nationally. That 
raised an interesting question: Was the 
Spread dead? Or had it merely slowed 
down when faced with quicker, stronger 
defenses that dominate the SEC? 

The answer isn’t clear. But a number 
of skeptics, including Southern 
California coach Pete Carroll, have 
expressed doubts about the Spread. 

“People are always looking for the 
hot new deal,” Carroll said. “I don’t 
particularly like it because it takes

Steve Spurrier-style offensive fireworks, 
couldn't wait to see Meyer's offense 
light up the scoreboard. “His version of 
the Spread offense has ravaged foes, 
and visions of 50-point games and a 
slash-and-burn march through the SEC 
are making Gator fans giddy,” The 
Orlando Sentinel gushed in August. 

But the only thing that got slashed 
was Florida's offensive production. 
After an impressive start against over- 
matched Wyoming and Louisiana Tech, 
the Gators sputtered. The low point 
came in a 31-3 loss at Alabama. At 
times, Meyer's offense drew uncomfort- 
able comparisons to the conservative 
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away from the standard traditional 
football stuff.” 

That “stuff” is what the longtime 
powerhouses ran for years, using their 
advantages in size and depth to con- 
trol the line of scrimmage. Think of 
USC's “Student Body Right,” which 
Pac-10 rivals were powerless to stop 
even when they knew it was coming. 

The Spread is part of the move toward 
parity, and it’s no coincidence that the 
Spread flourished at places such as 
Northwestern and Utah, whose gridiron 
traditions were, to be kind, limited. 

As the Spread evolves, so will defen- 
sive coordinators’ efforts to slow it. It’s

like chess in chinstraps. But some of 
those efforts have bordered on ludicrous. 

Consider what happened last fall in 
a Mid-American Conference game 
between Bowling Green, which still 
runs Meyer's Spread, and Ball State. As 
the Falcons broke the huddle on first- 
and-10, they looked up and saw that 
Ball State had dropped nine defenders 
into pass coverage, leaving two men 
on the line of scrimmage. 

“We're just looking and going, ‘Holy 
smokes!” Bowling Green head coach 
LCocclerempspcctatelopempccrer-l lee 

The Falcons completed a short pass. 
Soon after, Brandon ordered quarter- 
back Omar Jacobs to “take off” any 
time he spotted a two-man front. It 
may sound like something the quarter- 
back would do in a backyard game of 
touch football. But it made sense. 

“You laugh,” Brandon said, “but 
you're going to run for 8-10 yards 
before they can even touch you.” 

A two-man front is probably not the 
secret to stopping the Spread. But even- 
tually, defensive coordinators will find a 
way to slow the scheme. And then it 
will be time for the offenses to adjust. 
Chances are theyll come up with some- 
thing that’s been used before. 

“A lot of people are spreading it and 
throwing it more and throwing it bet- 
ter,” Smith said. “It'll come around to 
the point where we line up in the 
Wishbone again pretty soon.” m

“THE SPREAD’ DOESNT ALWAYS 
MEAN DEFENSES ARE TOAST 
By Michael Bradley 


Florida State linebackers coach Kevin Steele has 
only three questions to ask when it comes to stop- 
ping the Spread offense: 

Are they spreading you out to throw? 

Are they spreading you out to run? 

Are they spreading you out to throw, run, and 
option? 

With all due respect, Coach, what else is there? 

“Three different game plans,” said Steele, who was 
Baylor's head coach from 1999-2002. 

Three different headaches is more like it. 

Offensive coordinators who use some form of the 
Spread still seem to be ahead of the curve, but not 
defensive strategies. Coordinators on that side of the 
ball are evolving to where they can slow down the 
Spread or even keep it completely off balance by 
dictating — through pre- and post-snap tactics — 
the quarterback’s decisions. 

It's not time to declare victory, but there is hope. 

Defensive coaches acknowledge a few standards 
that help keep the Spread under control. 


A DELICATE BALANCE 

If the offense opens with two wides on each side 
and one back, the defense can't play too many 
games. “You've got to balance your defenders up,” 
Steele said. “You can’t overload on one side. There 
are limits to what you can do.” 

Even if you do get defensive equilibrium, there are 
still risk factors to consider. Putting four defensive 
backs — or the occasional linebacker — on the 
receivers can leave a team vulnerable up front, partic- 
ularly if it uses a pair of safeties along the back line. 

“When you have just five in the box, the other 
team has five blockers and the back, so it’s going to 
run,” Illinois defensive coordinator Vince Okruch said. 

If a defense has just one safety or nobody backing 
up, it has to expect a pass. And if a team like West 
Virginia or Northwestern is operating the Spread, the 
option comes into play. 

Versatile defenders are a must. That's why the 
emphasis has been on speed over size, on multi- 
tasking over specialists. 

When Purdue had its good defense in 2003 (the 
Boilermakers stuffed Northwestern, 34-14), it made use of 
a trio of linebackers (Landon Johnson, Niko Koutouvides 
and Gilbert Gardner) that was extremely versatile. 

“They never came off the field,” Purdue defensive 
coordinator Brock Spack said. “They could run forever, 
cover receivers and hit in the running game.” 


MASTERS OF DISGUISE 

Spread offenses try to keep defenses off-balance 
by shifting before the snap, so defenses do the same 
with “stemming” of the linemen. 

“You have to give (offenses) a pre-snap look that

allows them to believe they have the run-pass option,” Okruch said. “Then, you 
need a way to take it away from them.” 

Once the ball is snapped, the defense has to be versatile in its execution. Steele 
said that 10 years ago, Florida State might have used “two coverages” against a 
Spread offense. Now, the defense will show many more looks, most of them subtle. 

“There are nuances,” Steele said. “We may adjust a coverage for a specific route. 
It’s not a totally new coverage. It’s an adjustment.” 

The defensive backs aren't the only ones who can confuse the quarterback. By 
slanting its front four one way or the other after the snap, the defense will 
induce a quarterback to hand off or take it himself. 

“A lot of times, you can dictate which way the (quarterback’s) read will go by the 
way you deploy your defensive linemen,” Okruch said. 

Finally, there must be the threat of the blitz. Even though some spread attacks 
invite that kind of pressure — and then burn defenses with quick throws — 
defenses must plant the idea of bringing extra pass rushers. And when they do 
blitz, the linebackers and/or defensive backs better get there. 

“Ray Lewis blitzing is a lot different than some other people blitzing,” Steele said. 


MATCH GAME 


When it’s all over, with the strategies set and the disguises deployed, defend- 
ing the Spread comes down to one-on-one matchups, the very thing the attacks 
are trying to create in the first place. Sometimes, offenses just have better athletes, 
able to turn 5-yard completions into 60-yard touchdowns. Or defenses are so talented 
that they can simply get by with vanilla schemes. 

“The first thing we ask when facing the Spread is, ‘Can we beat them one-on- 
one with the guys we have?” Spack said. “If we can't, we have to mix some fronts 
and play some games.” 

Many times, a defensive back is alone against a pass-catcher who has just 
grabbed a quick slant or hitch. Corral him, and the damage is minimal. Miss, and 
it’s possibly disastrous. Worse, the receiver might have a blocker in front of him. 

“Cornerbacks and safeties have to get off blocks,” Spack said. “They have to be 
big enough and fast enough to cover and make tackles.” 

Which, as in all things college football, goes back to recruiting. If a coaching 
staff is fortunate enough to get elite athletes — and, better yet, big elite athletes 
— do those guys play receiver or running back, or linebacker and defensive back? 

If they go to defense, they better have a good football IQ to be able to ingest 
and apply a vast amount of knowledge. 

“Take one zone blitz scheme,” Spack said. “It can be run against 10 formations, 
and there can be 10 to 15 plays run out of that formation. That’s 150 things a 
player has to know for one zone blitz. So, intelligence comes into play.” 

So does luck. Sometimes, that’s all a defense has against the Spread. m

ES poll asking college football fans to identify the most exciting play 
from last season would produce dozens of different answers, but 
there is no doubt about the most bizarre moment of 2005. 

It occurred during a University of Southern California practice on 
Halloween, when running back LenDale White, seemingly upset about his 
diminished role in the offense, cursed out head coach Pete Carroll and 
stormed off the field, apparently quitting the team. 

As Carroll addressed the team afterward, White could be seen on the 
rooftop of a nearby building, scuffling with equipment coordinator Tino 
Dominguez. Before anybody on the field had a chance to intervene, a body 
wearing White's No. 21 jersey appeared to tumble six stories to the ground. 

But not really. White's jersey was placed on a dummy. Ha-Ha. Gotcha. 

The elaborate stunt was orchestrated by Carroll, who wanted to break up 
midseason doldrums between a blowout victory over Washington State and a 
blowout victory over Stanford. 

“The coaches were the furiest,” Carroll would say later. “They couldn't 
believe we let him go.” 

Macabre? No doubt. Over et top? Absolutely. 

Welcome to The Pete Carroll Show, starring Pete Carroll as America’s most 
defiantly authentic college football coach. 

In a profession populated by survivors of charisma-bypass surgery, Carroll 
never would allow something as insignificant as Extremely Poor Taste to pre- 
vent him from spicing up a practice. 

Of course, there are easier and more sensible ways to guide college ath- 
letes through the dog days of a long season than staging mock death leaps. 
But that’s Carroll, whose fascination with pranksmanship suggests he proba- 
bly spent more time in the dean’s office than on the dean’s list. 

“He's kind of a lil ttle kid inside a grown man,” former Trojans quarterback 
Matt Leinart one 

Noted Leinart ou don't - get that in coaches today.” 

Given his rec jans came within one play of winning their 
third straight national c chamy onship last season — you'd think college 
presidents oe parties for new coaches would use Carroll as 
the prototype. Me 

But they a ost alway ttle for the more staid candidate, somebody who 
is wary of light ts, suspicic 1s of cameras, and believes that “P.R.” ought to be 
an abbreviation for Prevention of Reporting. 

Look around. The sidelines are teeming with furtive types murmuring into 
the mouthpieces on their headsets, careful to conceal their conversations 
from lip-reading spies by wielding the playbook chart over their mouths. 
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Hey, it’s a cut-throat business; a guy's gotta do what a 
guy's gotta do. But during the spring intrasquad game? 

“Character” is the most-used word by a coach during 
any given luncheon-banquet speech, but the coach fixat- 
ed on the character issue would rather take a barefoot 
walk on hot coals (hey, Dick Tomey did that at Hawaii) 
than be known as “a character.” 

Georgia's Mark Richt is indistinguishable from Iowa's 
Kirk Ferentz, who is indistinguishable from California's 
Jeff Tedford. Gary Pinkel of Missouri simultaneously 
resembles no coach in particular and a hundred coaches 
in general. 

And there's Oklahoma's Mike Stoops. No, wait, Bob 
Stoops is at Oklahoma. Mike Stoops, his brother, is the 
coach at Arizona. If you force them to remove the visors 
with their school’s logo, Bob Stoops is as tough to tell 
from Mike Stoops as Johnny Winter is from Edgar Winter. 

A few faces in the crowd stand out. Phil Fulmer of 
Tennessee resembles an 
ex-warden. Larry Coker 
of Miami resembles an 
ex-astronaut. South 
Carolina’s Steve Spurrier 
looks like he could be 
co-leading a senior-golf 
event (The Exasperated 
Grimace Classic at Wobbly 
Pass), and North Carolina 
State’s Chuck Amato 
peers through the kind 
of sunglasses seen on 
Strawberry Alarm Clock 
album covers. 

But who are these guys? | 

Some have been around 
the block, to be sure, and 
bring genuine resumes to 
a job so glamorous it has 
tempted otherwise honor- 
able sportsmen to either 
exaggerate or invent col- 
legiate accomplishments. 

Nebraska's Bill Callahan took the Oakland Raiders to 
the Super Bowl. Pittsburgh’s Dave Wannstedt was defen- 
sive coordinator for the Dallas Cowboys’ Super Bowl 
champions. Alabama's Mike Shula is the son of Don 
Shula, whose 1972 Miami Dolphins produced the only 
perfect season of the Super Bowl era. 

But, again, who are these guys? 

When you see Lloyd Carr, do you immediately think 
Michigan? When you see Jim Tressel, do you immediately 
think Ohio State? Throughout the 1960s and 1970s, col- 
lege football’s foremost rivalry was personified by Bo 
Schembechler and Woody Hayes, driven more by repulsion 
toward their most-hated opponent than any satisfaction 
gained from winning. 

One needn't have read their lips — and lips could 
always be read before mouthpieces were attached to 
headsets — to realize the coaches from that era were of 
another time and place. 

Bear Bryant's father was a sharecropper; Barry Switzer’s 
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father was a bootlegger. If Switzer were applying for a 
head-coaching job today, he’d point out that his dad was 
“self-employed.” 

It's 2006. Send in the clones. 

New Colorado head coach Dan Hawkins, summoned 
from Boise State to replace Gary Barnett, is a refreshing 
exception. (Defending his decision to air the ball instead 
of eating the clock with a lead late in the fourth quarter, 
Hawkins once told an audience in Boise that Thomas 
Edison and Mahatma Ghandi would not have taken a 
knee, “and I sure as hell am not taking a knee.” The 
room erupted with applause.) 

Texas Tech’s Mike Leach is another free thinker who 
operates outside the box. Leach’s independent streak is 
the real deal. He never played college football, a biogra- 
phical quirk he shares with another renowned offensive 
tactician, Notre Dame's Charlie Weis. 

Weis doesn't possess Carroll's zest for the zany, but he’s 
got that same ability to 
shirk conventional wisdom. 

Last September he visited 

the home of 10-year old 

Montana Mazurkiewicz, 
suffering from an inopera- 
ble brain tumor. A pas- 
sionate Notre Dame fan, 
he asked to call a play. 
Weis gave his word that 
Notre Dame's first play in 
its next game — at 
Washington — would be 
in accordance with the 
child’s wishes. 

As it turned out, the 
Trish return team fum- 
bled, forcing quarterback 
Brady Quinn to take his 
initial snap on the 

Notre Dame 1-yard line. 

Nobody would've 

blamed Weis if he'd put 
off the request for a 
more opportune situa- 
tion, but the play was executed as planned, with Quinn 
completing a 13-yard pass on the right sideline. 

Weis knew Montana wasn’t alive to see his strategy 
converted into a first down, which made Weis’ determina- 
tion to keep his word all the more poignant. 

Charlie Weis doesn’t look the part of the typical 2006 
football coach. He's a little bit rumpled, wears a crew cut, 
leaves onlookers with the impression he'd rather diagram 
plays on a desk in the basement than strut into a 9 a.m. 
tee time at a country club. 

But in a few decades, when tailgate-party stories are 
told about the coaching characters during the early 21st 
century, Charlie Weis will be recalled in the same discus- 
sion as Pete Carroll. 

And then there will be a moment of silence, as every- 
body tries to remember at least one of the coaches who 
succeeded Bo Schembechler at Michigan and Woody 
Hayes at Ohio State. @

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t is a familiar face

Then he adds, “When you go in and 
shower after you're done working out, (the 
Heisman) doesn’t even pop in your head. 
Irs done.” 

That, of course, is little more than wist- 
ful thinking. In Quinn’s world, Heisman 
talk is like oxygen, infusing the air around 
him, inhaled with every breath. Still, his 
plan to take a potential lemon (in this case, 
the endless hype) and turn it into so much 
lemonade (limitless motivation) is classical- 
ly Quinn.

“We played tough competition all year, 
but we didn’t seem to play consistently. | felt 
like, after the game, we were definitely not 
as good as anyone built us up to be. 

“Coach (Charlie) Weis talks about prepar- 
ing, raising the bar,” Quinn added. 

During the spring, Quinn did that — 
not just on the field, in the locker room and 
in the weight room, but also in the class- 
room, biting off a tough schedule in order 
to lighten the load come fall. 

“T’ve put myself in a position to gradu- 
ate early so that I will be able to focus more 
on football,” said Quinn, who has a double 
major in political science and finance. 

David Slates, Quinn's uncle who coached 
him throughout his childhood, said Quinn 
has always supplemented his considerable 
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—P_ the question Notre Dame base- 
ball coach Paul Mainieri asked 


A of his then-freshman hurler was 
always the same: “How was (football) prac- 
tice today?” 

And the answer two-sport athlete Jeff 
Samardzija offered up? Always definitive, 
recalled Mainieri: “There’s nobody on our 
team that can stop me. I know how to use 
my body, the backs are kind of small, and 
if (the ball) is near me, I’m going to catch 
it. 

So when Samardzija last year alchem- 
ized a step-in role for injured teammate 
Rhema McKnight into a consensus All- 
America campaign, “I was the least surprised 
guy on campus,” Mainieri said. “I'd see the 
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things hed do in baseball 
and I'd put two and two 
together, (and I knew) 
if they utilize this guy, 
he’s going to make an 
impact on this (football) 
team.” 

And how. 

In 2005, Samardzija, a lanky 6-5 receiv- 
er with deceptive speed, quickly became 
quarterback Brady Quinn’s favorite target, 
and he went on to set ND receiving records 
for yards (1,249) and touchdowns (15) in 
a season. 

“Obviously, Jeff and I came in togeth- 
er and initially, there was a bond and trust 
just hanging out together, both on and off 
the field,” Quinn said. 

“A lot of people don’t get to see us work- 
ing out together in practice, but there are 
times in the summer where we'd be work- 
ing out, throwing the ball together, mess- 
ing around on off days ... things like that.” 

Added Samardzija: “Hopefully next year 
we come out and do the same thing, and

even better.” 

This fall, however, as the Irish 
vie to bring home a national 
championship for the first 
time in 18 years, Samardzija 
and Quinn will have to renew 
that connection without the 
benefit of their informal sum- 
mer pitch and catch sessions. 

With a fastball that con- 
sistently approaches 92 miles 
per hour, with a better breaking ball and a 
solid slider, Samardzija, a starting pitcher 
on the Notre Dame baseball team, has quick- 
ly become a hot prospect, a likely second- 
round pick expected to spend the summer 
getting his first taste of professional base- 
ball. 

Despite the absences, Irish football coach 
Charlie Weis has no doubt that Samardzi- 
ja, excused from all but six of the team’s 15 
spring practices, will be ready to go when the 
season kicks off at Georgia Tech on Sept. 2. 

“With Jeff being here so infrequently in 
the spring, you really don't have great tim- 
ing in the passing game,” Weis said. “And 
I’m not overly worried about that because 
I want him to finish out the baseball season 
strong.” 

Mainieri expects nothing less than for 
Samardzija to hit the ground running when 
football season rolls around. 

“And hopefully they're going to win a 
national championship,” Mainieri said. “The 
world is his for the taking.” 

And he’s got the hands to snatch it. 
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Quinn said. 

“T feel like in some sense maybe it’s the 
reincarnation of my grandpa, and I know 
that he’s going to take care of me.” 

Weis has done just that, spending spring 
practice of 2005 working with Quinn one- 
on-one to get the signal-caller up to speed 
on his offensive system. 

The effects of that tutoring were read- 
ily evident the following season — Quinn 
finished 2005 having set single-season Notre 
Dame records in attempts (450), comple- 
tions (292), passing yards (3,919), yards per 
game (326.6), touchdown passes (32) and 
completion percentage (64.5), all while 
throwing just seven interceptions. 

Compare that to his numbers from 2004, 
when Quinn completed just 54 percent of 


his passes, managing a so-so 17 touchdowns

“As different as his numbers were his 
junior year from his sophomore year, I don't 
think that Brady was that much better. 
I think the people around him — the line, 
his wide receivers, his running backs — the 
team was better,” Slates said. 

Plus, with Willingham’s quarterbacks 
coach, Bill Diedrick, “Brady didn’t have a 
very good level of communication,” Slates 
said. 

“Quinn would tell his uncle, “(Diedrick) 
will say this and I'll do it, and then he'll say 
don’t do this.’ That leads to a lot of indeci- 
sion. Charlie has allowed him to have a lot 
of confidence in what he’s executing. There’s 
a clear message.” 

Weis expects a lot out of his quarter-

“Here’s my feeling,” Weis said. “If 
he wins the Heisman Trophy, that prob- 
ably means we win the national cham- 
pionship.” 

It would also mean Quinn will have 
traveled quite a distance since his first col- 
lege start on Sept. 27, 2003 —a 28-10 loss 
at Purdue — to the pantheon of college foot- 
ball’s superstars. 

“Physically, I took a lot of abuse that 
game. It allowed me to kind of see myself, 
look myself in the mirror the next day, and 
say, ‘Hey, if this is what it’s going to be week 
in and week out, this is still what I want to 
do,” Quinn said. 

“T love this sport enough to keep going 
through this.”

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aul Posluszny was overwhelmed by 
the attention he received during and 
after last season. 

Penn State fans had mailed him hun- 
dreds of cards and letters before the Orange 
Bowl, but not nearly as many as they sent 
in the weeks after he suffered a knee injury 
in the triple-overtime victory over Florida 
State. 

“So many fans wrote to me, saying how 
sorry they were for me and that they would 
pray for me,” Posluszny said. 

“To me, that really, really hit home. | 
mean, there are so many things to pray for. 
For them to take the time to write to me 
and pray for me, that’s one thing I'll always 
remember. That’s why I love Penn State so 
much.” 

The feeling is mutual. 

Posluszny already has earned his place 


in history at Linebacker U., pulling off the 
rare double of being an All-American and an 
Academic All-American last season as a jun- 
ior. He also won the Bednarik Award as the 
nation’s top defensive player and the Butkus 
Award as the nation’s top linebacker. 

He begins this season as Lindy’ choice 
for national Defensive Player of the Year. 

“I don’t think I’ve been around a guy or 
have coached a guy who ... whatever ‘it is, 
he’s got ‘it,’ ” defensive coordinator Tom 
Bradley said. “I have never seen a guy who 
handles himself the way he does in all situ- 
ations. He’s a remarkable person both on 
and off the field.” 

He was hurt in the fourth quarter of the 
Nittany Lions’ 26-23 win over the Semi- 
noles in the remarkable Orange Bowl game. 
As the blitzing Posluszny jumped at quarter- 
back Drew Weatherford, tailback Lorenzo

Booker went low to block him, with 
Booker’s helmet and shoulder pads 
colliding with Posluszny’s right knee. 

“I was really nervous at first 
because I could tell something was- 
nt right as soon as | hit the ground,” 
Posluszny said. “I was nervous that 
I would miss a lot of serious time. 
Thank God it wasn’t the case.” 

He suffered partial tears of the 
posterior cruciate ligament (PCL) 
and medial collateral ligament 
(MCL), but surgery was not 
required. He underwent weeks of 
rehabilitation and was kept out of 
contact drills during spring prac- 
tice as a precaution. 

“Tt was hard,” he said. “I saw the 
linebackers out there and I wanted 
to be with them. I needed to get 
some contact. I was antsy. I had to 
be smart and do what was best.” 

That seems to come naturally. 
With the gash on the bridge of his 
nose oozing blood, Posluszny became 
the face of a defense that carried 
the Nittany Lions to an 11-1 record, 
a Big Ten co-championship and the 
Orange Bowl victory. 

He’sa technician whos rarely out 
of position and an athlete who's 
capable of covering slot receivers. Legendary 
Lions linebacker Jack Ham, a Hall of Famer 
with the Pittsburgh Steelers and now radio 
analyst for Penn State games, has seen every 
game Posluszny has played in college. Ham 
said Posluszny is the best linebacker ever to 
play at Penn State. 

“He's not only a great football player, 
he’s a great, great person with great leader- 
ship,” said coach Joe Paterno. “He's one of 
the best players we've ever had.” 

This season, Posluszny can join Dennis 
Onkotz, Shane Conlan and LaVar Arring- 
ton as the Nittany Lions’ only two-time All- 
America linebackers. He also can become 
the second two-time winner of the Butkus 
Award, a trophy he’s still not sure he deserved. 

“I’m not really sure I earned the award,” 
he said. “It goes to show how well we played 
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defensively as a team and how well our sea- 
son went. We played great defensively, which 
was a huge advantage for me. 

“This year I want to repeat, but I want 
to earn it. When it’s all said and done, I want 
to say I did everything I could to earn it.” 

Posluszny considered skipping his sen- 
ior year to enter the NFL draft ... before the 
knee injury cemented his decision to return. 
He and cohorts Dan Connor and Tim Shaw 
return at linebacker, but Penn State lost its 
entire secondary and three-quarters of its 
defensive line from a unit that ranked in the 
top 20 in the nation in total defense, scor- 
ing defense, rushing defense and pass defense 
efficiency. 

“Last season made us hungrier, really,

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because now we feel like people are going to 
be expecting things from us,” Posluszny said. 
“We finally got a taste of success. Now we 
know what that feeling is like. We want to 
do everything we can and work as hard as 
we can to keep that.” 

Working hard has never been a prob- 
lem for Posluszny, a finance major who car- 
ries a 3.67 grade-point average, and whose 
intensity has become well known in the 
weight room and on the practice field. 

While rehabilitating his knee in the off- 
season, he worked to strengthen his upper 
body and add bulk. He ate four or five meals 
a day, so his weight increased from 224 at 
the Orange Bow! to 238 in the spring. But 
his body fat dropped from 8 percent to 6.3.

“I feel great,” he said. 

“T’ve tried to eat a lot cleaner without fried 
foods or typical fast food. Grilled chicken, 
baked potato, rice . . . my eating habits are 
really simple.

he flowers smelled the same and the blossoms looked like 
they do every spring in Columbus, Ohio. 

But to Ohio State quarterback Troy Smith, the environ- 
ment was positively glistening with opportunity and anticipation 
like never before. 

For the first time in his career, Smith isn’t fighting either a 
position battle or an off-field tempest of his own creation. 

Instead, he’s sailing toward a senior season as the unquestioned 
leader of the Buckeyes and what he'd like to think will become a 
replication of the fairy tale 2005 season of Vince Young and the 
Texas Longhorns.

“Tl be shocked if Troy doesn’t have a fantastic senior year,” 
Gonzalez said. “He's playing so well and with so much confidence. |

done in the past — 
and what he’s already 
done has been pretty spectacular.” 

It has, not only on the field, but in light of what Smith has 
overcome. 

Ohio State labeled him an “athlete,” upon adding him as the 
last member of its 2002 recruiting class. 

That group also included Ohio's prep football record-holder for 
career passing yards in Justin Zwick. 

Zwick’s brother, Jared, had played quarterback for OSU coach 


Jim Tressel, and there was little doubt Justin would follow in that 


line once Craig Krenzel left for the NFL following the 2003 season. 

Zwick indeed won the quarterback job to start 2004, but a mid- 
season injury after three straight losses opened a spot for Smith. 

He didn’t disappoint, leading the Buckeyes to a 4-1 finish, 
including a 37-21 upset of Michigan in which Smith accounted for 
386 offensive yards — the most ever in the OSU-Michigan series. 

Smith didn’t get to play in the Alamo Bowl that followed, 
however, because his acceptance of a $500 cash payment from a 
booster before the 2004 season came to light that December. 

The resultant two-game NCAA suspension marked Smith's 
second misstep off the field. 

Asa redshirt freshman in 2003, he had been convicted of 
disorderly conduct after an incident the week of the OSU-Michigan 
game. 

Those off-field transgressions brought what Smith labels “a real 
heart-to-heart” with Tressel when he named Smith the starter after 
the Buckeyes’ 25-22 loss to Texas. 

“There's no room for any more (mistakes),” Smith recalls as the 
cautionary advice of his coach. “If you get another ... it’s done. It’s 
over.” 

Tressel instituted mandatory Tuesday film sessions for Smith 
after that, and the study paid off in another outstanding finish. 

He led OSU to nine wins in the 10 games he started, including 
seven in a row to end the season, which landed OSU No. 4 in the 
final rankings. 

Against Michigan, Smith was again at his best, rallying the 
Buckeyes from a 21-12 fourth-quarter deficit to a 25-21 win in the 
last 7:49. 

He sparked the comeback on a third-and-10 play by scrambling 
for 14 yards, and he sealed the outcome by dancing away from 
pressure to complete a pass inside the Michigan 5-yard line. 

Smith made the same sort of plays in a 34-20 rout of Notre 
Dame in the Fiesta Bowl, breaking the Fighting Irish with nifty runs 
that converted key third downs on each of OSU's five scoring drives. 

The Buckeyes’ 617-yard performance that night in Tempe was 
the most yardage ever allowed by Notre Dame, and ranks as reason 
No. 1 why many favor Ohio State to return to the Valley of the Sun 
for this season's BCS championship game. 

“This is Troy's team,” Gonzalez said. 
in the past ought to know that.”

f practice makes perfect, it’s scary how imperfectly impressive 
junior running back Adrian Peterson has been his first two 
seasons at Oklahoma. 

As good as Peterson has been with the Sooners — and he’s been 
plenty good — he could be much better. 

In 2004, Peterson was the first freshman to finish runner-up in 
Heisman Trophy balloting, rushing for 1,925 yards and 15 touch- 
downs while helping OU to the national championship game. 

In 2005, he rushed for 1,108 yards and 14 touchdowns and 
became the first running back in the program's storied history to 
rush for 3,000 yards his first two seasons. 

Imagine the possibilities had Peterson not missed two full weeks 
of practice, which included several rwo-a-day sessions, before his 
freshman season ... and not missed all of 2005 spring practice after 
undergoing shoulder surgery ... and not missed parts of four games 
last season due to a high ankle sprain and a nagging Achilles’ tendon 
strain. 

Throw into the mix the wear and tear of an astounding 559

seasons, which includ- 
ed a national freshman record of 339. 

Peterson has been beat up, but not beaten down. His attitude, 
desire and commitment have been unwavering. 

“He works hard — very hard,” Sooners coach Bob Stoops said. 

Peterson packs some crazy skills into his 6-2, 218-pound frame, 
but there are flaws. 

“He's young and he’s talented, but he’s not a great player yet,” 
OU offensive coordinator Kevin Wilson said. “There's still an 
upside to where Adrian can be.” 

Wilson wants Peterson playing better without the football — 
blocking, picking up blitzes, running pass routes, better overall field 
awareness. There’s also room for improvement with the ball — 
setting up blockers, pacing runs rather than everything being an all- 
out sprint. 

“Sometimes he’s so fast, he runs into trouble,” Wilson said. 

Peterson knows: “There’s footwork, pass blocking, a lot of little 
things I catch on film I can improve at to improve me as a player.” 

In the spring, Peterson donned the “hands-off” blue jersey in 
practice. It’s the same wardrobe worn by quarterbacks, which 
prohibits teammates from making contact. 

“T’ve always made fun of the quarterbacks. Now I’ve joined the 
gang,” Peterson said. “I understand that it’s all for the best. I still 
dont like it.” 

The process helped Peterson stay thoroughly healthy while 
going through his spring paces — the first time he was uninterrupt- 
ed in offseason practice. The repetitions he gained had coaches 
smiling. 

“The more anybody sees something, the better you are at 
countering it, or working with it, or playing against it,” Stoops said. 
“The more you see something, the better you're going to be.” 

Coaches and players agree Peterson made his greatest improve- 
ment in the spring. 

“Great practice players have a chance to become great players,” 
Wilson said. “We're not trying to put Adrian down. We're just 
trying to tell him, ‘Look how good you can be.’ We've hit him with 
that hard, and quite honestly he practiced really good. He bought 
into it.” 

Wilson shakes his head at Peterson's potential. 

“Adrian's a phenomenal talent,” Wilson said. “He’s had a nice 
career. As good as he is, he still can be a lot better than what we've 
seen.” 

These are reasons why Peterson is among the favorites to win 
this year’s Heisman’ Trophy. These also are reasons why many believe 
this likely is Peterson's final season of amateur ball. 

But Peterson hasn't written off a senior season with the Sooners. 

“Anything can happen, injuries or whatever — God's will they 
wont,” Peterson said. “I could see myself being here. | ain't even 
really been thinking about that. Plus, we're playing Miami (Sept. 8, 
2007). I’m looking forward to playing Miami, too.”

‘Routine’ Catch Turned Jarrett 
into Another SoCal Celeb

“Everybody was 
asking about it. I love 
the game, but so many people and celebrities and fans came up to 
me. I guess I'd rather be known as the guy who caught the ball than 
the guy who dropped it.” 

Jarrett did a lot more than make one play to become a consen- 
sus All-American and one of three finalists for the Biletnikoff Award 
last season. He led USC with 91 receptions for 1,274 yards and 16 
touchdowns. 

“Reminiscent of Mike Williams, huh?” said Trojans defensive 
tackle Sedrick Ellis, making an appropriate comparison to the 
former USC All-American. 

Jarrett’s 29 career touchdown catches in two seasons are just one 
shy of USC’s record held by Williams, who plays for the Detroit 
Lions. 

Those gaudy numbers are least surprising to Jarrett’s teammates. 
For most of them, it just seemed like quarterback Matt Leinart 
always threw to Jarrett. 

“DJ was the guy we used to expose weaknesses,” McFoy said. “Ie 
depended on the scheme or game plan.” 

But last year is over. What does Jarrett do for an encore? He 
wont have Leinart to throw passes or tailbacks Reggie Bush or 
LenDale White to worry defenses anymore. 

Jarrett, though, said he is worried “not at all.” 

“Mark Sanchez and John David Booty are fine — they're both 
great,” he said of the new quarterbacks. “I have confidence in them. 
A lot of people had doubts when Matt replaced Carson Palmer too.” 

Maybe Jarrett sounds carefree because of his ability to get open. 
Although he doesn't possess blazing speed, his size (6-5) and jump- 
ing ability allow him to simply out-leap cornerbacks, and he has the 
body control to outmaneuver them in the air ... and the hands to 
make it all work. His other advantage is a loping stride that makes 
him dangerous once he gets going downfield. 

“It’s hard for a person to catch up,” Jarrett said. “A lot of guys 
are quick but not as fast because of my stride.” 

But to the average fan, it’s all about The Catch. Jarrett routinely 
gets congratulated for the play, even during spring practices. But 
those around USC were least impressed by his signature moment. 

Sophomore wide receiver Patrick Turner, considered by some 
the next Jarrett because he’s also 6-5, said the catch was nothing out 
of the ordinary. 

“That's every day if you come to practice,” Turner said. 

USC coach Pete Carroll went even further with his praise. 

“That was routine (for him),” Carroll said. “I always thought 
Cris Carter was the greatest catcher there ever was. Nobody has 
anything on this guy (Jarrett).” 

All the hype and praise makes Jarrett more determined to fit in 
with his teammates this season. 

“T like the role of just being a part of the team,” Jarrett said. “All 
that other stuff people say just makes me more focused to play 
harder and be a leader when I can.”

Blalock, an All-American candidate with an almost sure profes- 
sional future, was an integral part of a line that paved the way for a 
record-setting Texas offense last season. The Longhorns set school 
marks by averaging 50 points and 512 yards a game, and then 
capped it off with their stunning Rose Bowl victory over Southern 
California. 

Blalock’s coaches talk of him as a technician, a perfectionist with 
a ballerina’s obsession with footwork. His teammates laughingly call 
him, “The Dancing Bear.” 

Texas coach Mack Brown calls him something else entirely. 

“We think he can be as good as any lineman in the country this 
year,” Brown said. “He just road grades people.” 

And he’s been doing it for going on four years now. 

Blalock earned a starting job as a redshirt freshman in 2003 and 
hasn't come out of the lineup since. He has started 38 consecutive 
games at right tackle, the longest active string of any player on the 
Texas roster. 

Over the years, Blalock has come to learn a fascinating lesson 
when it comes to the art of playing offensive line. 

“Te’s not just a bunch of big uglies bumping into each other,” 
said Blalock, a two-time first-team All-Big 12 pick. 

There is a science to it, he says. 

Blalock spends ample time in the film room, studying not only 
his own tendencies but those of opposing defensive linemen. 

He describes his playing style as, “always thinking on my feet.” 

Blalock often makes it a point to know not only his own 
blocking assignments, but those of his fellow linemen. That came in 
handy over the offseason, as Blalock worked to add another line to 
his job description. 

During spring and summer drills, Blalock toggled between 
tackle and right guard, a position he hadn't played since high school. 

Texas coaches hope Blalock can at least provide some depth and 
versatility for an offensive line looking to replace two starters. 

Blalock, with an eye toward the NFL, certainly doesn’t mind 
padding his resume with work at a second position. 

“It never hurts to add to the repertoire of skills at your dispos- 
al,” Blalock said. “It can only help.” 

Not that many Texas fans will notice Blalock’s hard work. 

Fans will always talk about Vince Young's winning touchdown 
run in the Rose Bowl. But do any of them remember who leveled a 
defender for the key block on that scramble? 

It was Blalock, laying out a blitzing USC safety, springing 
Young for his run to immortality. Young became a legend. Blalock 
remains anonymous. 

Just the way he likes it.

backdrop, Moses was 
entirely comfortable 
just doing his job. 

“T’'ve always considered myself a role player,” he said. 

OK, but now, whether he expected this kind of attention or 
not, it’s his time to become the high-profile, high-impact player. 

First-team preseason All- American, leader of an asty pack of 
Bulldogs, and one with good potential for the 2007 NEL Draft... 
Moses still is somewhat mystified by the swelling of attention. 

“Even going into last season, those ‘watch lists’ caught me off 
guard because | hadn't done anything,” he said. “Hearing all that, I 
guess it can be good and bad. | like the idea of having to prove 
something to everybody and sneaking up on people.” 

Moses paused, then added with continued bewilderment, “It 
almost feels kind of funny to have my name mentioned with the top 
people in the country. It’s different for me. I’ve never experienced 
it.” 

With Pollack garnering most of the attention, Moses did 
somewhat sneak up on people his first two seasons. He had nine 
sacks and 25 quarterback pressures his freshman and sophomore 
seasons. 

“Even when Pollack got all the attention,” said Georgia head 
coach Mark Richt, “Quentin was making his share of the plays.” 

The very bright and personable Moses made the SEC Academic 
Honor Roll. And, following Pollack’s lead, he clearly showed he 
understood the value of hard work. 

Moses worked harder than ever this past offseason. 

“I’m a competitor, man,” Moses said. “Growing up, I wanted to 
be a professional athlete. It’s a once in a lifetime opportunity. Most 
people don't even get the opportunity.” 

Moses should finally realize his dream — next year. 

Moses recalled the first time the subject of skipping his senior 
year at Georgia ever came up. He says it was almost as though he 
should look over each shoulder and ask, “Are you talking to me?” 

“A reporter asked me if 1 was going to enter the draft,” Moses 
said. “] had never even thought about it until he asked me.” 

It was a logical question. After waiting his turn behind Pollack 
and veteran Will Thompson, Moses enjoyed a breakthrough junior 
season in 2005. He led the Bulldogs with 11.5 sacks. And at 
6-foot-5, 250 pounds with a quick first step, Moses possesses the 
pass rushing skills NFL scouts find hard to come by. 

So Moses did file a request with the NFL to assess his draft 
status, more out of curiosity than anything. The projection: third or 
fourth round. 

Moses’ reply to the NFL: See you next year. 

‘I definitely don’t feel like I’m the best player I can be,” Moses 
said. 

Georgia's Sugar Bowl loss to West Virginia still eats at him. 

“I wanted to try to do the best I can for myself,” he said. “But I 
didn’t like the way the season ended, going out on a bad note. You 
never get that senior year back. | wanted to experience it.”

He initially 
committed to Michi- 
gan ... but he wasn’t completely comfortable with that, so he kept 
looking. He decided on the University of Pittsburgh, a good 
compromise because the Panthers played in the same conference as 
Miami (at the time). 

“(Former Florida coach) Ron Zook came and visited me when | 
was in high school and as soon as he left, my dad and uncles were 
like ‘absolutely not,” Blades said. 

“Tt was made clear if | wasn’t going to the U — and that wasn’t 
an option at first — I'd have to leave the state of Florida. Pitt was 
one of the schools I was familiar with because they did play Miami 
and I also knew I could make an impact here, I could lead this 
program to the top.” 

Blades certainly has made a name for himself at Pitt, which won 
the Big East in 2004 but suffered through a losing record last 
season. 

Blades, entering his third season as the starting middle line- 
backer, is clearly the Panthers leader on defense. He led the Big East 
with 121 tackles last season and is aiming to become the Panthers’ 
first three-time first-team All-Big East selection. 

“H.B. is going to show up to play every day; that’s just who he 
is and how he was raised,” coach Dave Wannstedt said. 

Blades’ father Bennie was an All-American defensive back for 
the Hurricanes from 1984-87. H.B. Blades’ uncle, Brian, was a 
receiver for the Hurricanes during that same era. 

Wannstedt, who coached Bennie as a defensive coordinator at 
Miami, said father and son share many traits. 

“H.B. is a lot like his dad in that he has a great feel for the 
game,” Wannstedt said. 

“He just knows where he’s supposed to be on every play. He's 
not the biggest linebacker, he’s not the fastest linebacker, but he 
makes more plays than anyone I’ve seen. It is because he’s deceptive- 
ly fast and because he’s so smart, he plays a lot faster than most guys. 
He just has a nose for the ball.” 

Blades said his father and his uncle Brian gave him a good base 
of football knowledge, but he said Al, who played for the Hurri- 
canes from 1996-2000, was his closest mentor. 

Al and H.B. shared a room while they were growing up at their 
grandparent’s house in Plantation, and Al taught H.B. how to play 
football in the backyard. They worked out together every day, and 
H.B. described Al as “a big brother,” which is why it was so difficult 
for him to handle Al’s death in a car accident in March 1993. 

H.B. carries Al’s spirit with him, as well as the family legacy, 
every time he hits the field. But he said anybody who believes he is 
merely a product of good genes doesn’t understand his work ethic, 
or the work ethic that so defines his family. 

“A lot of football players have sons that can’t play,” Blades said. 

“I’m here because I worked hard, because my family pushed me 
to be the best I can be. You can’t accomplish anything without hard 
work, without persevering, I don’t care who you are related to.”

and a blocked field 
goal. All that went a 
long way toward helping LSU smack Mississippi State, 41-6. 

“T gave it my best,” Landry said of the effort. “I haven't left the 
field since then.” 

With good reason. Landry has become a cornerstone of the 
LSU defense, which ranked third nationally last year under first-year 
coordinator Bo Pelini. 

Landry has made 35 consecutive starts, including 33 at free 
safety, where he was moved after having started at cornerback and 
strong safety. 

Landry’s home has given him the freedom to roam in a sec- 
ondary that also features senior strong safety Jessie Daniels, who has 
25 career starts. They form a bone-jarring tandem. 

“T like being aggressive,” said the 6-2, 204-pound Landry. “I 
like going to the ball and hitting people.” 

Ir’s small wonder Landry says he patterns his style of play after 
Ronnie Lott, who exemplified those qualities during his Hall of 
Fame career with the San Francisco 49ers. 

Landry led LSU in tackles in each of his first two years, and 
became the first freshman to do so since 1990. His 69 stops last year 
tied for third. 

The decrease in his tackle statistics wasn’t so much a decline in 
production as it was a reflection of Pelini’s philosophy and a veteran 
line that has since graduated most of its members. 

The numbers notwithstanding, Landry was more valuable than 
ever. He led the team with three interceptions and was chosen first- 
team All-SEC and a second-team All-American. 

Landry, who has 241 career stops, has no intention of letting 
up, although he said he must be careful to avoid “competing with 
myself” by measuring what he does against previous accomplish- 
ments. Those include 12.5 career tackles for losses, seven sacks and 
nine interceptions. 

Landry’s devotion to improvement can be seen in his decision to 
forego an early exit to the NFL. He toyed with the idea before 
announcing his return. 

“I’m thrilled,” LSU coach Les Miles said when he learned of 
Landry’s commitment. 

“LaRon is a player that brings a great deal to our football team 
in terms of his ability on the field, but he’s also a guy who is a leader 
and someone that other players on the team look up to. This is 
certainly exciting.” 

The low-key Landry has become much more demonstrative 
since those early days when then-head coach Nick Saban and then- 
defensive coordinator Will Muschamp implored Landry to become 
more vocal in the defensive backfield. 

“LaRon is a great football player,” said Dallas Cowboys defen- 
sive end Marcus Spears, one of Landry’s former teammates. “(LSU’s 
defense) puts him in great situations to make plays, and he’s able to 
do it.”

of practices in the 
spring, the 6-1, 182-pound Breaston declared himself as healthy as 
ever, ready to give all of his special abilities to a Michigan team 
trying to rebound from a 7-5 season. 

“Last year, we really didn’t have that much fun. But it’s a new 
season,” he said. “I want to erase the sour taste out of my mouth, 
enjoy football again.” 

Breaston speaks quietly, preferring to express his emotions on 
paper, where he pens poem upon poem, rarely about football. 

On the field, though, his creativity churns in a way that any fan 
can appreciate. Breaston is capable of instant offense, whether it be 
on kick returns, punt returns, or as a wide receiver,. 

“He can score any time he touches the ball,” Hart said. 

During 2003, his redshirt freshman year, Breaston scored via 
reception, rush and punt return. What's more, he threw a touch- 
down pass to become the first Michigan player to accomplish that 
four-way scoring feat since 1949. 

On one audacious play against Illinois in 2003, Breaston fielded 
a punt on the right sideline, froze a defender with a series of fakes, 
went left and curved to the opposite sideline before running 74 
yards for a touchdown. 

Since that year, when he set a school single-season record for 
punt return yardage, Breaston has continued to make memorable 
plays and make history. 

In the Rose Bowl against Texas at the end of the 2004 season, 
he ripped through the Longhorns for 315 all-purpose yards, break- 
ing the game’s previous standard set more than three decades earlier 
by O.J. Simpson. 

Michigan's most recent bowl game, last December against 
Nebraska, again turned into showtime. Breaston set a new Alamo 
Bowl record with 224 all-purpose yards in a tight Michigan loss. 

Although Breaston already has joined former Wisconsin Badger 
Nick Davis as the only Big Ten players to top 1,000 career yards in 
three categories — punt returns, kickoff returns and receiving — 
he’s certain to add to his legacy. 

Breaston, who owns Michigans career punt return record, is less 
than 100 yards from overtaking Anthony Carter for the kick return 
mark, But as a wide receiver, Breaston is still searching for a consis- 
tent starring role for the Wolverines, who need someone to extend 
their excellence at that position, 

For the past eight seasons, the Wolverines have featured a 
1,000-yard receiver, most recently Jason Avant. But after the now- 
graduated Avant, who caught 82 passes for 1,007 yards in 2005, the 
production dipped dramatically. Mario Manningham had 27 
catches for 433 yards, followed by Breaston with just 26 receptions 
for just 291 yards. 

Breaston knows he can do more as a senior. 

“This is my last year, my last year playing for the school,” he 
said. “It’s not a given (I'll) be playing next year, so I want to take 
advantage of the opportunity.”

1. OHIO STATE 


To be placed atop this category, you can’t just be 
strong at quarterback (sorry, Florida); you can't just 
have a wealth of running backs (sorry, Texas); and 
you can't simply be talented at both spots. You need 
experience (sorry, USC). 

The thing you need to do is mix a Heisman 
candidate (quarterback Troy Smith) with a back who 
rushed for 1,331 yards last season (Antonio Pittman) 
with an already-enrolled super recruit (RB Chris 
Wells) with depth at both positions ... now, you have 
the top backfield in the nation. 

Wells has power skills reminiscent of Maurice 
Clarett (without the baggage, please), but doesn’t 
have to be “the show” with the speedy Pittman 
around. 

As for Smith, he finished fourth in the nation in 
passing efficiency last season (162.7), and lacks for 
nothing to be even better. 


2. WEST VIRGINIA 


Two of the biggest discoveries of last season 
were do-it-all quarterback Patrick White and slithery 
running back Steve Slaton. This season, they could 
combine to rush for 2,500 yards (gulp, or more), lead 
the Mountaineers to the national title game, and 
generally become bigger-than-big stars. Get used to 


these twin powers; they're only sophomores. 


3. NOTRE DAME 


The Notre Dame record book will be all his, and 
QB Brady Quinn can add “legend” to his body of work 
if he takes Charlie Weis’ offense and spins it into a 
national title. RB Darius Walker isn't necessarily a 
breakaway threat, but he gets every inch out of his 
carries. When you added up all those inches, he had 
1,196 yards last season. 


4. MICHIGAN 


Hart and Henne, Take 3. Juniors who have been 
around and around the Big Ten block, RB Mike Hart 
and QB Chad Henne are each in the top 10 nationally 
at their respective positions. As a three-year starter, 
Henne can break all of Michigan's career passing 
records. Hart, slowed by injury last season, has help 
from sophomore Kevin Grady. 


5. LOUISVILLE 


Brian Brohm’s torn ACL last November is reason 
for pause ... until you see that he was sharp in the 
spring (in non-contact drills, of course) and moving 
around just fine. Double B has plenty of zip on the 


ball, a skill that supersedes whatever lack of zip he 
has on the ground. Backfield mate Michael Bush is 
250-pound, TD-scoring force. Hmmm... another 
Heisman-winning Bush? 


6. Arizona State — Sam Keller and Rudy 
Carpenter could each be national top 10 quarterbacks. 
Sophomore RB Keegan Herring will be 1,000-yard 
rusher now that he has pushed Rudy Burgess to 
receiver. 


7. LSU — Overflowing at quarterback, and Alley

Perhaps apologies are in order to 
Lyle Sendlein, a very fine player in his own right but 
not our top-rated center. 

Top ranking or not, these hosses will make life 
easy (well, as easy as can be expected) for the 
Longhorns’ new quarterbacks. Blalock will become 
yet another Texas offensive lineman picked high in the 
NFL draft. 


2. CLEMSON 


The Tigers return all five starters. Thanks to the 
Clemson sports information office for turning up this 
stat: The last four seasons in which the Tigers have 
had all five starting linemen returning, they are 39-9, 
including the undefeated national championship run 
of 1981. Hard to single out one guy, but if we had to, 
it would be guard Roman Fry. 


3. USC 


It is acknowledged that the personnel losses 
were significant — Winston Justice, Deuce Lutui and 
Fred Matua — but what other team (other than Texas) 
has two potential first-team All-Americans? Pac-10 
coaches couldn't agree last season whether tackle 
Sam Baker or center Ryan Kalil made the Trojans’ line 
go, and that duo is joined by talented guard Jeff 
Byers, coming off a redshirt. 


4. ARKANSAS 


No big names — other than maybe oft-injured 
tackle Zac Tubbs — but four starters return for a team 
that was the only one in the SEC to average more than 
200 yards a game and 5 yards a carry (rounding up 
from 4.96). 


5. MICHIGAN 


Can't have a list of top offensive lines without the 
Wolverines popping up somewhere. Jake Long is 
switching from right tackle to left tackle, leading a unit 
that includes two other starters and center Mark Bihl, 
who has starting experience, too. 


6. Notre Dame — Four veterans return, 
including left tackle Ryan Harris. 


7. Oregon State — Starting group returns 
intact, including Pac-10 co-freshman of the year 
Jeremy Perry, a guard.

The 
cornerback position is boosted by the strong return of 
Glenn Sharpe, out for most of the past two seasons 
because of knee injuries. 


2. LSU 


Safeties LaRon Landry and Jessie Daniels have

so easy for us if he had 
just decided to stay in 
burnt orange for his 
senior season. 

But, nooooo. He 
had to be Mr. NFL 
High Draft Pick, 

leaving the college 
football world without 
one of those take-it-to- 
Vegas preseason picks. 
So, answering the 
question of “Who's 
No. 1?” is more 
problematic than it 
has been in recent 
years. 
It was so simple the 
past two years, taking 
about as long as a Reggie 
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Bush 70-yard touchdown run (OK, not 
even that long), to figure out that USC 
was going to be the preseason No. 1. It 
was only a tad bit trickier earlier in the 
decade, when logic dictated that the deep 
talent pools at Miami and Oklahoma 
were unimpeachable choices. 

This season, Lindy’ top three choices 
for the national title feature: 

*A defense that was the worst in 
school history last season. 

*A defense that has to replace nine 
starters. 

*A team with a sophomore quarter- 
back, a sophomore running back and, 
whose resume leans heavily on its “easier- 
than-yours” schedule. 

We're talking about Notre Dame, 
Ohio State, and West Virginia. 

We don’t want to eliminate Texas and 
USC out of hand, but the hardest thing 
to do is replace a championship quarter- 
back, which both teams are doing. 
They're still both candidates, considering 
they're still the best the Big 12 and Pac- 
10 have to offer. 

The SEC, meantime, is stacked. 
That’s good for the league. And bad. 
Nothing is harder than getting through 
the SEC undefeated. If anybody does, 
let's go ahead and make them No. 1, no 
matter where they start in the polls. 
(We're pretty sure Auburn fans will agree 
with us.) 

The ACC's premier teams — Florida 
State, Miami, Virginia Tech — have 
featured better teams in recent seasons. 
Check back next year. 

So, we're back where we started: 
Notre Dame, Ohio State and West 
Virginia. 

Fabulous offenses, each of them, so 
the race for the top shouldn't be boring. 

And this is all a good thing, of 
course, because while USC would have 
been chasing history this season if it had 
won the Rose Bowl, that would have 
pretty much been the entire discussion in 
college football. 

Now, dozens and dozens of teams are 
aptly in the conversation, either because 
they're pretty darn good or because 
everyone else is potentially tragically 
flawed. 


In any case, welcome to a wild season. 
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MATCHUPS 


A couple of things are 
changing, other than the addi- 
tion of another BCS game. 

Four of five BCS games, will 
be broadcast on Fox, rather 
than ABC, which will continue to 
telecast the Rose Bowl. 

And since sponsorships 
make the college football world 
go ‘round, get used to hearing 
about the Allstate (not Nokia) 
Sugar Bowl, and, perhaps more 
alarmingly, the 2008 Allstate 
BCS national championship 
game. 

Conferences with automatic 
berths are expected to get 
about $17 million this season, 
working up to $18.5 after the 
2009 regular season. A confer- 
ence with a second team in the 
BCS gets $4.5 mil added to its 
stash. 


Get thee to Glendale 


This is the first year of the BCS 
double-hosting system, with the Fiesta 
folks actually doing triple-hosting. 

They will put on the Insight Bowl, 
which moves from the Arizona Diamond- 
backs’ Chase Field to Sun Devil Stadium 
... and then the Fiesta Bowl, which moves 
from Sun Devil Stadium to the new 
Cardinals Stadium in Glendale ... and 
then the “new” stand-alone BCS national 
title game on Jan. 8, also at Cardinals 
Stadium. 

Essentially, the No. 1 and No. 2 
teams are removed from the BCS pool to 
play in the BCS national title game ...

or (2) ranked among the top 16 teams in 
the final BCS standings and ranked 
higher than the champion of one of the 
conferences whose champion has an 
annual automatic berth in a BCS bowl.”

Injuries, academ- 
ics, suspensions — 
typical reasons fora 
player falling into the 
“comeback” category. 

Then there’s Cal 
offensive tackle Mike Tepper. 

On June 26, 2005, he saw several 
guys in a car harassing Cal volleyball 
player Camille Leffall and not letting her 
pass. Tepper intervened, and when he and 
Leffall walked away, passing behind the 
car, the driver punched it into reverse. 

Tepper managed to push Leffall out 
of the way (she glanced off the car and 
suffered minor injuries), but he got hit in 
full, was knocked to the ground and a tire 
ran over his right leg. Then the driver, 
later caught and found to be on parole, 
went forward and crushed Tepper’s leg 
again. 

Tepper suffered severe ligament 
damage, a broken fibula and a dislocated 
tibia. Yet, 10 months later (in the spring), 
he was a first-string tackle. Now, that's 
what we call a comeback player. 

Here are 11 other comebackers (and 
then some), all of whom missed all or 
most of last season: 


Larry Birdine, DE, Oklahoma 
(biceps). His return elevates Sooners line 
to best in the nation. 


Cory Boyd, RB, South Carolina 
(suspension). Versatile as a pass-catcher, 
he’s what Steve Spurrier wants in a 
running back. 

Alley Broussard, RB, LSU (knee).

Tennessee almost didn’t get Cut- 
cliffe back. If he hadn't undergone triple 
bypass surgery last spring, he would be 
entering his second season as quarter- 
backs coach at Notre Dame. 

“We had a special staff there, and I 
was there long enough to bond with 
them,” he said. 

He discovered it was easy to recon- 
nect in Knoxville, particularly since he 
better understands head coach Phillip 
Fulmer after having directed his own 
program. 

“T know who the final decision- 
maker is,” Cutcliffe said. “I understand 
the chain of command, but Phillip will 
listen to you.”

Got a few 
seconds? 


The average length of a regular- 
season college football game in 2005 was 
3 hours, 21 minutes — two minutes 
more than the previous season. 

Most of that can be attributed to the 
use of instant replay, but with or without 
the reviews, the length of a college game 
has become increasingly bloated by more 
passing — which leads to more clock- 
stopping incompletions and first downs. 

So, there are a few new rules this 
season designed to shave seconds here 
and there and get you back into the 
postgame traffic jam a wee bit earlier. 


¥% On a change of possession, the 
clock will start when the ball is ready to 
play. 


vex The clock will start on the 
kickoff (or as we prefer to say, when toe 
meets leather) rather than when the 
returning team touches the ball. 


%e%& The kicking tee was shortened to 
one inch, curtailing distance on kickoff 
and presumably reducing touchbacks. 


One little Indian 


The Louisiana-Monroe Indians, one 
of 18 NCAA schools who were identified 
last summer as having nicknames, 
mascots or logos “hostile or abusive” to 
American Indians, have made a change. 

La.-Monroe is now the Warhawks. 

The nickname harkens to the area’s 
aviation history, with northeast Louisiana 
General Claire Chennault piloting the 
Curtiss P-40 Warhawk during World 
War Il. That, and there are hawks native 
to the region. 

Among Division I-A football schools, 
the Florida State Seminoles, the Central 
Michigan Chippewas and the Utah Utes 
were allowed by the NCAA to keep their 
nicknames after the schools received 
tribal approval. 

That leaves only one I-A school still 
using Indians ... for now. 

Arkansas State. 
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After spending years telling us 
that a college football playoff is 
infeasible, partly due to the added 
stress it would put on student- 
athletes, Division I-A presidents 
and athletic directors enthusiasti- 
cally approved a 12th regular- 
season game. 

The 12-game season was 
tried in 2002 and 2003, and the 
genie was out of the bottle. We 
were told the 12-game season 
would resume intermittently, as 
the calendar deemed, beginning 
again in 2008. 

Here we are in 2006 ... and 
this thing is permanent. 

Bottom line: There is money to 
be made. 

So, how are various schools 
and leagues handling the new 
opportunity? 

Some are going straight for 
the fatted calf by inviting Division 
I-AA victims to town, awarding 
them a nice payday ($350- 
500,000) and a loss. Smaller 
schools call these “body bag 
games’ while hoping the big 
check doesn’t come with a corre- 
sponding spate of injuries. 

For the I-A hosts, paying off a 
I-AA team is sometimes half as 
expensive as sharing the gate 
with a I-A team. So, there is a 
straight profit motivation. And the 
BCS school never needs to agree 
to a return game at a lower- 
division opponent, so the matchup 
is a clean one-and-done. 

A survey of the 65 BCS con- 
ference schools reveals that 47 of 
them (72.3 percent) will be play- 
ing a |-AA team this year, with the 
Big 12 (11 of 12) the most egre- 
gious offender. 


Let’s play 
a dozen 


“A lot of schools were left 
scrambling to find games,” says 
Colorado assistant athletic direc- 
tor David Plati, who serves on the 
school’s scheduling committee. 

The Buffs will play Montana 
State on Sept. 2, the first (and 
only, according to Plati) time they 
will meet a I-AA foe. 

Colorado has added a home- 
and-home with Georgia that 
begins this season and plans to 
play a strong intersectional foe 
each season, thanks in part to the 
flexibility provided by the 12th 
game and with the hope of attract- 
ing some extra TV money in the 
process. CU also meets Colorado 
State each year in a heated rivalry 
game. 

Its other two non-conference 
games won't be as difficult, in 
large part because the school 
doesn’t want to disqualify itself 
from BCS championship con- 
tention. 

“We have to see what every- 
body else is doing,” Plati said. 
“We don’t want to jeopardize the 
program by playing four tough 
non-conference games.” 

The Pac-10 is using the longer 
season to add a ninth league 
game to the schedule, creating a 
full round-robin. 

“We didn’t want Team A to win 
the league championship because 
it missed Team B on the sched- 
ule,” said Pac-10 associate com- 
missioner Jim Muldoon. That 
never happened in the 28 years 
since it expanded to 10 teams, 
but he allows that “it was just 
dumb luck.”

The player most likely to duplicate Dumervil’s crazy 
stats (20 sacks) is Central Michigan’s Dan Bazuin, 
who finished second to Dumervil last season with 16 
sacks. Bazuin will have a chance for major honors, 
even though he’s from a mid-level MAC team. 

It sure helps to play for one of college football’s big 
boys, which gives Notre Dame’s Tom Zbikowski a 
chance. He’s not necessarily the best defensive back 
around, but he has a knack for big plays and is always 
on TV ... hey, that all plays a part in these kinds of 
awards.

Conference of quarterbacks? 


That designation is the domain of the 
Pac-10, but not this year. The Big Ten is the 
league with the most and the best quarter- 
backs ... even more so if you throw in the 
conference’s “12th team,” Notte Dame and 
its Heisman favorite. 

Ohio State’s Troy Smith (left) leads a 
Big Ten group that includes Michigan State’s 
Drew Stanton, Michigan’s Chad Henne, 
lowa’s Drew Tate, Wisconsin’s John Stocco, 
Minnesota’s Bryan Cupito and other promis- 
ing passers, including Penn State’s Anthony 
Morelli. 

So while last season was the Year of the 
Linebacker in the Big Ten (A.J. Hawk, Bobby 
Carpenter, Chad Greenway, Abdul Hodge, 
Paul Posluszny), it is only Penn State’s 
Posluszny (left) who returns to track down 
Smith and the swellest group of quarter- 
backs in the country. 
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Like Moses at the Red Sea, security 
cleared a path at the Pittsburgh Steelers’ 
Super Bowl hotel in Pontiac, Mich., for a 
long-hair, bearded football player. 

As cameras flashed and fans applauded, 
walking through the Marriott lobby was 
— Blake Butler. 

“Tt was kind of embarrassing,” said 
Butler of the red carpet-treatment he 
received almost everywhere he went the 
weekend of Super Bowl XL in Detroit. 

Fans thought they were seeing the 
Steelers’ long-hair, bearded quarterback 
Ben Roethlisberger. 

“He and Ben kind of favor. They have 
the same hair color and expression,” said 
Keith Butler, Blake's father and Steelers 
linebacker coach. 

Butler grew the look last summer. “I’m 
not trying to look like him,” he said. At 
the game, he was asked if he were 
Roethlisberger’s brother. 

“Ym glad he shaved his beard off after 
the Super Bowl, so I won't get hassled 
like that,” said Butler, a senior offensive 
lineman at the University of Memphis. 

The Steelers defeated the team for 
which Keith Butler played linebacker for 
10 years, the Seattle Seahawks. An All- 
America linebacker at Memphis from 
1974-77, Butler also coached the 
Cleveland Browns from 1999-2002. 

While winning the Super Bowl was a 17- 
year career goal, it won't make his father die 
a happy man, said Blake. “It was a blessing. 
It wasn’t something that defines his life.” 

What defines Keith’s life is his relation- 
ship with Jesus Christ. Like father, like son. 

“Jesus is who I define myself by now. I 
try to be as open with my faith as I can,” 
said Blake. “It’s hard to grasp everything 
He did on the cross; how much He suf- 
fered taking on the sins of the world. It 
Was a non-repayable debt.” 

Blake's first examples of faith were his 
mother, Janet, and Keith. Blake's relation- 
ship with Christ and his understanding of 
what the cross meant grew as he observed 
how Keith witnessed to his father, John 
Butler, when he was near death. 

“That set the bar for me. I realized 
What being a Christian is all about. It’s 
t do's or don't’s, it’s about sharing the 
love of Christ,” said Blake. 

“Later, Blake witnessed to his maternal 
eae & Bob Sink, when he was given a 
-50 chance to live in January 2004. Bob 
was a Christian, a fact that brought 
“comfort when he died in January 2005. 
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“Anytime a parent can leave something 
with your child that is going to last forever, 
something that you know is the most impor- 
tant thing in life and the only thing that 
really counts, that is significant,” said Keith. 

“Our hope is that all our sons (Blake, 
Brandon, Brett) know the Lord and pass 
that relationship on. We try to teach that 
God has no grandchildren. All of us have a 
ministry. Blake has taken it seriously.” 

One of Blake's favorite verses is 
Matthew 5:8, “Blessed are the pure in 
heart for they will see God.” 

Memphis deep snapper Rusty Clayton, one 
of Blake's roommates, said that he is ground- 
ed. “He doesn't participate in a lot of activi- 
ties that normal college-age football players 
do. He finds pleasure in Godly things, in fel- 
lowship with other believers, in spending 
time with his fiance (Allison Mcleod).” 

Butler knows he is being watched. “It hit 
me hard how many opportunities I have 
been given to share my faith and I wasn’t 
using it for God. I had been using it for 
myself instead of glorifying God. I don’t 
want to dishonor my savior in any way.” 

Memphis head football coach Tommy 
West said, “Blake knows the Lord has 
given him the ability to play football. 
He's got a burning desire to be a Christian 
and compete like crazy.” 

An All-Conference USA candidate, 
Butler (6-3, 310) helped the Tigers finish 
fifth nationally in rushing offense in 
2005 and sparked an offensive line that 
allowed nine sacks, third in the nation. 

Memphis quarterback Will Hudgens 
said, “It’s a little more comforting; you 
feel protected.” 

The first day Butler was getting fitted for 
pads as a freshman, a “little running back” 
walked up to him and asked him what 
position he played. When he told him 
offensive line, he gave him a hug and 
introduced himself as DeAngelo Williams. 

Williams became the Tigers’ all-time lead- 
ing rusher with 6,026 yards and holds the 
NCAA record for all-purpose yards with 
7,575 and 34 100-yard rushing games. 


The Tigers were forced to depend on the — 


running game last season when starting 
quarterback Patrick Byrne broke his leg 
on the third play of the season. Hudgens 
broke his leg two games later. 

“T couldn't believe it,” said West, who 
instilled enough confidence to keep the 
boat afloat. 

Butler said, “We found a way to win 
when a lot of people thought our season 
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was down the drain.” 

The Tigers went 7-5 and went to a school- 
record third straight bowl. They won the 
Motor City Bowl in Detroit, 38-31, over Akron. 

The game became a family feud. Brandon 
Butler plays defensive end for Akron. 

In February, the Tigers rallied around 
West, who had triple bypass heart surgery 
after tests showed blockage. 

“Life has changed, especially in what I 
eat. It's cardboard with no salt and pep- 
per,” said West. 

When West was fired at Clemson after the 
1998 season, he said he realized how much 
he had to trust God. He thought it was the 
end of the world, he said, “but the Lord had 
a plan for me. I’m better off because of it.” 

Hudgens said the team is better off 
because of Butler. He admires Butler's role- 
model status among younger players and 
his ability to “shoot straight with me.” 

It’s Butler's consistency that offensive 
line coach Rick Mallory admires. 

“He is sure of who he is and is not trying 
to fit a mold. He is a good, strong Christian 
young man and all the characteristics that 
go with that. He is a breath of fresh air. He 
is standing up for something which is 
unusual for kids these days. He doesn’t 
compromise who he is,” said Mallory. 

Said West, “He has everything in order, 
from his life, his school, his football. He’s 
one of the finest kids I've associated with.” 

An all-state lineman at Cuyahoga Valley 
Christian Academy near Cleveland, Butler 
would welcome the opportunity to follow 
his father’s footsteps into the NEL. 

“I wish I was 6-7 and more attractive 
to scouts. Football is not my entire life. 

I don’t depend on it for my joy. My life 
doesn't begin and end with football. I 
want to be known as someone who has 
lived for the Lord and that God is the 
No. 1 priority in my life.” @

QB-1, RB-4, WR-3, TE-2, OL-1, DL-4, LB-3, DB-4, ATH-3, ST-0 
Despite falling just short of another national championship in the Rose 


Bowl, Southern California still came away with a title 2006 on the recruiting trail. 


For the third year in a row, the Trojans landed the top recruiting class in the 
country compiling a group of 25 players that includes 19 four- and five-star 
prospects as ranked by Rivals.com. Of those, USC landed the top six players in 
the state of California and plucked star players from other states including Utah, 
Washington, Colorado, Virginia, Texas and New Jersey. 

Pete Carroll's 2006 haul includes the nation’s top outside linebacker, Allen 
Bradford, the No. 2 rated running back in the country, Stafon Johnson, and 
the No. 2 receiver in the country in Vidal Hazelton. The 5-11, 219-pound 
Bradford was a force as a senior registering 157 tackles and 12 sacks. He is 
also a capable running back who might draw consideration on offense after he 
posted 1,869 yards and 29 touchdowns last season. Another player that could 
help fill the void left by Reggie Bush and LenDale White is the 5-11, 200-pound 
Johnson who has a good combination of size and speed and rushed for 1,866 
yards and 17 touchdowns as a senior. Meanwhile, Hazelton is a big, athletic 
receiver that can go up and get the ball. He had 1,700 yards receiving and 30 
touchdowns over the last two seasons. 

Southern California had plenty of success elsewhere including picking up 
four defensive backs to help lend depth to a position that was a big question 
mark all year for the Trojans. The leading candidates who figure to step in 
immediately include the No. 2 safety in the country Antwine Perez and the No. 
2 cornerback in Shareece Wright. A few other players that could see the field 
at a variety of positions for the Trojans in 2006 are three of the top four athletes 
in the country including Taylor Mays, C.J. Gable and Jamere Holland.

QB-1, RB-2, WR-2, TE-1, OL-4, DL-5, LB-3, DB-2, ATH-5, ST-0 

After his first season with the Gators, Urban Meyer made a strong run on 
the recruiting trail and came away with the No. 2 recruiting class in the country. 
Florida landed an astounding 27 players, including 22 players ranked four stars 
or better by Rivals.com. Of them, Florida pulled in the No. 1 player in the 
country along with top recruits from Texas, North Carolina and Georgia. 

Leading the way for Meyer's class is wide receiver Percy Harvin, the top 
player in the country, and the No. 1 dual-threat quarterback in Tim Tebow. The 
6-1, 188-pound Harvin is an extremely fast and elusive receiver that can make 
plays anywhere on the field. Over the last two seasons, Harvin recorded over 
3,300 yards of offense and 58 touchdowns, Passing to him in the future will be 
Sunshine State quarterback Tim Tebow. The 6-3, 217-pounder accounted for 
over 13,000 yards of offense and 157 touchdowns in his high school career. 

Other possible early contributors include the No. 3 offensive guard in the 
country Carl Johnson, the No. 2 outside linebacker Brandon Spikes and top 
athletes Jamar Hornsby, Riley Cooper and Jarred Fayson. Johnson 


enrolled early and is expected to make a push for playing time next season. 


QB-1, RB-1, WR-3, TE-1, OL-6, DL-6, LB-5, DB-5, ATH-2, ST-0 

Bobby Bowden again finished with another solid recruiting class finishing 
with an impressive 31 recruits. The Seminoles finished strong again landing 13 
prospects in the final week before Signing Day. It goes without saying that it 
wasn't just quantity, but quality as well as the 'Noles hauled in 20 four- and five- 
star recruits as ranked by Rivals.com. 

FSU made a strong push on both sides of the ball, but landed a lot more 
help on defense with star pickups like safety Myron Rolle, the No. 1 athlete in 
the country and the No. 2 weakside defensive end, Brandon Warren. New 
Jersey's Rolle is an outstanding prospect who makes plays all over the field. 
The 6-2, 214-pounder registered 112 tackles last season. The Seminoles beat 
out Warren's home state Volunteers for 6-2, 230-pounder. Warren recorded 83

tackles and 14 sacks 
last season. 
Florida State made an impressive 
push on the offensive and defensive lines 
landing six prospects on both sides of the ball. 
Leading the way on the offensive line is juco transfer 
Shannon Boatman and Tampa star Daron Rose. Besides 
Warren on the defensive line the Noles landed strongman Doug 
Thacker and juco tackle Paul Griffin. Other players that could make an 
impact next season include wide receiver Damon McDaniel and defensive 
back Ochuko Jenije.

QB-1, RB-3, WR-1, TE-1, OL-8, DL-5, LB-4, DB-3, ATH-2, ST-0 

After winning the SEC title last season, Georgia again finished strong in 
the recruiting race landing a solid 28-man recruiting class. Mark Richt and 
company continue to pull out some of the top players from across the country 
including 16 players ranked four stars or better by Rivals.com. Besides landing 
five of the top 10 prospects in the Peach State, the Bulldogs got top players 
from Maryland, South Carolina, Florida, Texas, California and New Jersey. 

Richt may very well have found his replacement for D.J. Shockley in Dallas 
quarterback Matthew Stafford. The 6-3, 210-pounder is the top pro-style 
quarterback in the country after throwing for 3,991 yards, 38 touchdowns and 
just six interceptions as a senior. The other major prospect coming to Athens is 
the No. 1 player in Georgia and the top safety in America, Reshad Jones. The 
6-1, 195-pounder could see time in the secondary next year for the Bulldogs 
after posting 82 tackles and two interceptions last season. 

Georgia added impressive depth on the offensive line landing eight recruits 
including stars Justin Anderson and Clifton Geathers. Others that could play 
this fall include Maryland linebacker Akeem Hebron, elusive running back 
Knowshon Moreno and 6-5, 247-pound tight end NaDerris Ward. 


QB-2, RB-2, WR-3, TE-2, OL-4, DL-4, LB-3, DB-3, ATH-1, ST-1 

Mack Brown got off to a quick start for the 2006 recruiting class and 
finished with another top group. The Longhorns had 20 verbal commitments by 
the middle of the summer and finished up with 25 signees. As usual, Texas 
decided to stay mostly in-state and landed six of the top 10 recruits at home 
including the No. 1 player in Texas. 

Leading the way are defensive end Eddie Jones and linebacker Sergio 
Kindle. The 6-3, 240-pound Jones finished the season rated as the No. 3 
player in Texas and as the No. 3 weakside defensive end in the country after 
registering 127 tackles and eight sacks. Meanwhile, Texas fans are excited 
about Kindle who is the top inside linebacker prospect and No. 1 player in 
Texas. Over the past three seasons, he’s amassed over 400 tackles. 

Trying to find a replacement for Vince Young will be tough, but the coaches 
are hoping the No. 3 dual-threat quarterback in the country, Jevan Snead, 
might fit the bill. The 6-3, 205-pounder enrolled in January in hopes of compet- 
ing for the starting job this fall. Other players that could be special for the 
Longhorns down the line are running back Vondrell McGee, offensive linemen 
Buck Burnette and J’Marcus Webb and defensive back Chykie Brown.

QB-2, RB-3, WR-2, TE-1, OL-4, DL-9, LB-2, DB-1, ST-0 

After showing impressive success on the field while making a run at the 
Big Ten title and posting an Orange Bowl victory, recruits jumped on the Nittany 
Lions bandwagon in droves in 2006. Joe Paterno finished with a remarkable 
recruiting class thanks in large part to the help of last year's No. 1 recruit 
Derrick Williams. Penn State landed 24 recruits including 15 four- and five-star 
prospects as ranked by Rivals.com. The Nittany Lions hauled in four of the top 
10 players in the Keystone State as well as seven of the top 11 players in 
Maryland. They also went to Virginia and New York for other top talent. 

Paterno focused on the defensive line as they picked up nine recruits, but 
the headliner of the class has to be five-star defensive back A.J. Wallace. The 
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6-1, 195-pounder recorded 63 tackles and three intercep- 

tions as a senior. Previously it was unheard of for a freshman to 

play under Paterno, but now freshman are seeing the field and Wallace 

could be a huge force in the secondary this fall. It's the second straight year that 
Penn State signed the nation’s top cornerback (Justin King in 2005). 

With big numbers on the defensive line Penn State landed top talent that 
should make a huge impact soon including Phillip Taylor, Jared Odrick and 
Maurice Evans. The Nittany Lions found some help on the offensive side of the 
ball too with huge offensive linemen Antonio Logan-El, Lou Eliades and J.B. 
Walton. Wide receiver Chris Bell is expected to be an immediate impact player 
with his impressive 6-3, 205-pound frame and long striding speed. Penn State 
also stole a couple of big-time recruits away from other teams in the final weeks 
of recruiting in running back Brent Carter and star quarterback Pat Devlin, who 
had committed to Virginia and Miami respectively. 


QB-0, RB-3, WR-3, TE-2, OL-5, DL-3, LB-4, DB-4, ATH-1, ST-0 

With a year under his belt, Les Miles made a strong push, landing a 25-man 
recruiting class. His efforts are even more impressive considering Hurricane 
Katrina was a major setback for the program. The Tigers class includes top talent 
all over the field with 14 four- and five-star recruits. It is no surprise that nine of 
the top 10 players in the state of Louisiana decided to stay at home, but the 
Tigers also plucked talent from Mississippi, Florida, Texas and Virginia. 

The top players in LSU's class are defensive tackle Al Woods and running 
back Keiland Williams. The 6-4, 329-pound Woods is the top player in 
Louisiana and No. 2 defensive tackle in the country. The longtime LSU commit- 
ment had an impressive senior season with 109 tackles. A Louisiana native, 
Williams heads back home to compete for a starting job this year after rushing 
for 1,325 yards and 12 touchdowns last season for Hargrave Military in Virginia. 

The Tigers did a great job adding a handful of other players that could make 
an impact early in their careers. The No. 6 defensive tackle in the country, 
Charles Deas from Florida along with local stars Jared Mitchell, Jai Eugene, 
Ricky Dixon and Charles Scott all could be key recruits in upcoming years.

QB-2, RB-3, WR-3, TE-2, OL-6, DL-2, LB-2, DB-5, ATH-1, ST-1 

Charlie Weis took over and helped Notre Dame to an impressive season 
last year that saw them nearly knock off the No. 1 team in the country on their 
way to a Fiesta Bowl berth. The result of that season was a solid 27-man class 
featuring talent from coast to coast. The class featured 12 players ranked as 
four-star prospects or better from all over the country including Florida, Minneso- 
ta, California, North Carolina, New York, Pennsylvania and Texas. 

The top two recruits heading to South Bend are the No. 3 running back in 
the country, James Aldridge and the No. 1 offensive tackle in the country, Sam 
Young. The 6-1, 215-pound Aldridge should have a chance to play early 
alongside 1,000-yard back Darius Walker. Last season he put up 2,100 yards 
and 22 touchdowns as a senior. The huge 6-8, 302-pound Young out of Florida 
checks in as the No. 11 player overall in the country. 

The Irish made a strong push on the offensive line with other recruits 
including Matt Carufel, Eric Olsen, Chris Stewart and Daniel Wenger. Notre 
Dame got a huge boost in the defensive backfield too with standout corners 
Darrin Walls and Raeshon McNeil, with one or both expected to see time 
immediately this fall. Two other recruits fans are excited about are Chicago stud 
quarterback Demetrius Jones and 6-6, 239-pound tight end Konrad Reuland. 


QB-2, RB-2, WR-2, TE-2, OL-7, DL-5, LB-2, DB-3, ATH-3 

The Sooners had a down season by their standards last year, finishing 7-4 
including losses to UCLA and TCU, but toward the end of the season Bob 
Stoops turned things around winning six of his last seven. Despite the difficult 
year, recruits didn’t turn their back on Oklahoma and the result is a very good 28- 
man recruiting class. The Sooners landed eight of the top 10 players in the state 
and plucked top talent out of Texas, Nevada, Louisiana and Kansas. 

The jewel of Stoops 2006 class is the No. 1 defensive tackle in the country, 
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Gerald McCoy. The Oklahoma City prospect finished last 
season with 82 tackles and 20 sacks as he dominated the line. 
Besides McCoy, another star player to watch is the No. 1 tight end in 
the country Jermaine Gresham. The 6-7, 230-pounder is versatile with the size 
and quickness to be a mismatch for any defender. He caught 67 passes for 
1,170 yards and 24 touchdowns last season. Joining Gresham are other stars 
including the No. 2 all-purpose back in the country, Demarco Murray, the No. 3 
wide receiver, Adron Tennell, and huge offensive tackle Curtis Bailey.

QB-2, RB-1, WR-4, TE-1, OL-2, DL-9, LB-2, DB-1, ATH-2, ST-1 

Auburn had another successful season on the field in 2005 finishing 9-3 
including a bid to the Capital One Bowl. Tommy Tuberville followed the solid 
season with an impressive recruiting effort that saw the Tigers land 25 recruits, 
including nine on the defensive line. Auburn's class includes 15 four- and five- 
star recruits, as well as five of the top 10 players in the state of Alabama. 

Defensive line was the name of the game and the top recruit is a defensive 
tackle. Greg Smith is a 6-1, 315-pound juco transfer that finally is making his 
way to Auburn. In 2004 as a senior in high school, he amassed an incredible 164 
tackles with 37 for loss. 

Though there were only a handful of recruits on the offensive side of the 
ball, the Tigers got quality including blue-chip receivers Tim Hawthorne and 
Chris Slaughter, rated at the No. 4 and 13 receivers in the country respectively. 
Auburn went to Maryland and signed the No. 6 running back in the nation, 
Benjamin Tate. The 5-10, 204-pounder ran for 2,214 yards last season and was 
impressive this spring as an early enrollee.

QB-1, RB-2, WR-2, TE-1, OL-5, DL-1, LB-3, DB-6, ATH-2, ST-0 

In 2006, Alabama had an impressive season that saw it win nine straight 
games and rise to No. 3in the polls. The Tide turned after that, dropping two 
games before finishing with a bow! win. The successful season resulted in an 
impressive 23-man recruiting class that featured 12 players ranked four stars or 
better. The Tide pulled out four of the top 10 recruits in the state, including 
Alabama's top player in offensive lineman Andre Smith. 

Smith, a Birmingham native, is the top-ranked offensive linemen in the 
country and the No. 2 player overall. The 6-4, 325-pound Smith should be an 
immovable force for Mike Shula’s team starting from day one. Smith should 
provide much needed push for fellow five-star prep school star Mike Ford. The 
6-2, 210-pounder was expected to compete for the starting job last year after 
rushing for 2,836 yards and 37 touchdowns as a senior. He took a year to prep, 
but is expected to make up for it this fall. 

Alabama also helped themselves with other players on the offensive line 
and a solid group in the defensive backfield. Joining the No. 1 guard in the 
country are four-star linemen Alex Stadler, Taylor Pharr and David Ross. In 
the secondary, the Crimson Tide picked up major help with four-star prospects 
Marquis Johnson, Justin Woodall and Marcus Udell. All of them are 
expected to be important factors early in their college careers.

QB-1, RB-3, WR-1, TE-2, OL-2, DL-3, LB-5, DB-3, ATH-0, ST-0 

Ohio State completed an impressive 10-2 season that saw it head to the 
BCS and win the Fiesta Bowl. Jim Tressel also had success on the recruiting 
trail as he landed a 20-man recruiting class featuring seven of the top ten 
players in the Buckeye State, including the nation’s No. 3 player overall. 

Ohio State landed the top two prospects in the state in running back Chris 
Wells and defensive end Robert Rose. The 6-1, 226-pound Wells out of Akron 
is the top running back in the country after compiling 2,134 yards and 28 
touchdowns last season. The 6-4, 255-pound Rose was one of the fastest rising 
prospects in the country and is rated as the No. 1 strongside defensive end. 
Both players are expected to make a major impact as freshmen. 

The Buckeyes got major help at linebacker by picking up four four-star 
prospects in Thaddeus Gibson, Mark Johnson, Ross Homan and Larry 
Grant. All of them could be major contributors in the next couple of years. Wide 
receiver Raymond Small may be slightly undersized, but he is an elusive and 
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speedy prospect that may remind some Buckeye fans of Ted 


Ginn, Jr.. Small hails from Ginn’s high school, Glenville, in Cleveland. 
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QB-1, RB-3, WR-1, TE-0, OL-3, DL-5, LB-3, DB-2, ATH-0, ST-1 

Michigan usually has little trouble on the recruiting trail and Lloyd Carr 
pulled in another talented class in 2006. The Wolverines signed 19 players, 11 of 
whom were rated four stars or better by Rivals.com. Michigan pulled in the top 
player in the state as well as top talent from across the country from Washington, 
Ohio, Georgia, California, Pennsylvania, Virginia and South Carolina. 

The stars of the class are linebacker Brandon Graham and offensive 
tackle Stephen Schilling who ranked No. 15 and No. 26 nationally respectively. 
The 6-2, 250-pound Graham is a big and quick linebacker off the edge who had 
200 tackles and 30 sacks over the past two seasons. On the offensive side of 
the ball, Carr got major help with Schilling out of the state of Washington. The 
6-5, 290-pounder is a quick lineman who could be a future All American. 

The Wolverines added defensive tackle and running back depth with two 
four-star prospects at each position. Jason Kates and Adam Patterson are 
intimidating forces along the line, while Carlos Brown and Brandon Minor 
should provide tremendous speed and power in the backfield. 
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Miami is always a player on the recruiting front and it was another 
successful season for Larry Coker. An embarrassing loss to LSU, the firing of 
four coaches and the late loss of big-time quarterback commitment Pat Devlin 
still couldn't keep Miami out of the nation’s top 15. Miami came out with a 22- 
man recruiting class that featured 10 four-star prospects. 

Coker and his staff got help at a few key positions including the defensive 
backfield, running back and tight end with two four-star prospects in each area. 
Cornerback Ryan Hill and safety Tervaris Johnson should see the field early 
in their careers after outstanding seasons where each recorded three intercep- 
tions. The running game should be improved with two Florida stars, Javarris 
James and Kylan Robinson. Success at tight end should continue for years 
with 6-4, 227-pounder Dedrick Epps and 6-6, 248-pounder Jason Fox. 

The Hurricanes got some help along the defensive line with five recruits 
including blue-chippers Richard Gordon and Josh Holmes. The 6-4, 265- 
pound Gordon will provide immediate help on the line. Holmes still needs to bulk 
up some, but has the skills after registering 43 tackles and 11 sacks as a senior. 
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QB-1, RB-2, WR-3, TE-1, OL-2, DL-2, LB-2, DB-4, ATH-1, ST-1 

Tommy Bowden continues to find a lot of success on the recruiting trail and 
this season he reached new heights. The Tigers coach has the closing instincts 
of his dad as he finished strong, landing the nation’s No. 1 all-purpose running 
back on Signing Day. Clemson amassed a 20-man recruiting class that included 
the top player from both South Carolina and Florida. They also went to North 
Carolina, Virginia and Illinois for other top players. 

The cream of the crop is the No. 8 player in the country and top player in 
Florida, C.J. Spiller. The 5-10, 190-pounder will find time in the backfield next 
season after recording over 3,700 yards of offense and 57 touchdowns the past 
two seasons. Clemson picked up an impact player on defense locally in 
defensive end Ricky Sapp. The 6-4, 225-pounder has remarkable speed off the 
edge and is rated the nation’s No. 1 weakside defensive end. 

Bowden made a concerted effort to land defensive backs as he got four 
four-star prospects including DeAndre McDaniel, Crezdon Butler, Darius 
Gaither and Byron Maxwell. 
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QB-2, RB-3, WR-3, TE-2, OL-5, DL-5, LB-2, DB-1, ATH-6, ST-1 
Despite a disappointing 3-8 season last year, Ole Miss still found a lot of 
success during the 2006 recruiting season. Ed Orgeron pulled in a 30-man class 


that included nine players ranked four stars or better by 
Rivals.com. The Rebels had a lot of success locally, landing the 
top player in Mississippi, but also went to Tennessee, California and 
Georgia with success. 

Orgeron and his staff signed two five-star prospects. Versatile quarterback 
Brent Schaeffer, formally of the Tennessee Volunteers, is one of the top juco 
players in the country. After accounting for over 3,800 yards of offense and 50 
touchdowns last season, he is expected to compete for the starting job this fall. 
Meanwhile, defensive tackle Jerrell Powe is expected to make his way back 
home from prep school in Chatham, Va. The 6-3, 360-pounder will be a force to 
be reckoned with on the Rebel defense for years to come. 

In addition to Powe, Ole Miss made a strong push on the defensive line by 
signing Marcus Tillman and Kentrell Lockett. The Rebels also recruited a lot 
of versatile athletes, six to be exact, led by safety Allen Walker from Olive 
Branch. 
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UCLA went 10-2 last year including an undefeated start through their first 
eight games. The successful season resulted in many players flocking to the 
Bruins as Karl Dorrell is starting to build a solid foundation. His 2006 class is 22 
strong with seven four-star prospects as rated by Rivals.com, including the top 
player in Hawaii. 

Dorrell and his staff are elated about landing depth along the offensive line 
with eight recruits including four four-star prospects. Hawaii's top player, Micah 
Kia, along with Jake Dean, Andy Keane and Sean Sheller should provide 
much needed help in the years to come to keep the Bruins high-powered offense 
rolling. 

If anything was lacking last year it was on defense as UCLA found 
themselves in many shootouts, but they should have a much better pass rush in 
the next few years. They signed the No. 2 player in Nevada, defensive tackle 
Jerzy Siewierski, and one of California's better defensive ends in Jeff Miller. 


QB-1, RB-2, WR-2, TE-1, OL-4, DL-8, LB-0, DB-5, ATH-2, ST-0 

Mike Stoops is finding it difficult, as expected, to turn around the Arizona 
program as he struggled to a 3-8 season last year. He can hang his hat on a 
couple big wins though including a major triumph over UCLA late in the season 
as well as success on the recruiting trail. The Wildcats landed 25 recruits 
including the nation’s top juco player. 

The gem of Stoops’ class is five-star defensive tackle Louis Holmes, the 
top player out of junior college. The 6-5, 280-pounder has remarkable speed for 
a big man and is going to be an impact player for the Wildcats next season as an 
early enrollee. Holmes recorded an astounding 102 tackles and 11 sacks in his 
final year of high school. 

Alongside Holmes, Arizona picked up seven other defensive linemen, 
including talented four-star prospects A.J. Simmons and Gabe Long. 

The Wildcats received help in the secondary as well to slow down those other 
high-powered Pac-10 offenses with five recruits, including four-star corner 
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QB-1, RB-3, WR-2, TE-0, OL-6, DL-3, LB-1, DB-3, ATH-0, ST-1 

California is familiar to recruiting success under Jeff Tedford and 2006 was 
no different. The Golden Bears landed 20 recruits including nine four-star 
prospects as ranked by Rivals.com. Besides landing plenty of talent in-state, 
Tedford and his staff went to Colorado, Oregon and Washington for other top 
players. 

The Golden Bears made an effort to bulk up the offensive line as they 
signed six recruits, three of which are four-star prospects. Chris Guarnero, 
Mike Costanzo and Mike Gibson should provide some time for future 
quarterbacks in Tedford’s system. Speaking of quarterbacks, Tedford landed a 
good one in Oregon gunslinger Kevin Riley, The 6-1, 192-pounder fits the mold 
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for Cal quarterbacks as he threw for over 5,000 yards and 
65 touchdowns in the past two years at Beaverton High School. 

California got big-time defensive help as well in the form of defensive 
linemen Derrick Hill and Rulon Davis. The 6-1, 278-pound Hill is a huge, 
immovable force on the inside and should contribute early in his college career. 
Meanwhile, Davis is a juco recruit and an Iraq War Veteran. He is a huge lineman 
at 6-6, 275-pounds and is expected to make an immediate impact this fall. 
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QB-0, RB-1, WR-3, TE-1, OL-6, DL-5, LB-1, DB-2, ATH-3, ST-0 

Nebraska had tremendous success in Bill Callahan's first year on the 
recruiting trail and he followed it up with another solid effort. Callahan signed a 
22-man recruiting class which included the top player in Nebraska as well as two 
of the top junior college prospects in 2006. 

Callahan and his staff are elated about their prize recruit, five-star juco 
cornerback Andre Jones. The 6-0, 195-pounder formerly of the Kentucky 
Wildcats is a speedster who was rated as the No. 4 junior college player in the 
country after reeling in five interceptions last season. 

The Cornhuskers landed some very talented offensive players as well 
including huge linemen D.J. Jones and Carl Nicks. Over the years Nebraska 
has never had trouble signing top running backs and they picked up four players 
who could play that role. Leading the way is 6-0, 220-pound running back Kenny 
Wilson, another juco player. Wilson rushed for 1,229 yards and 14 touchdowns 
last year. Pushing him for a shot at early playing time is athlete Ricky Thenarse 
from California who racked up over 1,500 yards of offense and 15 touchdowns 
for his high school last year. 
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It was a difficult return home for Dave Wannstedt who saw his Panthers 
struggle to 5-6 record last season. It wasn't a complete loss for the former NFL 
coach as he had tremendous success in his first recruiting year. Pittsburgh 
signed a 26-player recruiting class that included seven four-star prospects as 
ranked by Rivals.com. 

Pittsburgh got much needed help on offense with stars like athlete Dorin 
Dickerson, tight end Nate Byham and running back Kevin Collier. Dickerson 
checked in as the No. 8 athlete in the country last season after accounting for 
over 1,850 yards and 28 touchdowns, but he's expected to play wide receiver at 
Pitt. The 6-3, 215-pound Byham is a quick tight end who should help open up the 
offense. He recorded 45 receptions for 883 yards and nine touchdowns last year. 
Important to all of Wannstedt’s teams has been the running game and the staff 
has found their man in the No. 15 rusher in the country, elusive running back 
Kevin Collier. 

The Panthers got some top help on defense too with defensive tackle John 
Malecki and defensive back Aaron Berry. The 6-3, 275-pound Malecki is a 
quick defensive tackle prospect that should find some opportunity to play early in 
the Pittsburgh defense. He posted over 100 tackles and 14 sacks last season. 
Berry is a versatile player who could play both sides of the ball once he gets to 
Pittsburgh. 
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QB-1, RB-2, WR-3, TE-0, OL-5, DL-5, LB-5, DB-5, ATH-3, ST-0 

Mike Gundy had a tough year last season as his Cowboys finished with a 
4-7 season. Despite that, Oklahoma State fans rejoiced over a couple of victories 
including a big win over highly-ranked Texas Tech. They can also be happy about 
a successful recruiting campaign. The Cowboys ended up signing 29 prospects, 
a group that featured six four-star prospects as ranked by Rivals.com. 

The Cowboys coaches made a strong push to solidify their defense this 
year by adding top talent at key positions including defensive end and defensive 
back. Oklahoma State added a strong and a weakside defensive end in Derek 
Burton and Ugo Chinasa respectively. Burton is a big, speedy end that was 
rated as the No. 3 player in the state last season. The 6-5, 220-pound Chinasa 
has plenty of room to grow and is already an intimidating force on the line. The 
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defensive backfield will have new additions as well in 
cornerbacks Perrish Cox and Terrance Anderson, who rated in 
as the No. 8 and 17 cornerbacks in the country this season. 

Another top talent headed to Stillwater is four-star outside linebacker 
Patrick Lavine out of Houston, Tex.. The 6-2, 210-pounder posted 63 tackles 
and had two interceptions last year. The Cowboys added some running back 
help too with juco star Dantrell Savage. 


QB-1, RB-1, WR-2, TE-2, OL-4, DL-5, LB-3, DB-1, ATH-1, ST-2 

The Volunteers usually land some of the best classes and are always near 
the top 10 in the country. Last season however saw a little bit of a drop off due in 
part to their struggles on the field and their 5-6 record. Tennessee still finished 
with a solid class that featured the No. 2 junior college player in the country and 
the No. 2 player in their home state. Phillip Fulmer traveled across the country to 
pull some top talent out of Illinois, Virginia, Florida, Mississippi and Texas. 

The prize of the Tennessee class has to be juco defensive end Walter 
Fisher who ranks as the No. 2 junior college player nationally. The 6-2, 265- 
pounder should provide an immediate force off the edge in his three remaining 
years of eligibility in Knoxville. 

Fulmer has to be excited about the depth he landed along the offensive line 
with four recruits including three four-star prospects in Jacques McClendon, 
Ramone Johnson and Darius Myers. All three have the potential to take the 
field early in their careers. One other star in the making is versatile athlete and 
prospective wide receiver Brent Vinson out of Hampton, Va. The 6-2, 180- 
pounder is one of the fastest players in the country. 
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Steve Spurrier's return to the college ranks at South Carolina resulted in 
immediate success for the Gamecocks on the gridiron and off the field in 
recruiting. South Carolina had a good haul in 2006 with 24 recruits including six 
four-star prospects as ranked by Rivals.com. Spurrier and his staff signed top 
talent out of various regions of the country including Florida, Alabama, New 
Jersey, Georgia and North Carolina. 

The Gamecocks improved themselves particularly along the offensive line 
signing eight recruits, four of which are four-star prospects. Garrett Anderson, 
Hutch Eckerson, Kevin Young and Clarence Bailey are all very athletic big 
men that should help provide the push for Spurrier’s return to the fun and gun 
offense. 

Of course a successful quarterback is also needed and South Carolina 
reeled in the No. 8 pro-style quarterback in the country, Chris Smelley. The 6-3, 
213-pounder threw for over 4,100 yards and 59 touchdowns as a senior. One 
other player of note along the defensive line is huge 6-5, 318-pounder Kenrick 
Ellis. The No. 12 defensive tackle in the country is a beast on the line. 
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Dennis Franchione had a tough year last season watching the Aggies fall to 
5-6 including four straight losses. Despite that, recruits continue to follow him in 
droves. This season Franchione signed 22 recruits including the No. 4 running 
back in the country. 

The star of the Aggies class is 6-0, 205-pound running back Michael 
Goodson. The four-star prospect amassed over 2,200 yards and 26 touch- 
downs the last two seasons. He is a speedster who should find some early 
playing time this fall and has unlimited potential. 

There is top defensive talent coming in as well including two four-star 
defensive backs in Jordan Pugh and Jarius Neal. The cornerback and safety 
prospects should provide an impact early, particularly junior college recruit Neal. 
Haltom linebacker Anthony Lewis is expected to wreak havoc on Big 12 
defenses. The 6-2, 220-pounder rates in as the No. 8 outside linebacker in the 
country.

It wasn’t surprising that the Longhorns hauled in one of the 
top classes in the country, but collecting most of their commitments early was 
a storyline for most of the year. Coach Mack Brown assembled a string of early 
pickups that included the state's top two players in linebacker Sergio Kindle 
(6-4, 225) and Eddie Jones (6-3, 240), on the way to finishing with the nation’s 
No. 5 class, UT also managed to sign eight players from the Rivals100. Five 
players were among the top five nationally at their position. 

Texas, needing quarterbacks, landed Jevan Snead (6-3, 205) who comes in 
to compete early for spring ball. The Horns also landed dual-threat signal caller 
Sherrod Harris to make for a solid group of incoming possibilities. UT also 
picked up top receiver prospects Phillip Payne (6-2, 201) and Montre Webber 
(6-3, 191) finishing off a well-rounded offensive unit. 

Defensively, UT also put together a solid group of incoming freshman. Out- 
of-state defensive end Lamarr Houston (6-2, 257) from Colorado Springs should 
compliment the five-star-rated Jones and defensive end Brian Ellis (6-5, 244). 
Linebacker Kindle should expect early time somewhere on the field while Jared 
Norton (6-3, 232) should also compete well come fall. 

H iner: With the need for quarterbacks after the departure of Vince 
Young, the pickup of Jevan Snead definitely will help the Horns build around 
another signal caller for the future. 

Sleeper: Kicker Hunter Lawrence could be starting the season with the 
current depth situation. Lawrence set the single season record for field goals 
made. 

Bottom line: After the smaller 2005 class, Texas wanted to put big 
emphasis on the group for 2006. The Horns not only signed a star-studded group, 
but a complete one that should help towards competing on the national level for 
years to come. 


With the assistance of a deep year in the Sooner state, 
Oklahoma grabbed late pledges on the way to another Top 10 finish. A huge 
Offensive line class was a priority for coach Bob Stoops and the Sooners 
managed to pickup seven. OU was a force in Texas again signing 10 players from 
the state, including four of the Top 25. 

Defensive tackle Gerald McCoy (6-4, 305) was one of the bigger prospects 
to come out of Oklahoma in the last several years. McCoy won't likely be told to 
wait on the sidelines. Fellow in-state player, tight end Jermaine Gresham 
(6-7, 230) is a dominating pass-catcher and he should also add depth to the 
position or possibly at receiver. 

The state of Texas was a big focus for Stoops and company as usual. A late 
steal from Texas A&M in safety Malcolm Williams (5-10, 172) and the early 
pickup of wide receiver Adron Tennell should add depth to both positions. 
Defensive end Jeremy Beal emerged late on the scene but could find a home at 
either linebacker or along the line. Running back Demarco Murray could find 
a home either at receiver or as a ball carrier. 

Headliner: Gerald McCoy, the nation’s top defensive tackle, should be 
one of the better incoming freshmen to step on campus since Adrian Peterson's 
arrival. His knowledge of the game already should give him a jump on things. 

Sleeper: Late in the process, all the talk was about in-state gem Daniel 
Tabon (6-3, 215). The Sooners could see big flashes early. 

Bottom line: The Sooners may have had an up-and-down season in 
2005, but the talk of this class is that it should fill some holes nicely for OU. The 
class has players that could see the field early but also add quality depth to 
positions in need of players. 
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-__} Focusing heavily on instant playmakers, the Huskers went the 
junior college route for the 2006 class. Coach Bill Callahan needing to fuse certain 
players for the West Coast offense quickly definitely was evident with this group. 
Nebraska continued success in California with four high school players from the 
Golden State. 

Needing defensive backs, NU went out and picked up the nation’s No. 4 rated 
junior college prospect in cornerback Andre Jones (6-0, 195). Other juco pickups 
that are expected to make instant impacts include wide receiver Maurice Purify 
(6-4, 210), running back Kenny Wilson, and offensive lineman Carl Nicks 
(6-6, 320). Midyear transfer Victory Haines (6-7, 285) should add depth to the 
offensive line. In-state lineman D.J. Jones should also expect to get reps early. 

The defensive line was another big need for the Huskers and they managed 
to put together a mix of high school and junior college players. Defensive tackle 
Brandon Johnson (6-3, 312) should see the field early. Don't forget about 
linebacker Steve Allen (6-2, 230) who has big-hitting mentality on defense and 
great closing speed. 

eadliner: Though his ability at cornerback will be the focus, Fresno 
junior college defender Andre Jones could even see some time at safety or 
returning kicks. He had five interceptions in his final season at the juco level. 

Sleeper: Wide receiver Will Henry came on late in the recruiting scene, 
but the 6-6, 195-pounder could do special things early. His height should get him 
an early look as NU attempts to add size to the wide receiver corps. 

Bottom line: The 2006 class may not have been as highly touted as 
2005, but it certainly filled several needs for NU going into the fall with mature 
players. Receiver and running back additions should help the offense click better.

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~___JEven after a rough first season for new head coach Mike 
Gundy, the Cowboys staff put together one impressive group that was focused 
heavily on Texas. A pair of defensive backs from the Lone Star State, Perrish 
Cox (6-0, 175), who made a late switch from LSU, and Terrance Anderson 

(6-0, 173) were just two of the top pickups from the state. 

Twenty of the total 29 signed for the 2006 class were from Texas. Cox, 
Anderson, and defensive end Ugo Chinasa (6-5, 220) were Top 20 players in the 
Top 100 for the state. Houston linebacker Patrick Lavine (6-2, 210) was one of 
six signees in the Rivals250. 

Running back was satisfied nicely by junior college prospect Dantrell 
Savage (5-11, 195), but the majority of the class was filled by solid defenders. 
The Cowboys picked up five defensive line prospects, linebacker prospects, and 
defensive back prospects to add serious depth to the defense. Quarterback Alex 
Cate (6° 0, ve bigs competition to spring ball. 

: The Signing Day addition of Perrish Cox was definitely the 
cherry on top for the class even with a number of other defensive backs in the 
fold already. Cox was also a top receiver in high school. 

Sleeper: Junior college wide receiver Anthony Parks (6-1, 185) was an 
early graduate and may come in and shake things up after the spring is through. 
He was a top receiver in one of the toughest juco conferences in the country. 

Bottom line: Regardless of the season turnout for Gundy and his 
staff, the 2006 recruiting class filled a lot of needs and added up to a lot of depth. 
The success in the state of Texas should carry over into the next classes. The 
defense was definitely a priority and could see several new faces come fall. 


_Texas A&M __ 


The 2006 class was a bit of a change from the Top 10-rated 


class in 2005, but there were still several needs met, especially at running back 
and on defense. Long-time Oklahoma State commit Michael Goodson (6-0, 
205) was a top prospect that the Aggies never gave up on. Goodson was one of 
four running backs taken in the class but has the best chance of seeing the field 
early. With his big frame and solid speed, the expectations are high 

Other running backs such as Lufkin’s E.J. Shankle (5-10, 180) and Dallas’ 
Cornell Tarrant (5-11, 185) should also provide good competition at the stop. 
Anthony Lewis (6-2, 220) may add big competition to a new defensive scheme. 

Defensive backs were also strengths of the group. Junior college safety 
Jarius Neal (6-3, 218) is expected to contribute immediately and cornerback 
Jordan Pugh (5-11, 190) was one of the state's best at corner and finished his 
senior season at running back with 340 yards in three games. Athlete Jerrod 
Johnson (6-6, 219) played quarterback as a senior and the Aggies will give him 
a look there. 

ei *: There was little doubt just how important the running back 
position andr more septa Michael Goodson was to the class. He has all the 
tools to do big things early and will get that chance. 

Sleeper: After A&M signed his brother in 2005, wide receiver Terrance 
McCoy was not as well known as older sibling, but has a lot of natural ability. 
McCoy is a big, rangy receiver who has enough speed to be one of the Big 12's 
better pass-catchers in the next few seasons. 

Bottom line: Texas A&M's 2006 class may not have been as 
glamorous as 2005, but it filled needs well and several incoming players could 
add their name to the starting list. 


Finding hidden gems is what Texas Tech does better than 
most, but coach Mike Leach definitely capitalized on several blue-chip prospects 
to add to his pass-heavy offense. Athlete Michael Crabtree was the second- 
highest rated athlete in the state of Texas. Playing mostly quarterback through his 
career, at receiver and on special teams is where the 6-1, 190-pounder can be 
special. In a passing offense heavily needing receivers, Crabtree could be an 
instant starter. 
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Tech signed one of the nation’s biggest classes with 
a whopping 34 prospects on the list. This included Top 10 junior 
college prospect Ofa Moheatu (6-3, 340) who should contribute to the 
offensive line early. Athlete Jamar Wall (5-10, 180) is solid fit for the offense at 
running back and will get an early look there. Wall along with Baron Batch 
(5-10, 190) could earn a spot early considering the depth there. 

Quarterback Taylor Potts (6-5, 210) was the only signal-caller taken, but 
his early commitment to Tech stayed true and gives the Red Raiders another 
future thrower to sei around. 

: Crabtree brings a variety of options to the team with his 
time stent at auatterback' in high school but his potential at wide receiver. With 
unmatched quickness at the high school level, big things are expected from 
Crabtree. 

Sleeper: \n-state linebacker Julius Howard saw his stock rise late. 
His natural ability to close fast on the ball should make him an exciting player to 
watch in the future. 

Bottom line: Texas Tech not only signed a large class, but one of real 
difference-makers. Several players on the list could compete early and at the 
minimum add more depth than almost any team in the Big 12. Leach’s talent 
evaluation has always been strong and his classes are getting better each year. 


Kansas 


The Jayhawks targeted a variety of areas around the country 
to build a well-balanced 2006 class. Texas was another familiar area to recruit 
from and Kansas landed 10 from the Lone Star state. Defensive back Anthony 
Webb (6-1, 190) could fill a roll in the likeness of former two-way star Richard 
Gordon. Before the closure of his high school after his junior year, Webb capped 
off the season with an eye-popping 11 interceptions which led the Dallas 
Metroplex. 

KU snagged two quarterbacks that fit the system well. Quarterback Todd 
Reesing (6-0, 180) isn't big on size, but put in the right scheme he can beat 
defenses with his arm or legs. Defensive back was a heavy need and in addition 
to Webb, the postion was fulfilled well. Safety Olaitan Oguntodu (6-1, 200) and 
junior college corner Mike McCoy (5-11, 175) should do big things. 

Oklahoma tight end Bradley Dedeaux (6-2, 238) has a huge upside and 
athlete D’Marcus Lang (6-3, 200) could play a number of different spots. Texas 
running back Donte Bean said after Signing Day that he is working towards an 
instant sige at Kerisas. 

7 Webb's coaches described him as having “cat-like” skills 
and “ unbelievable instincts.” His intention is to compete right away and he'll more 
than likely get plenty of opportunity. 

Sleeper: \n-state signee Jake Sharp (5-10, 173) may still be a way 
from starting, but his speed and quickness should get a chance to show that off 
in Lawrence. 

Bottom line: There is plenty of potential in this class. Though it's not 
as highly rated as others in the Big 12, it is yet another step as coach Mark 
Mangino continues to build up the Kansas program. The additions to the defense 
backfield, skill positions, and the offensive line should make for an exciting future. 


Kansas State 


When coach Bill Snyder stepped down, coach Ron Prince 
had to finish out the 2006 class strong. Though there were several gaps in the 
group when Snyder left, Prince certainly stepped up to the challenge. Quarter- 
back Josh Freeman (6-6, 231) was a long-time Nebraska commit, but Prince 
began hard recruitment before his December graduation and pulled the switch. 
Freeman was the top rated player in the state of Missouri and a member of the 
EASPORTS Elite 11. Arriving in spring, Freeman has a solid shot of contributing. 

Top 10 rated junior college prospect, James Johnson (5-11, 200) has 
speed and then some. His big frame didn’t slow him from running consistent 
4.4-second 40-yard dashes at Blinn College in Texas. He should pick up in the 
tradition of great Wildcat running backs. 

KSU also picked up the top in-state prospect in Pratt offensive tackle Scott 
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Krehbiel (6-7, 280) who has a great frame and plenty of 

room to grow. Junior college players were also heavily targeted 

and considered a big-time success. Defensive backs like Ray Cheatham 

(6-0, 185) and Courtney Edmond (6-2, 220) have college-level experience that 
should bap for bok! competition. 

He: : Freeman's addition to the class was huge considering the 
coaching change: With a pro-style offense being put in place, his competition with 
the rest of the quarterbacks will play a huge roll in Prince's first season at KSU. 

Sleeper: Florida’s hidden gem Josh Moore (5-10, 166) recorded 10 
interceptions as a junior in the highly competitive state. His athleticism should 
transfer well over to the Big 12. 

Bottom line: Prince came in during the middle of the process, but still 
managed to produce a very solid group of prospects to build upon for the 2007 


class. Juco players and a top flight quarterback should produce early results. 


After last year's class, the Tigers wanted to get back to 
recruiting well in their home state. They did a solid job in the 2006 class landing 
two of the state's top five players even with other schools recruiting the state. 
Wide receiver Jeremy Maclin (6-0, 187) was one of those top in-state targets 
that Missouri added late. He was rated among the nation’s top 25 at his position. 

The Tigers also hit multiple talent rich states such as Florida, California, and 
Texas to round out there class. Dual-threat quarterback Dominic Grooms 
(6-1, 172) should add multiple dimensions to the offense that is expected of Tiger 
quarterbacks. Grooms is joined by J.P, Tillman (6-2, 223) to keep that position 
deep. Wide receiver Jared Perry was groomed at a top Texas program at 
La Marque. 

Junior college complimented high school talent in adding depth to the 
defensive back position. The Tigers took six total DB's in the 2006 class. Juco 
prospects Castine Bridges (6-2, 195) and Cornelius Brown (6-0, 200) add 
experience, while high school corners like Kevin Rutland should see bright 
futures. In-state offensive lineman Tim Barnes who was an all-state pick during 
both his sophomore and junior seasons. 

Headliner: Maclin will bring speed to the wide receiver corps. Missouri 
hung tough after his de-commitment from Oklahoma and should come out on top 
in the long run with his athleticism. 

Sleeper: Cornerback Del Howard accumulated a boat load of offers 
after his extremely successful junior season and became one of the most highly 
recruited defensive backs in Texas. Howard will work hard for a spot throughout 
the next few years. 

Bottom line: Several spots that needed to depth were filled by a well- 
rounded group. Several wide receivers and defensive backs were important, as 
well as a young group of quarterbacks, who are on the way up.

j 3 The Buffaloes were another team adding a new coach to the 
mix in the middle of the 2006 recruiting process. Coach Dan Hawkins brings his 
fast paced offense to the Big 12 but was on a shortened timeframe to finish the 
class. Given the circumstances, several needs were filled. Being the benefactor 
of a late defection from California athlete Jimmy Smith (6-1, 175) boosted the 
group. 

Hawkins son Dan Hawkins (5-11, 176) is a quarterback who followed his 
dad to the new school. He could see some time where he can use both his arm 
and legs to make a play. Defensive end Jason Brace turned down Pac-10 offers 
to head to Colorado. Brace was a Top 10 player in the state of Washington and 
has plenty of upside for growth. In-state tight end Steven Fendry (6-6, 232) 
should also benefit from college nutrition program with such a solid body type. 
The Buffs also locked up three running backs, including California runner 
Demetrius Sumler (5-10, 220) who is a big body with speed on top of that. 
Tree: will be pony of options in the backfield. 

a : Jimmy Smith making a late switch to Colorado ceriainly 
was a nice ii to finish. Smith should add instant depth to the defensive 
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backfield. A great frame on top of speed makes him 
a prototypical safety. 

Sleeper: Sherman Lang is definitely the type of player that is 
deemed a sleeper with as many players that come out of the Sunshine state. His 
skills should develop well at the college level and he can be a great weapon in the 
offense. 

Bottom line: \t's hard to gauge just how good the recruiting class was 
given the shortened time table with coaching changes. However, Smith and 
prospects like Brace are definitely players to build around for the future. 


Known for putting a priority in-state and then to other spots in 
the country, coach Dan McCarney added several pieces to the puzzle. Quarter- 
back Austen Arnaud (6-3, 200) is the type of quarterback the Cyclones are used 
to seeing. The in-state prospect was a target from day one and with his frame, 
arm strength, and ability to move the pocket, sky is the limit for his future in the 
Big 12. 

Texas was another stop for the Cyclone coaches and finding sleeper 
linebacker Fred Garrin (6-1, 215) was certainly well worth it. Garrin will come to 
the team with the ability to play either the weak side or at middle at linebacker. 
Oklahoma running back Josh Johnson (5-10, 204) was another under the radar 
prospect with loads of potential. Home state offensive tackle Matt Hulbert 
(6-7, 274) was a top prospect that received Big 12 interest. 

Defense was definitely a priority for ISU as they took at least 13 players 
that are set to play that side of the ball. Athletes such as Drenard Williams 
(5-10, be could ane be a top defender. 

C : Arnaud's ability to add another top name to the quarterback 
rotation was big for the Cyclones. He should follow the line of highly touted 
signal-callers at ISU. 

Sleeper: Rashawn Parker (6-0, 235) is just a physical sight to see with 
chiseled frame and ability to get even bigger. His desire to be a better player 
should make him one to watch in the next few years. He could play numerous 
positions including linebacker. 

Bottom line: \owa State's class was not at the top of the heap in the 
Big 12, but there were certainly some stars to watch out for starting at quarter- 
back and going all the way into the defense. 


Offensively, the Bears should see many more new faces 
come this fall as they head into another tough year in the Big 12 South. Several 
players are still not at their full potential. Benefiting from New Orleans move-in 
Ernest Smith (6-4, 200) who played his senior season for John Tyler High 
School in Texas, the wide receiver position is certainly well-stocked. Smith 
doesn't lose any speed, even though he's a big-bodied prospect with the ability to 
make the tough catch. 

Smith was just one of five wide receivers taken in the class. Three quarter- 
backs were also a highlight to the group. Dual-threat quarterbacks Anthony 
Norice and Brad Taylor can move the pocket, where Tyler Beatty is a pro-style 
quarterback with the ability to stand back and make the big throw. Running back 
Jay Finley (5-11, 190) made big plays in a tough area for competition. 

One of the more overlooked prospects on the list is defensive back 
Tim Atchison. He’ $ not only armed with athleticism but uncanny field smarts. 

=f : Smith's addition to the class certainly capped off one of the 
better groups of wide receivers in the conference. He truly is the total package 
with size, speed, quickness, and the ability to catch the tough catch. 

Sleeper: Late in the process, colleges found out about the untapped 
potential of Bradenton, Florida offensive guard Jeremy Michel (6-5, 280). 

His growth in college should make for some big competition on the offensive line. 

Bottom line: Baylor came up with the bottom class in the Big 12, but 
there is plenty for fans to be excited about with the offensive weapons coming in. 
Also, getting 2005 receiver David Gettis enrolled after academic issues arose last 
year is another big reason to watch out for this class.

exas is out to prove that its drive to its 
‘Ti national championship in 35 years 
wasn't a one-man show. 

No Longhorn will dispute the role quarter- 
back Vince Young played in last season’s 
13-0 run to the national title. Young's con- 
siderable talents were never more evident 
than in his engineering of the 41-38 Rose 
Bowl victory over Southern California. 

Young and eight other starters from the 
national championship game won't be 
around this season, but their departure sig- 
nals nothing to suggest a changing of atti- 
tude in Austin. 

“Our guys did not come out of the nation- 
al championship game complacent,” Texas 
coach Mack Brown said. “We had our tough- 
est spring we have had since I've been at 
Texas. The players got up at 6 a.m. every day 


for offseason weight training. That's encour- 
aging. 

“Over the last 19 games we played, all peo- 
ple wanted to talk about was Vince Young 
and what he was doing. Our team played at a 
very high level throughout that streak, and 
we emphasize that it’s a team game.” 

The topic of conversation leading up to 
this season certainly centers on who will 
replace Young, the Longhorns’ starter the 
past 32 games and a consensus All-American 
last season. 

The task will fall onto the shoulders of two 
quarterbacks that have never taken a snap in 
a college game — redshirt freshman Colt 
McCoy and true freshman Jevan Snead. 

McCoy, a two-time all-stater in Texas, 
threw for 9,344 yards and 116 touchdowns in 
high school, while Snead, a Parade All-

and participated in spring practice, passed 
for 6,571 yards and 67 scores in 25 games as 
a junior and senior. 

“Right now, we plan on playing both our 
young quarterbacks because we don't have 
anyone with any experience,” Brown said. “We 
know we might struggle some there early, but 
we have to get both of them snaps.” 

McCoy and Snead will be surrounded with 
enough talent that stamps Texas as the team 
to beat in the Big 12 Conference. The 
Longhorns’ return three offensive linemen 
who should be high draft picks next spring, 
four backs that ran for 2,284 yards and 41 
touchdowns, and all but one of the receivers 
who combined for 142 receptions. 

Defensively, seven starters are back. Five of

If Texas stumbles, arch-rival Oklahoma will 
be looming. The Sooners’ offense has 11 play- 
ers with starting experience, including All- 
America running back Adrian Peterson. Yet, 
it’s the Oklahoma defense, with eight players 
who have started seven or more games, that 
really has coach Bob Stoops excited. 

“Last year, we were No. 1 in the league in 
total defense, and that’s a plus and some- 
thing to build on for 2006,” Stoops said. 

“The defensive line has a chance to be 
really special, and C.J. Ah You is one of the 
best pass rushers in the conference. We also 
have a great secondary and some guys who 
can go to the football. We're confident defen- 
sively at all positions.” 

Stoops’ main concern is rebuilding an 
offensive line that lost four starters. However 
it comes together, keeping Peterson healthy 
is imperative. 

He missed all or at least half of four games 
last season, but still rushed for more yardage 
than any other Big 12 back. Peterson heads 
into his junior season eighth on Oklahoma's 
career rushing chart with 3,033 yards, need- 
ing 1,086 yards to pass school-record holder

The rest of the teams in the South carry 
enough issues that likely will keep them 
from challenging Texas and Oklahoma for 
divisional supremacy.

Still, the Huskers have one of the top 
returning quarterbacks in the league in sen- 
ior Zac Taylor and a six-pack of linebackers 
that could be as strong as any in the country. 

“There's no doubt in my mind that our kids 
will be ready for the season,” said Callahan, 
13-10 in his two seasons at Nebraska.

Hawk and Prince Move to Center Stage 


A Hawk and a Prince are the new kids on the Big 
12 block. 

Dan Hawkins at Colorado and Ron Prince at 
Kansas State are new head coaches at schools 
where the programs had a certain old-school flavor. 

Hawkins takes over for hard-nosed Gary 
Barnett, whose system produced four of the past 
five Big 12 North Division titles. Prince replaces a 
legend at Kansas State, taking over for Bill Snyder. 

How old school was Snyder? Not exactly an Ipod 
guy ... you won't find him text messaging on his Razr 
... the man doesn't even know how to use e-mail. 

Prince is 30 years younger than Snyder, who 
took Kansas State from the depths to unprece- 
dented heights during his 17-year run. Prince's 
players are getting used to a style that is 180 
degrees different from that of Snyder's. 

“If you were talking to Coach Snyder,” senior 
linebacker Brandon Archer said, “either something 
had to be done, or you were in trouble. Coach 
Prince's door is open at all times. You can say hello, 
watch TV.” 

That doesn’t mean that things are getting warm 
and fuzzy in Manhattan. Prince, the second- 
youngest head coach in Division I-A, maintains that 
he is not very different than the man he replaced. 

“I think people get confused in styles and 
processes,” Prince said. “If you just think about 
the differences in our ages, I think that maybe 
addresses the styles and processes. I think our core 
values ... we have a lot more in common than we 


do different. 

“Everybody thinks coaching is wearing a bad- 
looking sweat suit and yelling and cussing a lot, 
and demanding and being demeaning and being 
this curmudgeon. I might have been that coach 
when I got to some of these places I coached in the 
past. I tried to grow out of that.” 

Prince comes to Kansas State from Virginia, 
where he was offensive coordinator for the past 
three years. He grew up 20 miles from Manhattan in 
Junction City, Kan., the son of a non-commissioned 
officer in the U.S. Army stationed at Fort Riley. 

“Tm very old school,” Prince said. “Growing up 
a military kid, particularly in an NCO’s house, 
there's not a lot of foolishness going on.” 

Anyone stumbling across a Colorado practice in 
the spring might have mistakenly assumed that it 
was fun and games for the Buffaloes. 

Hawkins had his players compete to see how far 
they could slide on their stomachs in the snow. 
He lined up his 300-pounders to catch punts and 
defend passes. 

But Hawkins didn’t win 83 percent of his games in 
five seasons at Boise State with mere fun and games. 
He's dead serious when it comes to the subject of 
keeping the Buffaloes contending for a championship. 

“T thoroughly expect us to get back in the mix,” 
Hawkins said. “We have a good nucleus of players. 
Gary brought great kids in here. We have to get up 
with them, and they have to catch up with us on 
what we want them to do.” 


Things figure to be a little more wide open 
offensively. Boise State ranked in the Top 10 
nationally in scoring the past four seasons and reg- 
ularly averaged more than 200 yards a game each 
running and passing. 

“Well try to do some innovative things,” 
Hawkins said. “We are not afraid to do reverse 
passes and throwbacks and double passes.” 


Real Calm Under Real Pressure 

Bob Stoops blacked out one afternoon in the 
offseason ... and couldn't have been more excited. 

The Oklahoma coach went on the ride of his life 
when he flew with the Navy's Blue Angels during 
an air show in Fort Worth. The hour-long flight 
started with a vertical climb to 7,000 feet, and 
Stoops said at one point he and his pilot were fly- 
ing upside down at about 1,000 feet. 

“Tt was awesome. What an experience,” Stoops 
said. “The force and power in the jet and the pre- 
cision and skill of the pilot are overwhelming. 
Tt was just amazing.” 

Stoops experienced G-forces up to 7.8 during 
one tum. 

“He lost me there. You just black out for 
a second or two,” Stoops said. “The pilot was talk- 
ing me through it the entire time. Of course, it 
doesn’t faze them a bit.”

Cotton Bowl Keeps Red River Rivalry 

The Red River Rivalry will remain in Dallas until 
at least 2010. 

Officials at Texas and Oklahoma announced dur- 
ing the offseason that they've agreed to keep their 
annual football game at the Cotton Bowl for 
another five years, replacing the current contract 


that runs through 2008. The game has been played 
on a neutral field in Dallas every year since 1929. 

“The experience has been wonderful,” Texas 
athletic director DeLoss Dodds said in a statement. 
“The game is a tradition.” 

But school officials had been concerned the 
75-year-old stadium had long ago stopped being 
a premier facility and considered moving the game 
to their home fields. Dallas officials had proposed 
a $50-million renovation that would push capacity 
beyond 90,000. The new deal does not require any 
improvements to the stadium. Any renovation 
decisions would be made by the city of Dallas or 
the Texas State Fair.

What in the name of Snyder is going on at 
Kansas State? Snyder was infamous in his 17 sea- 
sons as head coach for loading up the Wildcats’ 
non-conference schedule with cupcake opponents. 

Prince has scheduled a home-and-home series 
with Miami for the 2011 and 2012 season. The 
Hurricanes have scheduled an appearance in 
Manhattan on Sept. 8, 2012, although there is talk 
the game will be moved to Arrowhead Stadium in 
Kansas City.

Larry Birdine, a preseason All-Big 12 pick last year, 
is back from injury, as is John Williams. 

The Sooners must replace Dusty Dvoracek at 
tackle, but Carl Pendleton returns, and there is fine 
depth. Big things are expected from freshman Gerald 
McCoy, the nation’s No. 1 prospect at the position. 

As on offense, Texas loses a pair of key contribu- 
tors on the defensive line. All-American Rod Wright 
and Larry Dibbles are gone, but four very good play- 
ers return to maintain a high level of performance. 

Tim Crowder, a three-year starter, and Brian 
Robison, a two-year starter, give the Longhorns an 
imposing end tandem, with super sophomore Brian 
Orakpo pressing for a greater role. Second-team All- 
Big 12 tackle Frank Okam anchors the middle, with 
Derek Lokey and Tully Janszen expected to step up. 

Brian Smith headlines Missouri's four returning 
starters. Nebraska has a solid foundation with 
All-American prospect Adam Carriker and steady 
Jay Moore at ends.

f all hands are healthy, Nebraska’s linebacking 

corps could really put a hurt on opponents. 

The Huskers lost Steve Octavien (leg), Stewart 
Bradley (knee) and Bo Ruud (arm) to season-ending 
injuries last season. All are expected to be ready this 
season, joining Corey McKeon, Lance Brandenburgh 
and Phillip Dillard to give the Huskers six outstand- 
ing linebackers. 

Octavien is the wild card; he earned a starting job 
in spring 2005, but lasted just one quarter before 
breaking his leg. 

Texas must overcome the loss of Butkus semifinal- 
ist Aaron Harris but returns starters in Freshman All- 
American Rashad Bobino and Robert Killebrew. Drew 
Kelson made a smooth transition from safety to line- 
backer last season, and played key roles in Texas 
victories over Ohio State and Southern California. 

All-American candidate Rufus Alexander and Zach 
Latimer finished 1-2 on Oklahoma's tackle chart last 
season, and highly regarded sophomores Curtis 
Lofton and Ryan Reynolds will compete with Demarrio 
Pleasant for the other spot in the Sooners’ lineup. 

Thaddaeus Washington had 102 tackles, including 
13 for loss, and joins Jordon Dizon to give Colorado 
two linebackers capable of contending for postsea- 

son honors.

THE RACE 

From the beginning of the season — right from September 10 when 
Vince Young led Texas past Ohio State — the Longhorns didn't feel as 
though they were very involved in the Big 12 race. That had almost 
immediately become a foregone conclusion. 

And by early October, when they dispatched Oklahoma, 45-12, the 
Longhorns were biding their time for their chance to take on top-ranked 
Southern California in the Rose Bowl. But if they were bored by their 
succession of big wins — they scored at least 40 points in every confer- 
ence game — it didn’t show. 

Week by week, the Big 12 race became more and more anticlimactic 
as Texas became better and better. The big test was supposed to come 
from Texas Tech ... but that went 52-17. And by the time of the Big 12 
championship game, Colorado was in no position to serve as the 
Longhorns’ road bump — that was a 70-3 rout. 


THE CHAMPION 

Texas (13-0) became the third Big 12 Conference team in the nine 
years of its existence to capture the national championship (joining 
1997 Nebraska and 2000 Oklahoma). 

This team is one for the ages, with arguably the best, most seamless 
offensive line and quarterback play anyone has ever seen. 


THE STARS 

Offensive Player of the Year: Vince Young, QB, Texas 

He didn’t win the Heisman Trophy, but he probably should have — 
and he would have, had the voting taken place after the bowl games. 
Rarely has a player done more for a team. He ran the offense like 
a point guard when necessary, and he put the whole team on his 
back and carried it forward when that was called for, too. 


Defensive Player of the Year: Nick Reid, LB, Kansas 

In a league that was all about offense in 2005, he was the leader of an 
outstanding defense that set a school record by allowing an average of only 
83 yards a game on the ground. Reid had 13 tackles behind the line and com- 
pleted a stellar career with 416 tackles to reach the all-time Big 12 top 10. 


Coach of the Year: Mack Brown, Texas 

He hadn't been able to win the big games. He has long been consid- 
ered the best coach in America ... in February. But beating Pete Carroll 
and USC in a crazy, emotional national championship Rose Bowl puts 
those negative labels to bed. 


THE BOWLS 

For the fourth time in the past five seasons, the Big 12 had eight 
bowl teams, and with five victories — including the only one that really 
mattered — it was a very good bowl season, indeed. 

In addition to the Longhorns’ win, Oklahoma and Nebraska, in partic- 
ular, hope to use the bowl wins as momentum for bigger things in 2006. 

In five of the past six years, a Big 12 team has played in the BCS 
national championship game.

SOARING DOWN THE

The guy likes the 
big play. He’s made a liv- 
ing with it. He's a risk taker 
and more than a little confident 
in what he’s doing on the football 
field. He breaks the mold and celebrates 
over the remnants. 

New Colorado coach Dan Hawkins is an 
unconventional thinker on and off the side- 
line. But this pass-happy tag is a bad rap. 

Anyone who has watched Hawkins’ 
teams at Boise State the past five years 
will say college football fans in Boulder 
and around the Big 12 Conference are in 
for a show. The Broncos have been 
among the highest scoring teams in the

nation in that span, always good for the 
nightly highlight shows. Now it’s the 
Buffs’ turn. 

Colorado under Hawkins certainly will 
look different from its more conservative 
days in Gary Barnett’s West Coast offense, 
which emphasized a power running game. 
However, the program has won four of the 
past five Big 12 North Division titles with 
that running mindset, and Hawkins isn’t 
about to abandon it. 

“I think when you talk about offense, 
you have to run the football,” Hawkins 
said when he was hired in December, 
after Barnett was doomed by several 
years of turmoil and a 70-3 loss to Texas 


in the Big 12 title game. 

Hawkins’ Boise State teams usually 
were balanced offensively. In fact, last 
year’s Broncos ran the ball considerably 
more often than they passed: 560 runs, 
390 passes. 

Boise State completed the season rela- 
tively even with 2,632 yards rushing and 
2,892 passing. Big plays — lots of big 
plays — made the difference. 

With Hawkins in charge, the Buffs will 
stretch the field to complement the run- 
ning game. That’s just what he does in 
the passing game. 

“You know us. We're going to launch it,” 
Hawkins said. “I'm addicted to that stuff.” 
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His first decision as leader of the black 
and gold was luring offensive coordina- 
tor Mark Helfrich from Arizona State and 
passing game coordinator and receivers 
coach Eric Kiesau from California, two 
more high-octane offensive minds. 
Hawkins dubbed the coaching combina- 
tion “some serious voodoo” and said he 
was looking forward to unleashing it on 
his counterparts in the Big 12. 

Despite those credentials, Colorado 
isn’t going to challenge Texas Tech for its 
annual position atop the conference in 
every passing category. This won't be the 
same transition Nebraska experienced the 
past two seasons shifting from decades in 
option-oriented offenses to Bill Callahan’s 
pro-style West Coast approach. 

“Another part where I’m probably dif- 
ferent is that I like throwing the ball 
vertical, and I’m not afraid to take some 


chances and do some funky stuff,” 
Hawkins said. “You can’t play not to 
lose, and I’ve never played that way. 

“To teach a kid to be successful, you 
have to get outside your comfort zone 
and not be afraid to take some risks and 
possibly fail. We will not be afraid to go 
out of the box. Just because you haven't 
seen it or somebody hasn't done it does- 
n't mean we're not going to try it. I think 
it’s fun for the kids and fun for the fans.” 

The perception is that the Big 12 is 
getting away from its roots in the run- 
ning game, thanks to the addition of 
Hawkins, Nebraska's big change, Baylor 
adopting the Texas Tech style, and the 
proliferation of the Spread offense. 

That could prove to be true over time, 
but the running game was still popular in 
the conference last year, even though only

In 2005, only four Big 12 teams 
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attempted 400 passes or more, a drop 
from three years earlier when seven 

teams threw the ball that often. Offenses 
just weren't as effective across the board. 

In Colorado, offense should be effec- 
tive ... and fun. 

Hawkins’ approach to life and the 
gridiron has caught on quick in a quirky 
college town that seems to suit him 
well. His players engaged in belly sliding 
contests in the snow, big-man punt 
return, little-guy goal-line sessions and 
other bizarre incarnations in spring 
practices designed to build team unity. 

In the process, the Buffs fell in love 
with their new coach and the game all 
over again. 

“T want them to have fun,” he said. 
“I want them to enjoy it out here. 

I don’t want it to be such a grind. 
“I want them to come out here with 


a sense of wonderment ... what's going 
to happen today and what are we going 
to do? It’s not like basketball where you 
come out and play basketball every day. 

“In football, you have to do a whole 
bunch of other garbage that has nothing 
to do with the game. I love just throw- 
ing them a little curveball, making it 
exciting, making it interesting.” 

The great unknown heading into 
Hawkins’ first season in a BCS confer- 
ence is whether Barnett left him the 
talent needed to execute his system 
and continue his winning ways. 

Hawkins is the first to say his .813 
career winning percentage is a direct 
result of his willingness to think outside 
the box and teaching his players to do 
the same. 

With uncertainty at quarterback head- 
ing into fall practices, it’s impossible to 
say exactly what the CU offense will 


look like — the two favorites to win the 
job are opposites. 

Junior Bemard Jackson is a threat to run 
each time the ball settles in his hands, a la 
former Missouri quarterback Brad Smith. 
Fellow junior Brian White is the prototypi- 
cal strong-armed, drop-back passer. 

Both players are excited to finally get 
a crack at leading the team after sitting 
behind three-year starter Joel Klatt for so 
long. Klatt’s backup the past three years, 
senior James Cox, should also be in the 
mix when practices begin in August. 

“We didn’t throw the ball deep half as 
much last year as we do now,” Jackson 
said. “It's fun to get out there and throw 
the ball down the field and be out there 
making plays.” 

Hawkins said he is perfectly willing to

build the system around the strengths of 
whichever quarterback proves to be most 
ready to take over the program. 

Hawkins always has been an innova- 
tor, anyway. He's a self-described game- 
planner. He’s the type of coach who will 
look for weaknesses in an opponent and 
draw up plays to use that week against 
that opponent. He might not use those 
plays again the whole season. 

“You have a basis from which you 
work from,” he said. “It’s not all invent- 
ed each week, but we're a big game-plan 
team. That can vary. There will be 
a bunch of stuff we add every week 
coming from our base package.” 

It's just that the base package 
includes going deep. A lot. @

Tradition took an even bigger hit with the demise of the Southwest Conference. 
SMU, TCU and Rice had been part of the SWC for three-quarters of a century; Houston 
had joined in 1976. But in 1995, Texas, Texas A&M, Texas Tech and Baylor bolted, 
joining the Big Eight schools to form the Big 12. 

The leftovers have struggled in the wake. 

SMU, which temporarily lost its program to the NCAA’s death penalty in 1987, 
lost its identity without the Southwest Conference. Rice ended a 29-year run of 
non-winning seasons with back-to-back records of 6-5 in 1992 and ‘93, but that 
momentum was lost upon news of the SWC’s demise. 

Even TCU, which in recent years has had some of its greatest seasons, has struggled 
to even find a conference home, playing in the WAC, Conference USA and Mountain 
West since the SWC folded. 

But there are few gripes from Big 12 members. The league has provided financial and 
competitive stability to its members. The 10 Big 12 football championships have been 
won by six schools. A seventh, Tech, is the only Big 12 school to be bowl-eligible all 
10 years of the league. Two more schools, Iowa State and Oklahoma State, have experi- 
enced a renaissance this decade. 

The Big 12 is hard on dynasties. Nebraska's ended early in the Big 12. Oklahoma's 
bold attempt at national dominance has fallen just short. Texas almost surely will dis- P 
cover the same, coming off a storybook national championship engineered by quarter- 
back supreme Vince Young. 

The Big 12 formed in the middle of Osborne's shining achievement. The Huskers were 
60-3 from 1993 to ‘97, with three national championships — the greatest college foot- 
ball run since Bud Wilkinson's Sooners of the ‘50s and Frank Leahy’s Fighting Irish of 
the ‘40s. But Osborne retired, and Nebraska since has struggled to win big. 

Twenty years ago, Switzer had Oklahoma riding high, but scandal brought him 
down, and the Sooners were mediocre throughout the ‘90s. Stoops changed that, 
going 60-7 from 2000 to 2004, but Oklahoma fell to 8-4 in 2005. (ended vs. Kansas 17-17) 

Texas A&M finished in first place in four of the last five years of the SWC, but has been lax : : se

Despite posting the program’s most 
wins in a decade, Baylor coach Guy 
Morriss couldn't mask his frustration. 

“We were disastrous in the red zone,” 
said Morriss, whose team scored just 17 
touchdowns in 46 trips inside the oppo- 
nents 20-yard line last season. “Just a 
handful of points here and there would 
have given us that sixth win and put us in 
a bowl game.” 

Instead, the Bears, at 5-6, were once 
again home for Christmas. 

That's why Morriss, entering the 
fourth year of a rebuilding project, decid- 
ed to take the offense in a new direction. 

When offensive coordinator Brent 
Pease left at the end of the 2005 sea- 
son, Morriss replaced him with coordi- 
nator Lee Hays and quarterbacks coach 
Wes Phillips from Division I] West 
Texas AXM. 

Disciples of Texas Tech’s “Air Raider” 
attack, Hays and Phillips scrapped most 
of the team’s two-back sets in favor of the 
Red Raiders’ four-wide receiver forma- 
tions to pump some life into the red 
zone-deficient Bears. 

“If they've got an All-American defen- 
sive tackle, and we have a sophomore 
starting at right guard, it’s insanity to 
think that we're going to run right at that 
kid,” Hays said. 

“IF you're conventional and they're 
conventional defensively, then you're say- 
ing that your kid’s going to win that bat- 
tle. And youre not putting him in a posi- 
tion to be successful.” 


It’s not as drastic as shucking the wish- 


bone in favor of the run-and-shoot. But 
its unconventional enough to give the 
often-overmatched Bears a chance. 

“Last year, we could score. But man, 
we had to labor to get it,” said Morriss, 
who was with current Texas Tech coach 
Mike Leach when the offense was born 
under Hal Mumme at Valdosta State in 
the early 1990s. 

There’s usually a two- to three-year 
learning curve with the offense. But Hays 
saw immediate results at West Texas. 

Last year, Hays’ Buffaloes led Division 
II with 363.8 yards passing per game and 
ranked among the top 10 in scoring 
(40.3 ppg) and total offense (477.3 ypg). 

“The skill guys right now are ahead of 
where I thought they would be,” Hays 
said. “The offensive line is probably 
going to take a little more time. We'll be 
humming when those guys don’t have to 


think as much.” 


OFFENSE 


Even with the offensive switch, two of 
the Bears’ most dangerous weapons are in 
the backfield. 

Running backs Paul Mosley and 
Brandon Whitaker had a combined 
1,138 yards and eight touchdowns last 
season, adding 42 catches. 

“T'll know we're rolling when I sit here 
and stare at the ceiling, trying to figure 
out how to get all these guys on the field,” 
Hays said. “And to a certain extent, that’s 
the issue I have with the backs. I love the 
fact that weve got a 1-2 punch with 
Mosley and Whitaker.” 
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Wide receivers Dominique Zeigler and 
Trent Shelton, who had a combined 
87 catches for 1,015 yards and six touch- 
downs, should be one of the best duos in 
the league. At the inside spots, the 
options include Trey Payne, Carl Sims, 
Queito Teasley and converted quarter- 
back Terrance Parks. 

“T think across the board, you'll be able 
to substitute and not drop off a heck of 
a lot,” Morriss said. 

For the past four years, all Shawn Bell 
has heard is that he’s too short, his arm’s 
not strong enough and there's always 
someone better. 

But the fifth-year senior was 5-4 as the 
starting quarterback last season, throwing 
for 1,964 yards and 12 touchdowns with 
only six interceptions. In the last two

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Knack For Game 
QB’s Best Asset 


Before new offensive coordinator 
Lee Hays even had a chance to get 
comfortable in his new chair, he got 
a visit from quarterback Shawn Bell. 

“He showed up the day I got the 
job and wanted the playbook, want- 
ed the cut-ups,” Hays said of the 
6-1, 218-pound senior from China 
Spring, which is a stone's throw from 
Baylor's campus in Waco. 

“Christmas Day, he calls and asks 
me about a read.” 

The disciplined, cerebral side is 
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one of the intangibles that Bell brings 
to the offense. As the son of a football 
coach, his knowledge of the game is 
unbelievably high. 

“He's like a little coach. He's mini- 
me,” Hays said. 

Bell was 5-4 as a starter last year, 
losing two road games in overtime. 
And in a loss at Missouri, he came 
off the bench to throw for 206 yards 
and two touchdowns in the last 18 
minutes, nearly sparking a miracu- 
lous comeback. 

Bell, who holds the school record 
for career completion percentage 
(59.9), was 190 of 320 for 1,964 
yards, with 12 touchdowns with six 
interceptions last season. 

But more than ever, the offense 
seems to fit him like a glove. 

“It’s not about the big arm,” said 
Bell, who threw for 8,437 yards while 
playing for his dad at China Spring 
High School. 

“We're not going to five-step drop 
and throw it 70 yards down the field. 
It's going to be pinpoint accuracy and 
good reads, and hopefully that will 
play to my strengths.” 

The knock on Bell, somewhat 
unjustly, has been his lack of arm 
strength. But head coach Guy Morriss 
said he’s a master at taking “what they 
give you.” 

“The thing about Shawn is he’s got 
a good feel for when to go down and 
when to drop it off and find the outlet 
when he needs to,” Morriss said. “And 
you have to have that in this offense, 
because you're not going to hit the big 
play every time.” 

For the first time in his career, Bell 
is not having to constantly peek over 
his shoulder. Redshirt freshman Blake 
Szymanski or incoming freshman Tyler 
Beatty might be the future, but Bell is 
the clear-cut No. 1 going into his 
senior season. 

“I just think that the confidence 
that the new coaches have in me 
makes me so much of a better quarter- 
back,” Bell said. 


Sepulveda suffered a torn ACL in his 
(non-kicking) right knee in the spring 
while playing pick-up basketball, and is 
expected back by October, possibly earlier.

OFFENSE 


The Mean Green returns nine starters 
on offense, but the key is going to be its 
play at quarterback. 

Daniel Meager started all 11 games last 
year as a redshirt freshman, but the pass- 
ing game struggled and allowed oppo- 
nents to focus on the run. Sophomore 
Matt Phillips looked solid during the 
spring and could certainly earn the start- 
ing job this fall. 

North Texas should be much better up 
front, which will be a delight to junior tail- 
back Jamario Thomas, who led the nation 
in rushing as a freshman two years ago. He 
gained just 361 yards last year, but he was 
hampered by a hamstring injury as well as 
playing behind senior Patrick Cobbs. 

The top four receivers are back, led by 
Johnny Quinn who caught a team-high 59 
passes for 591 yards and five touchdowns 
last season. The senior is also the best punt 
returner in the conference and will handle 
kickoff duties with Zach Muzzy. 

Junior Brandon Jackson (22 recep- 
tions), senior Muzzy (9) and senior Joel 
Nwigwe (11) don’t have staggering num- 
bers, but they help form arguably the best 
receiving corps in the Sun Belt. 

The offensive line returns intact, with 
the exception of center, where redshirt 
freshman Chad Rose will start. 


DEFENSE 


Defense was a staple for the Mean 
Green when it won four straight Sun Belt 
titles, but it took a huge step backward last 
season, allowing 31.5 points per game. 

The Mean Green returns seven starters 
on that side of the ball and tinkered with 


a 3-4 scheme during spring drills with the 
hope of better using its personnel. 

The line should be much improved 
because Sky Pruitt and Montey 
Stevenson gained valuable experience last 
season. Junior Jeremiah Chapman returns 
after starting all 11 games last season, 

North Texas’ strength on defense 
should be at linebacker where all-confer- 
ence players Phillip Graves and Maurice 
Holman return. Brandon Monroe had 67 
tackles as a freshman, while Shawn Early, 
who missed last season with a knee injury, 
will be a major contributor.

Hawkins’ Transition Appears Smooth — Minus a GB 


The turmoil of the Gary Barnett era 
finally seems to be in the rearview mir- 
ror with Dan Hawkins taking over in 
Boulder after five successful years at 
Boise State. 

He inherits a team that lost its final 
three regular-season games by a com- 
bined score of 130-22, but rebounded to 
battle Clemson in the Champs Sports 
Bowl, falling 19-10. The transition 
between coaching staffs was surprisingly 
smooth, with no players deciding to 
transfer as of mid-May. 

The Buffs return a solid mix of experi- 
ence on defense, but must find a way to 
quickly improve offensively. Fortunately, 
Hawkins is known for producing bold 
offenses with aggressive game plans. 
He also will have the best place-kicker in 
the country at his disposal. 

The bigger question is whether he has 
the personnel in Boulder to fit his offen- 
sive scheme. It’s a mix of the one-back 
approach he used at Boise State and the 
pass-happy approach employed at 
Arizona State, where offensive coordina- 
tor Mark Helfrich coached before coming 
to Boulder. 

It also employs some elements of the 
offense used at Cal, where passing game 
coordinator and receivers coach Eric 
Kiesau coached for four seasons. 

The Buffs made their mark under 
Barnett with a solid running game and 
short passes in the West Coast offense. 
Hawkins insists the team will maintain its 
running persona while simultaneously 


taking more shots down the field with 


a more wide-open passing attack. 

There is no reason to doubt Hawkins 
means what he says. His offenses at Boise 
State were much more balanced than they 


were given credit. 


OFFENSE 


The first order of business is finding 
a quarterback. Three-year starter Joel 
Klatt graduated, leaving behind a six-man 
race to replace him.

grayshirting. He’s only 5-11, but can’t be 
counted out. 

Finding a quarterback is only the first 
step. The Buffs need at least one play- 
maker to emerge at wide receiver, where 
the team lacks speed. 

Dusty Sprague, Patrick Williams and 
Stephone Robinson were the best in 
spring. Blake Mackey must return to 
form after a torn ACL. 

Hawkins is excited about being able to 
game plan using Hugh Charles’ speed out 
of the backfield. Charles rushed for 858 
yards, averaging 4.5 per carry last season, 
and should get more help this season 
from the offensive line.

hen Colorado decided to fire coach Gary 

Barnett last season and replace him with Dan 
Hawkins, some in Boulder wondered whether 
a mass exodus of players would follow. 

Not at all. 

Through mid-May, Colorado had reported no 
losses to transfer, an oddity in the volatile world 
of big-time college athletics. 

The retention success is likely due, in part at 
least, to Hawkins’ decision to retain two of 
Barnett’s assistant coaches — linebackers coach 
Brian Cabral and running backs coach Darian 
Hagan — along with strength coach Greg 
Finnegan, who parted ways with the program late 
in the spring. 

Tailback Brandon Caesar and cornerback Gerett 
Burl are the only underclassmen on last season's 
team not expected back. Chronic knee pain ended 
Caesar's career, though he is still enrolled in class- 
es, and disciplinary problems ended Burl’s time in 
Boulder. 

Caesar didn’t play last season, but Burl was 
a starter at one cornerback position. Fortunately, 
the Buffs have a wealth of depth in the secondary. 

Burl’s departure was the first clear signal that 
while Hawkins often comes across as a player's 
coach who likes to have fun and try new things, 
he won't tolerate nonsense. 

* Colorado signed 21 players for the 2006 
recruiting class and was still working on several 
possible additions after spring football. It is the 
lowest-ranked class to come to Boulder in years, 
with most experts placing it in the bottom half of 
the top 100. 

The vast majority of the class committed to CU 
in the final weeks of the recruiting process. Only 
two members of the class come from junior col- 
leges, and those two players — running back 
Thomas Perez and offensive lineman Erick Faatagi 
— are the most ready to contribute early. 

The most intriguing story in the class is that 
of defensive end Marquez Herrod, who spent part 
of his childhood homeless on the streets of San 
Diego. Herrod was ranked the No. 20 weakside end 
in the country at the end of his senior season by 
Rivals.com at San Pasqual High School. 


(7-6, 5-3) 
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Wheatley, a 2004 starter, returns after 
a season lost to wrist surgery. Sophomore 
Gardner McKay should emerge as 
a starter opposite Wheatley. 

Defensive tackle is the area of concern 
after the Buffs lost two seniors who start- 
ed every game last season and helped lead 
the unit to a No. 1 national ranking 
against the run heading into the final reg- 
ular-season game. 

Regardless of who earns the starting 
jobs at tackle, the Buffs will be young and 


inexperienced in the middle because 
none of the available talent has logged 
much playing time. 

Brandon Nicholas, a sophomore 
transfer from Notre Dame, figures to 
start at nose tackle, but he hasn't played 
much football since his senior season in 
high school. 

CU is two-deep with capable players 
at every other position on the defense, 
including five ends likely to earn play- 
ing time. 

Thaddaeus 
Washington is a candidate for the 


Senior linebacker 
Butkus Award and was the team leader 
in tackles last season. He leads a solid 
experienced linebacker corps that 
includes junior Jordon Dizon, already 
a two-year starter. 

Brad Jones, a rangy sophomore, has 
the skills to rush the passer and help in 
pass coverage as an outside linebacker. 


He replaces departed senior Brian Iwuh. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Already the best place-kicker in the 
nation, senior Mason Crosby emerged 
from spring as the favorite to replace 
punter John Torp. 

The Buffs had one of the best punt 
units in the nation under the former 
coaching staff the past two years. True 
freshman Justin Drescher should fill the 
void at long snapper. 

Crosby’s leg is a threat to provide 
points as soon as the offense reaches the 
50-yard line. No other team in the coun- 
try has such a weapon. He kicks the ball

Emerges After 
Tough Times 


Colorado middle linebacker 
Thaddaeus Washington arrived from 
Louisiana five years ago as a shy 
young man often supplying polite 
one-word answers to questions or 
greetings. 

He was more than 1,000 miles from 
home and a million miles from any 
kind of leadership role on the team. 

In the years since, he has endured 
the shooting death of his older 
brother and the uprooting of his fam- 
ily due to Hurricane Katrina. 
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Through those experiences he has 
learned to embrace the people around 
him, and now he is a regular student 
body representative and speech-maker 
at booster club events and other pub- 
lic gatherings surrounding the 
Colorado athletic department. 

His successes on and off the field 
have allowed him to grow into the role 
he will fill this fall — team leader. 

“It’s a learning process,” Washington 
said. 

“Leading is not easy because you've 
got to make sure you're always doing 
the right thing and not slacking some- 
times. You've got to be always on the 
straight path doing the right thing 
because it’s not just your teammates 
watching.” 

Washington proved to be the Buffs’ 
best defensive player at the end of last 
season. It’s a back-handed compliment 
for a defense that surrendered 100 
points in its final two Big 12 games 
against Nebraska and Texas. 

But it’s also a defense that led the 
nation in run defense late in the year, 

| in large part because of Washington. 

The 5-11, 240-pound Butkus Award 
candidate registered at least 10 tackles 
in six of the final seven games and was 

| the first Buff to register more than 100 
tackles in a season since safety Michael 
Lewis did it in 2001. 

“Right now, it really doesn’t mean 
nothing to be honest,” Washington 
said of his chances of becoming CU's 
third Butkus winner. 

“The season is not here ... but if 
that happens in the future, that would 
be great.” 

By the time the season arrives, 
Washington will have lived nearly nine 
months with the memory of a 70-3 loss 
to Texas in the Big 12 championship 
game. 

“I don’t dwell on it, but I think it’s 
going to be in the back of my head,” he 
said. “It’s just something I have to live 
with, and my teammates also. We just 
have to keep on getting better and 
never let it happen again.”

So Close ... Can Offense Help Cyclones Take Next Step? 


The fear among Iowa State football 
followers is that the Cyclones’ window of 
opportunity to play for a Big 12 champi- 
onship has closed. Whether that fear is 
justified depends on who you ask. 

The North Division is improving, 
although it is still not as imposing as years 
Nebraska, 


Kansas State were superpowers. The 


ago when Colorado and 
Cyclones had the division in their grasp 
in each of the past two years, needing 
a victory in the regular-season finale. 

Kansas broke their hearts last year, 
much the same way Missouri punched 
them in the gut in 2004. 

It’s going take a few breaks and a little 
bit of luck to get back to that spot again 
this season. If they do, the Cyclones will 
have earned it. 

They return almost their entire 
offense, but bring back just four play- 
ers off one of the Big 12’s most stingy 
and turnover-happy defenses. Some 
key pieces of the kicking game — inte- 
gral to the team’s success — are also 
being replaced. 

The Cyclones also face nine teams that 
played in bowl games last year, not 
including Division I-AA runner-up 
Northern Iowa. 

They trade last year’s South Division 
bottom feeders Baylor, Oklahoma State 
and Texas A&M for Texas, Oklahoma 
and Texas Tech — a trio that combined 
to go 20-4 in conference play. 

“We have a tough schedule,” said sen- 
ior cornerback DeAndre Jackson. “To me 
it’s like a jackpot. I’m not afraid of any- 


thing. I’m hyped and I’m pretty sure all 
the rest of the guys are.” 

Coach Dan McCarney enters his 12th 
season at ISU as the Big 12’s dean of 
coaches.

Failed Switch 
a Score for ISU 


Stuck at a position on the endan- 
gered species list, fullback Ryan Kock 
was moved from fullback to defensive 
end during the spring of 2005. 

Coaches wanted to find a spot for 
a player with strength, toughness 
and natural football ability. 

One thing, though. The experi- 
ment failed. 

Good thing, too. 

Kock went back to his old position 
and had the most productive season 
ever for an ISU fullback. His 
13 touchdowns — on just 54 carries 
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— were the most from a Cyclone run- 
ning back since 2001. 

What could Kock have done at 
defensive end? Nothing close to what 
he ended up doing on the other side of 
the ball. 

“Tt was a shot. It worked out,” he 
said of the failed move to defense. 
“T think it made me a more physical 
player.” 

The 6-1, 240-pounder from tiny 
Lohrville, Iowa, was at a loss to explain 
his fantasy football owner's dream sea- 
son of 2005. 

Kock had a combined 11 carries for 
37 yards in his first two seasons. He 
ended up scoring the game-winning 
touchdown in Iowa State’s 17-13 
Independence Bowl victory over Miami 
(Ohio) to end the 2004 season, just the 
start of a most unexpected scoring 
streak. 

He totaled three touchdowns in 
a heartbreaking loss at Missouri and 
two each in wins over Illinois State, 
Army and Kansas State last season. 

“I'm just going to keep doing what 
I do,” Kock said. “I’m trying to build 
on it and take it into this year.” 

Opponents were well aware of his 
role when he entered the game in 
short-yardage and goal-line situa- 
tions. Defenses would call out his 
No. 31, yell out to watch the fullback 
and point in his direction — yet no 
one could stop it. 

Rarely is Kock the decoy. If he’s in, 
he’s getting the ball. 

He almost always delivered a score 
or kept the chains moving. 

“It’s all up to the offensive line with 
what I do. If they keep opening holes, 
hopefully (all the success) happens 
again,” he said. 

During the spring, Kock practiced 
some in one-back sets. He's not likely 
to be utilized much in that formation 
in games, but he is a deceptively quick 
runner, and his blocking has never 
been a weakness. 

“If there's anything else they want 
me to do I’m going to do it,” he said. 

Except going back to the defensive 
line.

Big 12. ISU’s punt return game slowed to 
a halt after Ryan Baum (11.8-yard aver-

SCHEDULE ANALYSIS 


If there is a tougher slate around, 
Cyclone players and coaches would 
like to see it. Nine of the 12 games 
feature opponents who played in 
a bowl game last season. Getting to 
a sixth bowl in seven years is going to 
be a challenge. 

“It's really a season of opportunity as 
far as I look at it,” McCarney said. 

“These guys all joined me here know- 
ing we get to coach and play against the 
best in college football.” 

ISU opens with Toledo at home on 
a Thursday night. The most difficult 
stretch begins Sept. 16 with a road game 
at Iowa. From there, ISU plays at Texas, 
plays host to Northern Jowa and 
Nebraska, goes to Oklahoma and returns 
home to play Texas Tech.

Backups include Johnnie Fitzgerald and 
Fred Turner, both of whom had good spring 
games. Others include Jessie Henderson, 
James Mapps and Cedrick Dorsey. 

The entire wide receiver corps returns, 
including Bobby Chase, the team’s offen- 
sive MVP last season.

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Mangino Confident Encore Wont Disappoint 


The Kansas Jayhawks are winners. 

A full decade has passed since that 
could be said, all the way back to Glen 
Mason’s 10-2 team in 1995. But under 
the tutelage of coach Mark Mangino, the 
2005 Jayhawks survived a dreadful mid- 
season funk, won four of their last five 
games and finished 7-5 — winners at last, 
after all these years. 

Mangino, without solicitation or hes- 
itation following KU’s 42-13 victory 
over Houston in the Fort Worth Bowl, 
labeled the 2005 Jayhawks as the team 
that laid the foundation for his grand 
vision of the program. 

“They led us to a winning season for 
the first time at KU in 10 years, a bowl 
victory,” Mangino said that night. “And 
you all know all the great things these 
kids have done leading up to this game.” 

The problem? 

Most of those blue-collared workers 
are gone, either forced out by eligibili- 
ty or lured away by NFL dreams. 
Senior experience, on defense at least, 
is an endangered species. The exodus 
created question marks in many facets 
of KU’s game. 

Regardless, Mangino, in his fifth sea- 
son, seems remarkably calm about what 
could be construed as a rebuilding year in 
several areas. 

From the pessimist viewpoint, the 
departure of Nick Reid, Charles Gordon, 
Charlton Keith and many others on 
defense equals irreplaceable lost talent. 
For Mangino, it means newfound oppor- 


tunity for a slew of young players he 


recruited to Lawrence. 

“It’s going to get much better,” defen- 
sive tackle James McClinton said. “We're 
going to keep improving. Guys are going 
to get the defense down, get the tech- 
nique down, and we're going to be good.” 

While experience and leadership 
take a hit, the Jayhawks’ Big 12 
Conference schedule finally stops 
punching Kansas in the gut. South 
Division powers Texas, Oklahoma and 
Texas Tech — will not play the 
Jayhawks until 2008.

for a score. 

If he’s not ready, Adam Barmann has 
enough talent to be serviceable until it’s 
time to pass the torch. 

Fortunately for Meier, he has experi- 
ence all around his pocket. Four starters 
from the offensive line return, as well as 
tight end Derek Fine, running back Jon 
Cornish, fullback Brandon McAnderson 
and wide receiver Brian Murph. 

“It takes 11 players to make an offense 
run,” said Meier, brother of Kansas State 
quarterback Dylan Meier. “I know I’ve 
got 10 quality guys around me that will 
help me when the tough gets going. 
I believe in them.”

ansas fans were briefly pumped about the 

return of senior safety Rodney Harris, who 
sat out 2005 to be home for personal reasons 
before deciding to return in time for spring 
drills. 

But on the first day of padded practices, 
Harris made a routine tackle, got up and finished 
practice before going to the training room 
because of a crick in his neck. It turned out to 
be a serious vertebrae injury that required sur- 
gery. Harris’ career is done. 

“He sustained an injury that will need a lot of 
therapy and treatment,” coach Mark Mangino 
said. “It’s an injury that’s set him back quite a 
ways. But he’s going to be fine.” 

Harris was an honorable mention All-Big 12 
pick in 2004, and had started out spring playing 
well. KU now gets a lot younger at free safety, 
likely turning to redshirt freshman Darrell 
Stuckey. 

¢ A few other players saw limited action in 
spring drills for health reasons, including defen- 
sive tackle Todd Haselhorst, linebacker Eric 
Washington and running back Gary Green II. 
Mangino’s policy is to not comment or speculate 
about injuries, but all three are expected to be 
ready for the season. 

® KU appears to be gaining significantly in 
fan interest. The stands at Amon G. Carter 
Stadium for last season’s Fort Worth Bowl were 
dominated by Jayhawks fans, who were rewarded 
with a 42-13 Kansas win over Houston. And a 
mid-spring scrimmage in nearby Topeka was 
attended by 2,500 fans — far more than any 
normal practice in past years would have drawn. 

e Kansas secured funds in the offseason for 
a $31 million football facility to be constructed 
near Memorial Stadium. It finally will put KU's 
facilities up to snuff with other schools in the 
Big 12, including rivals Kansas State and 
Missouri. 

The facility, which athletic director Lew 
Perkins expects to be completed in July of 2008, 
will have weight rooms, meeting rooms, locker 
tooms, a training room and a practice field, 
among other amenities. The main benefactors 
were Dana Anderson and Tom Kivisto, a former 
KU basketball player.

Taking Role into 
His Own Hands 


If there is a way Derek Fine can get 
the football more often this fall, the 
junior tight end thought of it long 
ago. 

Heck, with a young, impression- 
able quarterback in Kerry Meier 
expected to take the reins of the 
Kansas offense, Fine is rubbing his 
hands at the potential of his own 
ideas. 

“I might be real nice to him once 
in a while,” Fine said with a grin. 
“Maybe buy him lunch, so he'll throw 
to me more.” 
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It shouldn't come to that, judging by 
how reliable Fine was in 2005. Though 
often a third or fourth target as KU 
quarterbacks searched for receivers 
Charles Gordon and Mark Simmons last 
year, Fine still displayed a knack for 
catching anything thrown his way, 
barreling through defenders and pick- 
ing up substantial gains. 

And if Fine becomes a bigger part of 
the passing game with Gordon and 
Simmons gone, KU coach Mark 
Mangino said he will have earned it. 

“He’s an intense competitor and 
he brings a spark to the whole 
offense,” Mangino said. “He’s good 
at finding the open hole in the zone, 
and he’s a physical blocker. If he gets 
his hands inside on you, he'll take 
you backwards.” 

Fine caught 22 passes last season — 
dropping his shoulder and dropping 
defensive backs after many of them — 
and rumbled to 244 receiving yards 
and a touchdown. 

During the spring, Fine continued to 
refine his blocking, receiving and 
route-running skills. 

“Im trying to focus on my whole 
game,” Fine said. “To me, there’s never 
a time you can be totally satisfied. 
Footwork, hand placement, route run- 
ning ... I’m just trying to improve my 
whole game.” 

Now the key is to get the game to go 
through him. 

Outside of Brian Murph, KU’s receiv- 
ing options are talented yet unproven. 
Fine has little competition behind him 
at tight end, save signees like Bradley 
Dedeaux who won't show up until the 
summer. That makes Fine’s role 
twofold: Get it done on the field, and 
get the other tight ends ready off of it. 

“We've got some good tight ends 
behind me,” Fine said. “But they don’t 
have a whole lot of experience, so I'm 
trying to be the old man in the group.” 

It'll be a lot of work, and he'll also 
have to make sure he keeps a few dol- 
lars handy in case Meier gets hungry.

One of KU’s biggest holes to fill is the 
loss of juke-and-jive punt returner 
Charles Gordon, who left school for the 
NFL (although he wasn’t drafted).

Kansas has added some challenge to its 
nonconference slate, with a Friday night 
road game at Toledo and a home contest 
against South Florida to go with I-AA 
Northwestern State and Sun Belt team 
Louisiana-Monroe. 

A 3-1 nonconference mark should be 
the minimum expectation heading into 
Big 12 play. There, KU catches a break. 

The Big 12 South schedule rotates, 
and Kansas will get Baylor, Oklahoma 
State and Texas A&M — two of them at 
home — while Texas, Oklahoma and 
Texas Tech, the top three in the South 
standings last season, go away until 2008. 
That could have a huge impact on how 
KU’s season plays out.

Good news is that the Golden Hurricane 
is coming off a 9-4 season in which it won 
the Conference USA championship and 
earned its first bowl victory since 1991. 

Better news is that 17 starters return. 

Quarterback Paul Smith, who threw for 
2,847 yards and 20 touchdowns, with only 
six interceptions, is back. He leads seven 
returning starters for a Hurricane pro-set 
offense that averaged nearly 33 points and 
more than 400 yards per game in 2005. 

At running back, Tarrion Adams (574 
yards, 6.4 per carry) is the new starter, 
replacing Uril Parrish, who graduated.

Tulsa will again be strong on defense,

The line remains intact except for 
departed end Brandon Lohr. At end, look 
for Chadd Evans, C-USA All-Freshman 
honoree Moton Hopkins, converted line- 
backer Kinny Spotwood and Robert Latu 
to compete for playing time.

Punter Chris Kindred is back for 
a final year, but Tulsa needs a new kicker 
after the departure of Brad DeVault. The 
emergence in the spring of junior Jarrod 
Tracy apparently has solved that potential 
problem.

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To nearly everyone, Bill Snyder simply 
was Kansas State football. 

Snyder took over perhaps the worst 
college football program in the country 
and produced 11 bowl games, four divi- 
sion championships and a Big 12 title in 
17 seasons. 

Yet, K-State now moves on without its 
lead architect, and Snyder said the timing 
of his retirement was, in part, due to his 
belief that consecutive losing seasons would 
ease the pressure on his replacement. 

That would be Ron Prince, who thinks 
too much can be made of a coaching 
change. That plays right into his theory 
that, in football, there is little or no car- 
ryover from season to season. 

“One of the things that is misunder- 
stood about sports is that the team is 
reborn every year,” Prince said. 

“With the amount of people who are 
leaving your roster, with the amount of 
players whose talents are ascending, some 
players’ talents might be descending, and 
then the new players coming onto the 
team — it’s impossible for the team to be 
the same team or even pick up or carry on 
from what's happened in the past.” 

That would be a positive for K-State, 
which won 11 games in six of seven sea- 
sons before going a combined 9-13 the 
past two seasons. 

Almost to a man, the players glow 
about the fresh air now filling the pro- 
gram. Instead of the stoic, business-like 
approach that seemed to be a constant 
due to Snyder's legendary work ethic, 
there is a young, hip vibe that comes with

a coach who will still be 36 when the sea- 
son starts. 

Plus, Prince — one of five black head 
coaches in Division I-A — grew up 
20 miles away in Junction City. 

“He talks to us all the time,” corner- 
back Justin McKinney said. “I just like 
the guy. I like seeing him. I like stopping 
by the office every day. I just like being at 
the complex when he’s there.” 

On the field, Prince will bring an 
offensive background, having last served 
as Virginia’s offensive line coach and 
offensive coordinator. He is installing 
a West Coast-style offense — if he can 
find a quarterback to run it. 

Defensively, coordinator Raheem 
Morris, not yet 30, spent the past four 
seasons with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 
He plans on utilizing a Cover-2 system 
that is far different than the defense of 
K-State’s glory years, when star corners 
playing man coverage allowed a wide 
variety of lethal blitzes. 

There was not much to remember 
about K-State football before Bill Snyder. 
Prince and his staff are trying to ensure 
there will be something worth noting 
after Snyder. 


OFFENSE 


The Wildcats return four starters on 
the line, three experienced tailbacks and 
a deep corps of wide receivers, yet none of 
it seems to matter much until the quar- 
terback situation pans out — if it does.

NOTEBOOK — 


Spee lineman Blake Seiler spent his first 
season of college as a wrestler at Oklahoma 
State before coming back to his original plan of 
walking on with the K-State football team. 

Seiler was 13-8 in his one season at OSU, and 
coach Ron Prince thinks that background helps 
him on the football field. 

“As a lineman, you have to have explosion and 
power,” Prince said. 

“Those are significant skills. You have to have 
ballast, contact balance, lateral quickness and 
a sense of how a person is trying to act against 
you. Those are skills that make you dominant, 
and we'll see this year if he’s dominant.” 

* One of the biggest differences from the Bill 
Snyder days is how Prince and his staff have 
recruited. 

Prince put off filling out his staff until he had 
time to personally hit the recruiting trail during 
the open period in late November. He then hired 
more assistants, like Pat Washington of 
Tennessee and Matt Wallerstedt of Akron, 
known for their recruiting. 

Snyder was known for taking a “prove it to me 
as a senior” recruiting approach that often left 
K-State with among the Big 12’s fewest commit- 
ments through the summer. But under Prince, 
K-State was already approaching double figures 
in commitments before breaking spring camp. 

© Prince said all quarterbacks should be meas- 
ured by nothing more than getting the ball into 
the end zone and winning games. That's why he 
knew he would need fall two-a-days and maybe 
more to name a starter. 

“It's one thing to do it in practice,” he said, 
“but we think it’s the most challenging of all the 
positions in all of sports. I don’t think anyone 
other than maybe a pro golfer would really 
understand.” 

© Offensive coordinator James Franklin was 
the Green Bay Packers’ wide receivers coach last 
season after five seasons at Maryland.

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Walk-on Keeps 
Proving Himself 


No one was more surprised than 
Jordy Nelson when his streak just 
kept going. Nelson last year became 
the first player in school history to 
catch a touchdown pass in the team’s 
first seven games of the season. 

“That was just getting lucky,” 
Nelson during spring drills. “I was 
still just trying to be comfortable.” 

Nelson was a safety in 2004, 
a position that did not earn him a 
second of playing time as a redshirt 
freshman. That was disappointing 
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because Nelson seemed to be following 
the path Jon McGraw traveled. 

Like McGraw, Nelson played at Riley 
County High School, just a few miles 
from Manhattan, but was not offered 
a scholarship to K-State. 

McGraw ended up walking on as 
a wide receiver, switched to safety and 
went on to become an NFL second- 
round pick. With a similar physical 
makeup and surprising speed at 6-3, 
210 pounds, Nelson was compared to 
McGraw from day one. 

Instead, as a sophomore last season, 
Nelson started earning comparisons to 
Quincy Morgan. 

Nelson has the size to beat smaller 
defenders, often getting jump-ball 
passes in the end zone, and the speed 
— perhaps only wide receiver Yamon 
Figurs is a faster teammate — to get 
past bigger defenders. 

The result was 45 catches (including 
an 80-yarder at Texas Tech) for 669 
yards (107 of them at Oklahoma). 
He had eight touchdown receptions. 
He even ran for another score. 

‘IT think it was still about proving 
myself as a walk-on,” Nelson said. 
“Everyone was given a fair shake. The 
walk-ons were treated like everyone else. 
But in your mind, you still think about 
not getting offered a scholarship.” 

Now the question becomes whether 
Nelson will be offered the chance to 
improve. 

First, opposing defenses will be 
geared toward stopping him. More 
important, there is no bigger area of 
concern on the team than quarterback, 
and K-State is installing a new West 
Coast-style offense. 

“There’s a lot to learn, but it’s not 
that much different,” Nelson said. 

“Mainly, I end up in a lot of the 
same spots, really. The difference is 
how I’m supposed to get there. 
I think I'll be better because I’m still 
learning so much about route disci- 
pline and the little adjustments you 
make on offense. 

“Getting the experience under my 
belt of last year is really going to 
help.”

Offense Ready to Soar in Year 2 under Mumme 


OFFENSE 


There shouldnt be a quarterback contro- 
versy this season. Chase Holbrook, who 
played in 10 games for Southeastern 
Louisiana two years ago when Hal Mumme 
was the coach, is the unquestioned starter. 

Royal Gill, who has transferred to 
Southern Utah, and Joey Vincent split time 
a year ago. Holbrook passed for 343 yards 
and four touchdowns in the spring game to 
ensure no such repeat of a time-share. 

Junior running back Justine Buries 
topped the 100-yard mark four times last 
season, finishing with 779 yards. Still, the 
Aggies must improve their rushing attack, 
which ranked 114th. 

Mumme has assembled a deep group of 
receivers for his pass-happy attack, includ- 
ing Miami transfer Aikeem Jolla. He was 
considered something of an underachiev- 
er with the Hurricanes, but was being 
touted as the Aggies’ No. | receiver, even 
before the start of spring drills. 

Jolla received a waiver from the 
NCAA, allowing him to transfer without 
sitting out a season. His family was dis- 
placed by Hurricane Katrina and his ail- 
ing mother relocated to Las Cruces. 

Jolla will be joined at wideout by, 
among others, A.J. Harris (39 catches, 
448 yards, four touchdowns), Brandon 
Allen, Tim Tolbert, Derek Dubois, Chris 
Williams and Jahmeel Hobson. 

Mike Martinez, the only lineman to start 
every game last season, is the cornerstone of 
a front that can't afford injuries. Martinez, 
who has started 23 consecutive games, will 


probably move from center to left tackle. 


DEFENSE 

The Aggies allowed 480.3 yards and 
38.8 points per game last year ... and then 
lost two of their best players in linebacker 
Jimmy Cottrell and safety Matt Griebel. 
The pair combined for 328 stops — 
30 percent of the team’s tackles. 

But there is optimism that the return- 
ing personnel and newcomers can begin to 
thrive in coordinator Woody Widenhofer's 
blitzing 3-4 scheme, particularly if corner- 
backs Alex Bernard and Courtney Bryan 
hold up in one-on-one coverage. 

Shauna Leaupepe, a redshirt in 2005, 
is penciled in to replace Cottrell.

Tigers Try to Build on Momentum Without Smith 


For a few moments, the blast of cool 
water down Gary Pinkel’s back seemed to 
wash away all the painful memories of 2005. 

Soaked from the traditional postgame 
ice bath at last year’s Independence Bowl, 
Pinkel shivered while he celebrated an 
unthinkable comeback against South 
Carolina on Dec. 30. 

Consider it baptism by ice, not fire. 

The Tigers trailed Steve Spurrier’s 
Gamecocks 21-0 and 28-7 in the first 
half, but with resilient defense and the 
grandest of grand finales by quarterback 
Brad Smith, Missouri pulled off the 
biggest come-from-behind victory in 
team history, winning 38-31. 

As they did after each of their six regu- 
lar-season victories, Missouri players cele- 
brated on the 25-yard line, honoring the 
jersey number of late teammate Aaron 
O’Neal, a redshirt freshman linebacker 
who died in July after he collapsed during 
an offseason voluntary workout. 

Though a lawsuit against Pinkel, 
school administrators and trainers. still 
lingered this spring — an autopsy 
revealed O’Neal died from meningitis — 
a heartbroken team rallied around the 
memory of their popular teammate. 

A season that began with personal 
anguish — Pinkel also lost his younger 
brother, Greg, in January — ended hap- 
pily with hope for the future. 

“T chink the pride of the Missouri fans, 
they really grabbed hold of that,” Pinkel 
said of Missouri’s second bowl victory in 
24 years. 

“When I go through the airport, 
I might get 20 people by the time I can 


get on the airplane congratulating our 
team. I just want to make a habit of that. 
Our fans deserve that.” 

Missouri returns 17 starters, but carry- 
ing momentum into 2006 wont be easy. 
At the forefront of challenges lies the 
quarterback job — a spot Smith held 
since 2002 while setting 69 team, confer- 
ence and NCAA records. Sophomore 
Chase Daniel is the likely successor after 
appearing in 10 games last year as prep 
work for this season and beyond. 

Despite the renewed hope the bowl 
win produced, Missouri fans haven't for- 
gotten the team’s disastrous 2004 season 
or last year’s failure to win a weak Big 12 
North Division, With a dynamic tight 
end tandem, a new quarterback and per- 
haps the Big 12’s most underrated defen- 
sive line, a division championship would 


surely soften those concerns. 


OFFENSE 


After Missouri stumbled to 5-6 in 
2004, Pinkel adopted the spread-option 
scheme made popular by Urban Meyer 
and others recently. 

The changes led to more plays, more 
yards and more scores. In fact, no 
Division I-A team averaged more plays 
per game than Missouri (81.8). 

Though they didn’t always make use of 
those added opportunities — poor passing 
efficiency bogged down too many drives 
— the Tigers ranked in the top four of the 
Big 12 in rushing, passing and scoring. 

But when you lose college football's 
most electric running quarterback out- 


side of Austin, does the offense leave with 
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him? Pinkel insists it won't. 

“This wasn't a change for Brad Smith,” 
Pinkel said. “What we'll do with this 
quarterback is ... he'll be more of a dis- 
tributor of the football.” 

With Chase Daniel at quarterback, 
Missouri will cut down on the designed 
runs that Smith ran so brilliantly the past 
four years. Daniel’s no stiff in the pocket. 
He rushed for nearly 3,000 yards in two 
high school seasons in Southlake, Texas. 
But his job is to share the ball, not hoard. 
More Steve Nash, less Kobe Bryant. 

Without Smith’s dazzling running 
skills, Missouri needs a consistent threat 
from its tailbacks. 

Tony Temple led MU’s tailbacks in

early in the Independence Bowl last 
Dec. 30. 

“Everyone had their head down, 
but it was really early,” the junior 
tight end recalled. 

“I told everybody that I wasn't 
quitting. ... I just said, ‘Come with 
me. If you want to go play, come 
with me. If you're going to sit there 
and hold your heads down, that’s not 
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what I'm going to do. We're better than 
this, so let’s go.” 

Missouri responded with the biggest 
come-from-behind victory in team his- 
tory, with Rucker catching five passes 
for 83 yards to help revive an offense 
that outscored South Carolina 24-3 in 
the second half. 

That capped a brilliant season for 
the 6-5, 245-pound tight end who is 
catching the eye of NFL scouts. 

With another productive season this 
fall, Rucker will stake his place among 
Missouri's impressive collection of 


tight ends, a group that includes NFL © 


Hall of Famer Kellen Winslow, former 
NFL journeyman A.J. Ofodile and cur- 
rent Atlanta Falcon Dwayne Blakley. 

Rucker ranks sixth all-time among 
Missouri tight ends with 66 receptions 
for 830 yards. 

Perhaps the only thing that keeps 
Rucker from threatening Missouri's sin- 
gle-season receptions record is 6-6 
sophomore Chase Coffman, the Tigers’ 
other NFL-caliber tight end. Last sea- 
son, Coffman matched Rucker with 
47 receptions, catching four touch- 
downs to Rucker’s one. 

“It's definitely the best duo or tan- 
dem in the country, without a doubt,” 
quarterback Chase Daniel said. 

Rucker’s game is more than speed 
and grace. Rarely down in a three-

Hor sellers around the Cornhusker 
state these days are T-shirts bearing the 
slogan, “Restore the Order.” 

The Huskers broke them out before 
last November's game against Colorado, 
then went out and pounded the 
Buffaloes, 30-3. They followed with the 
most impressive victory in Bill Callahan's 
two seasons as coach — an Alamo Bowl 
victory over Michigan. 

Finishing 2005 with a feel-good three- 
game winning streak and bringing back 
15 starters sure seems to indicate 
Nebraska is on the brink of a return to 
the glory days. 

“We can be very good,” defensive end 
Adam Carriker said. “We have a lot of 
returning people; we're familiar with the 
system. There is no excuse, no reason why 
we shouldn't be playing in the Big 12 title 
game.” 

Nebraska hasn't played for a conference 
championship since 1999, Callahan’s first 
two seasons produced 13 wins, 10 losses 
and as many low points as highlights. 

Still, there's reason for optimism. The 
offense appears improved. The defense, 
with an All-American candidate in 
Carriker and six other returning starters, 
has coordinator Kevin Cosgrove raving 
about its potential.

H arrison Beck missed six practices and had to 
sit out the spring game with a sore shoulder, 
but he'll likely start fall camp battling Joe Ganz 
for the backup quarterback spot. 

“I feel confident he'll make that (practice 
time) up in a heartbeat as we get into training 
camp,” coach Bill Callahan said. “He’s a young 
football player. He’s still a freshman. Some peo- 
ple have a hard time understanding that.” 

In addition to the shoulder problem, Beck 
injured his hamstring in the spring's first major 
scrimmage. Two MRIs performed on Beck's shoul- 
der revealed no tears, and doctors recommended 
rest and rehabilitation. 

“Physically speaking, he did lose some reps,” 
Callahan said. 

“We got a half a spring out of him. He had 
continued to improve. We wanted to see him 
more in pressure situations, and unfortunately, 
it didn’t work out.” 

Beck appeared in two games as a freshman, 
completing one of 10 passes with an intercep- 
tion. His one completion, rescued Nebraska in 
a come-from-behind victory over Kansas State. 

“I'm still confident he'll still come through for 
us,” Callahan said. “There is no doubt in my 
mind.” 

* Senior tight end Matt Herian, on schedule 
to return for the 2006 season, hasn't played 
since midway through the 2004 season after suf- 
fering a broken leg. 

The fracture of both his tibia and fibula was 
so bad that it required two surgeries to repair. 
Herian, who has 53 career receptions for more 
than 1,000 yards, redshirted last season. 

He said his progress in the spring was slowed 
by a hamstring injury, not the leg. 

“Through winter conditioning I was doing fine 
until I tweaked the hamstring,” said Herian, who 
saw some action in the spring game. “Everything 
was looking just as good as it was before. I was 
happy with my progress up until that point.”

Bigger, Faster ... 
Ready to Dominate 

Nebraska linebacker Corey McKeon 
has a warning for opponents who line 
up opposite Husker defensive end 
Adam Carriker this season. 

“The things he did on the field last 
year,” McKeon said, “are nothing 
compared to what he'll do this year.” 

That's saying something, consider- 
ing Carriker played at an All-Big 12 
level last season when he tied for the 
conference lead with 9.5 sacks. Of his 
43 tackles, 17 produced losses total- 


| ing 96 yards. He also registered 
/ ateam-high 19 quarterback hurries. 
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Impressive numbers, but not as eye- 
catching as these two: 295 and 4.68. 

The first is Carriker’s weight. He 
added 15 pounds to his 6-6 frame 
during the offseason. Guys that 
weigh 295 pounds shouldn't be able 
to run 40 yards in 4.68 seconds. But 
that’s what Carriker did during winter 
conditioning. 

“He's about as physically impressive 
an end as I've been around,” defensive 
coordinator Kevin Cosgrove said. “He's 
done a great job working out, getting 
bigger, getting stronger. He's really 
changed his body around in just 
a short period of time.” 

Carriker changed his diet during the 
offseason, forsaking fast food for 
chicken breasts and fruit. That 
allowed him to add mass without sac- 


| rificing speed. 


“The coaches always want you to be 
as big as you can possibly be without 
losing any speed,” Carriker said. “I've 
been able to get faster and put on the 
weight. I just worked my butt off.” 

That's never been an issue with 
Carriker, the team’s Lifter of the 
Year in 2004. What did change last 
season was Carriker remained 
healthy after battling an ankle 
injury in 2003 and 2004. 

His play last season earned him 
the team’s Defensive Player of the 


" Year award and left Carriker flirting 


with the idea of turning profession- 
al. In the end, the Kennewick, 
Wash., native realized that the deci- 
sion to return to Nebraska was really 
no decision at all. 

“I grew up wanting to play football 
here,” Carriker said. “I never really 
wanted to leave early. It entered my 
mind, but it was never really a serious 
thought.” 

Carriker wants to lead Nebraska to a 
Big 12 championship and a BCS game. 
The last time that happened was 1999, 
when Carriker was a quarterback in 
high school. 

“We have the team that can do it,” 
Carriker said. “A lot of teams can say 
that. But you honestly have to have 
the ability and the personnel to do it, 
and we do.” 


returns (78th national ranking), and 
must find a replacement for record-set- 
ting punter Sam Koch. 

Koch, a Ray Guy Award semifinalist, 
averaged a single-season school record 
46.5 yards per punt while dropping 29 of 
71 kicks inside the 20-yard line. 


The fans are excited about a long-await- 
ed meeting with Southern California and a 
visit by defending national champion Texas 
on Oct. 21.

Following a strong 
spring in which that young talent 
received repetitions and no key players 
suffered injuries, Oklahoma should be 
back in the race for the Big 12 and 
national titles. 


SOONERS OKLAHOMA 


Watch Out ‘Horns, Sooners Want Their Title Back 


Considering the obstacles Oklahoma 
faced last year, it’s painfully obvious why 
the Sooners failed to play in the national 
championship game for the first time 
since the 2002 season. 

OU had a Heisman Trophy winner 
and a Heisman runner-up at quarterback 
the entire millennium. 

Last year, in stepped redshirt freshman 
Rhett Bomar, a gutsy kid with a whole lot 
of courage but zero experience. 

In 2004, Sooners running back Adrian 
Peterson became the first freshman to fin- 
ish second in Heisman voting. Last sea- 
son, he battled an Achilles’ problem and 
a high ankle sprain that would have kept 
mere mortals out of the lineup a mini- 
mum of two months. 

Peterson still managed 1,104 yards 
rushing with 14 touchdowns despite 
missing parts or all of four games. 

A total of 41 players combined to miss 
full games because of injuries, and seven oth- 
ers partially missed games (at least one half). 

Adding to the degree of difficulty, the 
Sooners had the nation’s toughest sched- 
ule and faced seven bowl teams who went 
6-1 in the postseason — this after losing 
10 players to the NFL Draft, including 
six in the first three rounds. 

All this negativity led to some negative 
results. 

But life is pretty good when a second- 
place tie in the Big 12 South, a No. 22 
final ranking and a 17-14 victory over 
No. 6 Oregon in the Holiday Bowl are 
categorized as a rebuilding year. 

All those hard knocks figure to have 
the Sooners brushing themselves off and 


returning to the national prominence 
they enjoyed in their seven previous 
seasons under coach Bob Stoops (75-16). 

With Texas quarterback Vince Young 
kind enough to leave Austin a year early, 
OU is primed to reclaim the top spot in the 
mighty Big 12 South once again, a position 
it occupied four of the previous five seasons. 

In addition to new faces on the field, there 
are some new faces on the coaching staff. 

Offensive coordinator and quarter- 
backs coach Chuck Long left before last 
years Holiday Bowl to become head 
coach at San Diego State. 

Receivers coach and passing game 
coordinator Darrell Wyatt left to become 
an assistant with the Minnesota Vikings. 

Former co-offensive coordinator and 
offensive line coach Kevin Wilson replaces 
Long as offensive coordinator and also 
will coach tight ends and fullbacks. 

Former Northwestern offensive line 
coach James Patton is now OU’s offensive 
line coach, replacing Wilson. Wilson and 
Patton enjoyed tremendous success togeth- 
er at Northwestern in 2001 when they led 
the Big Ten Conference in total offense. 

Former OU quarterback Josh Heupel, 
runner-up for the 2000 Heisman, returns 


to coach the quarterbacks. 


OFFENSE 


While the offense was balanced last 
year (2,131 passing yards, 2,130 rush- 
ing), it certainly wasn’t potent. 

The Sooners’ 4,261 total yards were by 
far the fewest since coach Bob Stoops 
arrived in 1999, and they ranked just 71st 


nationally. Passing ranked 94th and rush- 
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ing ranked 33rd. Scoring also was the 
lowest in the Stoops era, ranking 56th at 
26.9 points per game. 

There are two reasonable explanations: 
1) Peterson, who finished second in the 
Heisman Trophy balloting in 2004, was 
hurt. 2) Bomar was raw. 

Now Peterson is healthier than he has 
ever been since enrolling in college. 
Bomar is a year wiser and figures to be 
less inclined to plow over oncoming line- 
backers and strong safeties. He had 10 
touchdown passes and 10 interceptions 
last season. 

When Peterson needs a breather, jun- 
ior Allen Patrick is a capable backup. 

Critics are concerned with OU’s offen- 
sive line, which lost four starters. Those 
within the program, however, are not in

were true freshmen, including Malcolm Kelly, 
who led the team in receptions (33), yards (471) 
and touchdowns (two). 

True freshman Manuel Johnson had the 
longest reception of the year (55 yards for 
a touchdown against rival Oklahoma State), and 
true freshman Juaquin Iglesias caught the game- 
winning touchdown in a double-overtime victory 
against Baylor. 

¢ In 91 games under coach Bob Stoops, the 
Sooners have scored at least one touchdown in 
every game, held double-digit leads in 75 games 
and forced at least one turnover in 81 games. They 
also have at least one interception in 60 of their 
past 78 games. 

* Though the Sooners lost several prominent 
full-time starters, they do return 26 players who 
started at least one game last season. They had 
just 17 such players in 2005. 

¢ Rhett Bomar’s 10 starts last year were the 
second most by a freshman Sooners quarterback 
(Eric Moore started 11 in 1995). 

Bomar also had school freshman bests for com- 
pletions (167), passing attempts (308), comple- 
tion percentage (52.4) and touchdown passes 
(10). 

In the last five games, Bomar threw for 1,008 
yards with six touchdowns and three interceptions 
while completing 57 percent of his passes. In the 
prior seven games, he threw four touchdown pass- 
es and seven interceptions and completed 52 per- 
cent of his passes. 

© For the second consecutive season, OU led 
the Big 12 Conference in attendance. The Sooners 
averaged 84,331 fans, good for ninth nationally. 
QU has sold out all 42 home games in the Bob 
Stoops era. 

¢ In seven seasons under Stoops, the school 
has produced the top two career passing yardage 
leaders (Jason White and Josh Heupel), the top 
five career reception leaders (Mark Clayton, 
Quentin Griffin, Trent Smith, Antwone Savage 
and Curtis Fagan) and the fourth-ranked career 
rushing yardage leader (Griffin). 

® The annual Red-White spring game drew 
30,000 fans and was televised live on ESPN, draw- 
ing the highest rating of the 11 spring games tel- 
evised in recent years. All other spring games were 
televised on ESPNU and many were tape-delayed. 
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strong safety to cornerback. Junior D.J. 
Wolfe, who initially arrived as a running 
back, will man the other cornerback spot. 
As usual, the Sooners are loaded at 
linebacker, and are led by senior Rufus 
Alexander, who led the team with 102 
tackles, including 17 for loss, and nine 
quarterback hurries last season.

But defensive end is where OU is over- 
flowing in talent. 

The Sooners have Big 12 Defensive 
Newcomer of the Year C.J. Ah You (seven 
sacks; three forces fumbles) and Calvin 
Thibodeaux (a team-high 10 sacks). 
Then there are Larry Birdine and John 
Williams, both returning from injuries. 

Birdine likely would be in the NFL 
right now if he hadn't missed the entire 
regular season. He had seven sacks as 
a backup in 2004. 

“T think we've got a chance to be real- 
ly special up front,” Stoops said, never 
one prone to hyperbole. “Not only up 
there, but across the board defensively.” 

OU coaches left spring practice wear- 
ing smiles for several reasons. No one was 
injured. Injured players from last season 
got a chance to heal. Inexperienced play- 
ers got a chance to show what they can 
do, both offensively and defensively. 


And quite frankly, players looked better. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


The Sooners must improve on some 
anemic special teams numbers. They 
ranked 105th nationally last season in 
kickoff returns (18.2 yards) and 80th in 
punt returns (7.4). 

They're also looking for a punter. 
Returning starter Cody Freeby was 
kicked off the team in the spring for 
undisclosed reasons. There essentially 
could be an open tryout at punter with 
junior Mike Knall the leading candidate. 

Gone is the player who gained acclaim

Transition Year Over, Gundy Eager to See Progress 


Oklahoma State will be better in 2006. 
In many ways, the Cowboys can’t possibly 
be worse. 

Their run of three consecutive bowl 
appearances ended with a thud last sea- 
son. A coaching change, a philosophy 
change, a discipline change, a quarter- 
back change — everything was different 
in 2005, in particular the bottom line. 

The Cowboys started 3-0 but finished 
just 4-7, ranking near the bottom in six 
of Division I-A’s eight major statistical 
categories, including scoring, scoring 
defense, total offense and total defense. 

O-State’s 


Conference play was the league’s worst. 


1-7 record in Big 12 


“We're a better football team than we 
were at the end of the year,” second-year 
coach Mike Gundy said at the conclusion 
of spring drills. 

“T dont know if we're considerably better 
because it depends on how guys react when 
we get out there for real. But I can tell 
standing out there watching, we're a better 
team. It should show up next season.” 

Talent is more evident. Depth is 
improved. Experience has been gained. 

But the Cowboys’ nemesis in 2005 — 
turnovers — continues to be the primary 
focus. 

Quarterback Bobby Reid had 108 pass 
attempts last season and threw four inter- 
ceptions. After he was injured, Al Pena 
was picked off 13 times in 179 attempts. 
The Cowboys lost 18 of their 31 fumbles. 

OSU ranked 114th out of 117 teams with 
a turnover ratio of minus-1.36 per game. 

There was marked improvement during 


spring practice, but there were still too 
many turnovers. Reid threw two ill-advised 
picks in the Orange and White game. 
“We showed signs of doing good, but 
Reid said, 


“We've got to stop turning over the ball.” 


the turnovers killed us,” 


The defense didn’t exactly hold up its 
end last season, ranking 107th nationally 
in rushing defense and 95th in total 
defense and scoring defense. 

“Defensively, we gave up too many big 
plays,” Gundy said. “We missed too 
many tackles. We can't do that. Our 
defense has to tackle better in space.” 

The defensive line returns intact, but 
there are questions in the secondary and 
especially at linebacker, where three four- 
year starters have departed. 

The transition year behind them, the 
Cowboys are expecting to return to 
a winning season and a bowl. 


OFFENSE 


Reid is not the same quarterback. 
Things have slowed considerably for the 
6-4, 230-pound sophomore. 

After graduating high school early and 
enrolling at OSU in January 2004, Reid 
injured a shoulder that spring and red- 
shirted. He beat out incumbent starter 
Donovan Woods in spring 2005. But the 
offense stagnated and Woods was sent to 
defense in favor of the dynamic Reid. 

Reid never got on track, however, and 
an ankle injury limited him to just seven 
starts. 

His improvement in the spring was 
evident. Reid completed 56 of 82 passes 
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(68 percent) for 868 yards in five full- 
speed scrimmages. Last season, he com- 
pleted just 48 percent. 

“Last year, when I walked off the field, 
there were a lot of doubts in my head,” 
Reid said. 

“He's beginning to understand the con- 
cepts now,” said wideout D’Juan Woods. 

Reid will continue to be challenged in 
the fall, with redshirt freshman Zac 
Robinson running second, followed by 
2005 injury replacement, Al Pena. 

D’Juan Woods will be the quarter- 
backs’ security blanket this season. The 
senior ranks third in OSU history in 
catches and receiving yards, and, along

hen he took over as head coach in January 
2005, Mike Gundy immediately began 
cleaning house. 

Within 10 months, Gundy had suspended or 
dismissed eight players — all of whom had 
worked their way onto the two-deep — because 
of various rules violations, run-ins with the law 
or other disciplinary problems. That's one-third 
of the team’s frontline players, gone. 

Clearly, Gundy’s law was furious and final. 

But as 2006 begins, two Cowboy starters come 
with checkered backgrounds. Wide receiver 
Adarius Bowman transferred from North 
Carolina, where he was suspended after being 
cited by police for marijuana possession. The 
charge was dropped a few weeks later, but 
Bowman was not reinstated. 

And linebacker Chris Collins was once 
thought to be the No. 1 defensive recruit of 
Texas, which cooled on his recruitment after 
a charge of aggravated sexual assault. Even 
though the charge was unresolved, Gundy signed 
Collins. 

Bowman played for Gunter Brewer at UNC, 
so when Brewer was hired by Gundy, Bowman 
followed him to Stillwater. Gundy said he “did 
a lot of research” before bringing in Collins, who 
signed last year but didn’t enroll until January. 

* OSU alum and Texas oilman Boone Pickens 
— namesake of the stadium — made news in 
January with a gift of $165 million to the OSU 
athletic department, the largest such gift ever. 

Pickens’ gift will build new facilities for base- 
ball, equestrian, soccer, tennis and track pro- 
grams, and will also pay for a new $50 million 
indoor football practice facility. 

OSU has a five-year master plan that also 
includes more than $700 million on facilities for 
academics and student accommodations. 

* One of the highlights of the Orange and 
White spring game was the return of more than 
275 former players, including legends Barry 
Sanders, Hart Lee Dykes, Ernest Anderson and 
R.W. McQuarters.

Overhaul of Mind, 
Body Paying Off 


Bigger, stronger and faster, 
certainly. 

But Donovan Woods is also much, 
much wiser. 


Deposed as the Cowboys’ quarter- 
back two games into last season, 
Woods’ natural athletic ability car- 
ried him through a difficult transi- 
tion to strong safety. He simply did 
the best he could. 

Now, after almost a year of playing 
defense, Woods has not only accept- 
ed the move, he says he has fully 
embraced it. During the team’s spring 
practice, he actually thrived at it. 
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“T tried to handle this situation like 
I would any other situation,” Woods 
said. “That’s the way I was raised.” 

It wasn’t easy. Woods started all 12 
games as a sophomore quarterback and 
led the team to a 7-5 record and the 
program’s third consecutive bowl 
berth, the 2004 Alamo Bowl. 

But that was under previous coach 
Les Miles. When Mike Gundy was pro- 
moted from offensive coordinator, he 
hired Larry Fedora as coordinator and 
changed from an I-formation, power 
offense to a spread offense. 

Two games into the 2005 season, 
OSU had averaged just 19 points in 
games against Montana State and 
Florida Atlantic. Woods had accounted 
for two of his team’s four touchdowns, 
completed 53 percent of his passes and 
had averaged 5.6 yards per carry. 

But with high school phenom Bobby 
Reid coming off a redshirt season and 
going neck-and-neck with Woods in 
training camp, the coaches’ decision 
was made for Woods, a three-time, 
small-school state champion quarter- 
back in high school, to give up on the 
position and change to defense. 

Even though Woods’ replacements — 
Reid and Al Pena — struggled with 
decision-making, defense-reading, 
turnover-committing (they combined 
to complete 49 percent of their passes 
with 10 touchdowns and 17 intercep- 
tions), Woods’ days as a quarterback 
were done. Even though the team was 
just 2-7 under the new quarterbacks. 

Woods made five starts on defense 
and finished with 32 tackles. He also 
led the team with two interceptions. 

He has reshaped his body into that 
of a defensive back. He played last sea- 
son at around 226 pounds, but fin- 
ished spring drills weighing about 216. 
He is noticeably thinner in the hips 
and waist, but noticeably thicker in 
the shoulders and chest. 

He’s quicker from side-to-side and 
faster from front-to-back, and he 
seems to have the hang of things after 
moving again this season, this time to 
free safety. 

“T’m still learning it, but I like it,” he 
said. “I just needed time to learn it.” 


a problem. Oklahoma State plays host 
to Missouri State and Florida Atlantic, 
and visits Arkansas State in Little 
Rock, in its first three games. After 
that is a trip to Houston, followed by 
an open weekend. 

But Cowboy fans remember that fat- 
tening up on a workable non-conference 
schedule doesn’t do a whole lot once Big 
12 play starts. 

After opening at 3-0 in 2005, O-State 
closed by losing seven of its eight league 
contests. 

The Cowboys’ two most winnable 
games against the North Division are 
right out of the gate, and both are on the 
road: Kansas State and Kansas. 

OSU likely will be underdogs in its 
first two league games at home — back- 
to-back contests against Texas A&M and 
Nebraska. That's followed by another 
road game, this time at defending nation- 
al champion Texas. 

After Baylor at home — the Bears 
stunned OSU in Waco last year — the 
Cowboys finish with a rugged double: 
at Texas Tech, Oklahoma at home.

Looking Like Champs ... 


One day last winter, Selvin Young's 
roommate moved out. 

There wasn’t much fuss, really. Young, 
now a senior tailback for the Longhorns, 
helped his roommate pack, offered 
a hug, handshake, and best wishes, and 
said goodbye. 

And just like that, quarterback Vince 
Young, perhaps the biggest man ever on 
the Texas campus, was gone. 

“Tr’s been quiet since he left,” Selvin 
Young admits. “I can hear the wind blow- 
ing through the house. I can hear the 
walls creaking.” 

Texas football fans know the feeling. 

When Vince Young hightailed it to the 
NFL in the wake of last year’s magical 
Rose Bowl victory, he left a sizeable void 
in the middle of the Longhorns’ lineup 
and locker room. 

No sooner had coach Mack Brown fin- 
ished celebrating his first national cham- 
pionship — and the first for the 
Longhorns in 35 years — than he was 
aksed the million-dollar question. 

Who replaces the irrepressible Vince? 

In a word, nobody. 

“There's only one Vince Young,” 
Brown said. “If you're looking for anoth- 
er one, youre not going to find him.” 

Instead, the Longhorns will look to 


defend their title and the nation’s 
longest winning streak — with a teenag- 
er behind center who has never taken 
a snap in a college game. 

Ir could be Colt McCoy, a redshirt 
freshman who spent last year apprentic- 
ing behind Young. 


It could be Jevan Snead, a highly tout-

They were the only two scholarship 
quarterbacks on campus during the 
spring.

The bright side? Neither will be asked 
to win games alone. 

Outside of Young, Texas returns most 
of an offense that averaged over 50 points 
and 500 yards per game. On defense, 
the Longhorns will be more than fine. 

“We have something to prove this 
year,” safety Michael Griffin said. “Vince 
was a great player, but he wasn’t our 
whole team.” 

So it’s little wonder that you-know- 
who's name has seldom been uttered in 
the Texas locker room. Even by his for- 
mer roommate. 

“I don’t think anybody on this team is 
thinking about Vince,” Selvin Young said. 
“We're just thinking about defending what 


people are coming to our house to get.” 


OFFENSE 

The Longhorns lost 4,086 yards and 
38 touchdowns off last year’s team. And 
that was just from Vince Young. 

Were the Longhorns more than just 
a one-man team in 2005? 

Texas returns at least three of its top 
four running backs (Young, a senior, and 
sophomores Jamaal Charles and Henry 


Melton), its top three pass catchers (junior 
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receivers Limas Sweed and Billy Pittman, 
and Taylor) and three-fifths of a bulldoz- 
ing line that paved the way for last year’s 
pinball offense. 

“Vince Young was an amazing ath- 
lete,” said McCoy, a redshirt freshman 
and leading candidate to replace Young.

The shifty, sticky-fingered pass-catcher strained 
his right hamstring during summer workouts. 
Rushing to get back, Shipley ended up straining the 
hamstring three more times before shutting himself 
down without playing in a single game. 

It marked the second consecutive missed season 
for Shipley, who was forced to sit out all of 2004 
with torn knee ligaments. 

He returned to the field for spring workouts and 
— knock on wood — is expected to make his Texas 
debut this season. 

“This time, I was going to sit out until it really 
started to feel better,” he said. 

If healthy, Shipley should provide some auto- 
matic offense for the Longhorns. He holds many of 
the state's high school receiving records. 

* The Longhorns hope their set of twins — 
Michael and Marcus Griffin — can provide some 
blockbuster power in the secondary. 

Michael Griffin is a returning starter at free safe- 
ty. Marcus Griffin, a former walk-on, is a leading 
candidate to replace the departed Michael Huff at 
strong safety. 

Already, teammates are beginning to debate 
which Griffin hits harder. 

“Tt’s very cool to be playing on this level with my 
twin,” Michael Griffin said. 

* Texas’ quarterback situation is a question mark 
heading into the season, but it could have been 
worse. Jevan Snead could have left the state and 
gone to Florida. 

Snead was originally committed to Urban Meyer 
and the Gators, but switched his pledge to Texas in 
November. 

Snead said the switch had more to do with 
re-thinking family commitments, and less to do 
with the Gators’ pursuit of Tim Tebow, another hot- 
shot quarterback recruit. 

“My family has never missed a game,” Snead 
said. “I wanted to play at a place where they could 
come see me play.” 

* The rivalry game against Oklahoma will remain 
at the Cotton Bowl during the State Fair of Texas 
through 2010. The schools agreed in early May to 
add two years to the previous contract.

Tarell Brown and Aaron Ross, seniors 
whom coaches considered to be co- 
starters at cornerback last season, will 
each get full-time duties this season. 

Michael Griffin, the team’s leading 
tackler and an All-American candidate, 
will be back to roam his free safety slot. 
Griffin’s twin brother, Marcus, a former 


walk-on, has the inside track to replace 
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Huff at strong safety. 

The Longhorns should be especially 
stout up front, where senior ends Brian 
Robison and Tim Crowder anchor a play- 
making line. Junior tackle Frank Okam, 
a 6-5, 315-pound behemoth, isa star in the 
making. Sophomore Roy Miller and junior 
Derek Lokey should team with Okam to 
form a beefy three-man rotation at tackle. 

At linebacker, sophomore Rashad 
Bobino moves from the weak side to 
Harris’ vacant spot in the middle. Drew 
Kelson, a highly regarded junior, will take 
over the weakside duties full time this year. 
Robert Killebrew, a junior head-hunter 
with a man-sized mean streak, returns to 
his starting spot on the strong side. 

Sergio Kindle, a true freshman from 
Dallas who was the most highly touted 
member of the Longhorns’ most recent 
recruiting class, should play his way into 
the mix at outside linebacker as well. 


For most of his Texas tenure, Brown 
has been wary of handing scholarships to 
place-kickers straight out of high school. 

That didn’t stop him from handing 
one in February to Hunter Lawrence, 
a two-time all-state selection while kick- 
ing for Boerne High School outside of 
San Antonio.

Go ahead and tell Michael Griffin 
that the safety position at the 
University of Texas has gone to the 
dogs. 

He'll probably take it as a compli- 
ment. 

Griffin, the Longhorns’ starting 
free safety, breeds pit bulls in his 
spare time. 

“There's definitely an identity and 
a toughness those dogs have,” Griffin 
said. 

As the ball carriers and quarterbacks 
of the Big 12 will tell you, Griffin has 
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come to foster the same identity and 
toughness on the football field. 

The 6-0, 205-pound senior, regarded 
as the team’s heaviest hitter, led the 
Longhorns with 124 tackles last season 
and tied for the lead with three inter- 
ceptions. That includes a tightrope- 
walking theft of Southern California’s 
Matt Leinart in the end zone in the 
Rose Bowl. 

A renowned special teams stalwart, 
Griffin has also blocked a school-record 
six punts in his career. 

Griffin will be counted upon to 
anchor a Texas secondary that lost a pair 
of starters, including Thorpe Award-win- 
ning strong safety Michael Huff.

Those back-to-back trips could make 
or break the Longhorns late-season surge 
toward the Big 12 and national titles.

It will take more than a mere attitude 
adjustment to turn things around at 
Texas A&M, which has made just one 
bowl appearance in the past four seasons.

A&M hasn't only gone old school in 
its hiring practices. The 06 Aggies also 
appear to possess an old-fashioned, blue 
collar work ethic, along with a throw- 
back mindset that matches the rugged 
determination and fearless style of the 
team’s new field leader — quarterback 
Stephen McGee.

McGee provides instant energy. 

In six 


spirited quarters against 
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Oklahoma and Texas, McGee won over 
his teammates and the A&M fans with 
his hard-nosed style and his natural lead- 
ership skills. He rushed for 175 yards in 
those six quarters, taking shots and deliv- 
ering them with reckless abandon. 

“Stephen brings a real spirit to the 
field,” Franchione said. 

“Obviously, the guy a lot of people 
already compare him to is Bucky 
(Richardson). If you look at Aggie quar- 
terbacks over the years, the ones that the 
fans really identify with are the hard- 
nosed, find-a-way-to-win type of guys.

ee A&M players were lost to season-ending 
injuries in 2005. The Aggies lost more than 
70 combined games, among scholarship players, 
because of injuries. 

The trend continued when backup offensive 
lineman Lee Grimes tore an ACL during the 
spring scrimmage. He is not expected to be ready 
for fall practices. 

But coach Dennis Franchione did say that 
some of the key performers who missed spring 
contact drills in an effort to fully recover from 
2005 injuries — players like defensive back 
Japhus Brown and wide receiver L’Tydrick Riley 
— should be ready for full contact in August. 

* When fall camp begins, A&M could have use 
of its new indoor practice facility. The 12th Man 
Foundation, A&M's athletic fundraising organiza- 
tion, received a $9 million lead gift from the 
Artie and Dorothy McFerrin family for the 
proposed $20 million facility. 

© Franchione redshirted all but four freshmen 
in his first two seasons at A&M. But due to 
injuries in 2005, he used nine true freshmen last 
year, including five who earned starts. 

“The best part about that is that those guys 
are sophomores now,” Franchione said. “We may 
have a few true freshmen who make a major 
impact this year, but I don’t anticipate as many 
(as last year).” 

*® Franchione’s 2006 Leadership Council, 
an advisory group the coach has utilized since 
his days as a head coach at New Mexico, are: 
quarterback Ty Branyon, defensive lineman 
Red Bryant, defensive back Melvin Bullitt,

“We know our ability to improve this 
year will be largely based on the improve- 
ment of our defense,” Franchione said. 

Based on experience and improved 
speed, the 2006 version should be better 
than the one that finished 107th national- 
ly in total defense last year. How much bet- 
ter will go a long way toward determining 
whether A&M will be a contender for 
a minor bowl or for the Big 12 South title. 

Defensive coordinator Gary Darnell 
will utilize a 4-2-5 alignment, and the 


secondary is filled with enough talented 
athletes to make the scheme work. The 
trio of safeties — Japhus Brown, Melvin 
Bullitt and Devin Gregg — provide plen- 
ty of playmaking potential, while speedy 
cornerbacks Marquis Carpenter and 
Danny Gorrer are steadily improving. 
The Aggies are thin at linebacker, 
although Justin Warren is a terrific athlete 
and a first-team All-Big 12 prospect after 
averaging nearly 10 tackles per game last 
season. The other starting spot could be 
manned by 25-year-old junior college trans- 
fer Mark Dodge, who previously served in 
the Presidential Honor Guard and was 
inside the Pentagon on Sept. 11, 2001. 
Junior Chris Harrington is a steady 
and dependable force along the defensive 
front, while Red Bryant and Jason Jack 
— when healthy — feature star potential. 
Sophomore Michael Bennett is a promis- 


ing youngster at defensive end. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


The return game has been virtually 
non-existent the past two years. A&M 
ranked 116th nationally in’ kickoff 
returns in 2004, and only improved to 
109th last season. Franchione is hopeful 
speedsters like Kerry Franks, Howard 
Morrow and Pierre Brown can provide 
significant improvement. 

The Aggies also are hoping either Layne 
Neumann or Richie Bean can fill the 
dependable shoes of four-year place-kicker 
Todd Pegram, who set the school record for 
career field goal accuracy (74.7 percent).

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BCS or Bust: Red Raiders Primed for Next Step 


Early last December, Texas Tech's foot- 
ball program and its one-of-a-kind head 
coach Mike Leach were featured in a 
monstrous article in — of all publications 
— The New York Times. 

The author of the article, Michael 
Lewis, used more than 8,600 words to 
paint an elaborate picture of Leach’s 


peculiar perspectives and influence on the 


game — particularly the passing game. 

But the lengthy story could be 
summed up succinctly: Leach marches to 
the beat of a different drummer. Always 
has. Always will. 

Ic’s just that now, after leading Tech to 
six consecutive bowl games, overseeing 
the nation’s leading passing attack in each 
of the past four years and appearing in 
the Big Apple's premier print, Leach is no 
longer Lubbock’s little well-kept secret. 

He’s national. 

Likewise, the Red Raiders are intent 
on taking their game to the national 
headline level. Winning nine games last 
season earned Tech its first post-New 
Year’s Eve bowl invitation since 1995 and 
just the second for the school since 1965. 

Still, the January appearance had 
a decidedly regional feeling to it since the 
Raiders were in Dallas’ Cotton Bowl. 
Then, in the aftermath of Tech’s 13-10 
loss to Alabama, the Raiders watched in- 
state rival Texas upend USC to claim the 
national championship. 

That experience hammered home 
a thought that was already running 
through the minds of many of the Tech 
players: BCS or bust in 2006. 


“To see what Texas did this past year 


and to know that they have to come to 
our place this year gets you thinking,” 
Texas Tech wide receiver/punt returner 
Danny Amendola said. 

“We've taken some big steps in the 
right direction the past couple of years, 
and we feel like we're building something 
really special.” 

How special? 

“We're not just hoping to get back to 
a bowl this year,” said linebacker Fletcher 
Session. “We're working every day toward 
a BCS berth. That's what we're all about. 
It’s time for us to really step it up and take 
our game to the next level.” 

That thought probably defies conven- 
tional wisdom. But that’s also what Leach 
is all about. 

Tech must plug some significant holes 
(the Raiders need to replace a quarterback 
once again) and survive some serious road 
tests before it can even begin to focus on 
battling Texas for a possible shot at the 
conference crown. 

That 


Nevertheless, it’s apparent that these 


might be a_ long shot. 
Raiders are no longer merely a regional 
presence. They’re on the verge of becom- 


ing national headliners. 


OFFENSE 


Leach didn’t earn his eccentric reputa- 
tion overnight. He has earned it the hard 
way, through years of steadily and readily 
going against the norm. 

For example, many head coaches labor 
all spring to determine an accurate depth 
chart, especially at quarterback. But 


Leach has little use for post-spring two- 
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deep charts, especially at quarterback. 

So, for yet another year, the Raiders 
entered the summer with no definitive 
starter at quarterback. But Tech fans are 
hardly worried. In the past four seasons, 
the Raiders have used four different start- 
ing quarterbacks (Kliff Kingsbury, B.J. 
Symons, Sonny Cumbie and Cody 
Hodges). With each new marksman, the 
result has been the same: Tech leads the 
nation in passing. 

Things shouldn't change much this 
year. Regardless of whether it’s sophomore 
Graham Harrell or redshirt freshman 
Chris Todd who eventually assumes con- 
trol of the Raiders’ high-powered reins, 
Tech should — again — have one of the 
nation’s most feared passing attacks. 

In fact, Harrell and Todd bring more

P\efensive tackle Chris Hudler was particular- 
L/ ly dominant in spring practices, and one of 
the keys to his success was his free-time focus. 

Hudler earned his undergraduate degree in 
exercise and sports science last December and 
took nine hours of graduate classes in sports 
management during the spring. The lighter class 
load allowed him to focus more on football. 

Hudler led the Red Raiders in 2005 with five 
quarterback hurries and three fumble recoveries. 

® Texas Tech's football stadium has undergone 
a name change, becoming Jones AT&T Stadium. 
The name change is a reflection of SBC 
Communications’ 2005 acquisition of AT&T and 
its decision to keep the AT&T name. The stadium 
had been called Jones SBC Stadium since 2000. 

* For the past 36 years, Texas Tech has played 
its home games on AstroTurf. This season, the 
Raiders will play on FieldTurf, a more grass-like 
synthetic surface that features better cushioning 
and causes less pounding on players’ bones and 
joints. 

* If Tech can score in its first three games this 
year, the Raiders will break the school record for 
most consecutive games without being shut out. 
Tech has scored in 104 consecutive games, dat- 
ing to October 1997. 

* Safeties coach Carlos Mainord said the 
competition to replace last year’s starters — 
Vincent Meeks at strong safety and Dwayne 
Slay at free safety — will continue into fall 
camp. 

Junior Joe Garcia and sophomore Anthony 
Hines are the top candidates at strong safety, 
while sophomores Lance Fuller and Darcel 
McBath are the leading prospects at free safety. 
Mainord said that none of those players stood 
above the rest during the spring. 

* Texas Tech isn’t counting on big things from 
a freshman walk-on defensive back. However, 
Nathan Stone might have a bright future. The 
speedy Stone was a running back at a tiny, Class 
2A high school (Roosevelt in Lubbock), but he 
made a strong impression on coaches during 
spring drills.

“The (switch) was good for me,” said 
Dawson, who dropped about 10 pounds 
from last season. “I love pursuing the ball, 
and (linebacker) is a little easier on my body.” 

Defensive linemen Seth Nitschmann 
and Dek Bake both missed 2005 because 
of season-ending injuries. But they 
should be mainstays in ’06. 

Nitschmann, who accounted for 
44 tackles, including 4.5 for loss in 2004, 
is moving to rush end, while the combi- 
nation of Bake, Chris Hudler, Ken Scott 


and Brian Jones likely will form the tack- 
le rotation. Hudler, who had five quarter- 
back hurries last fall, was particularly 
impressive in the spring, according to 
defensive tackles coach Ruffin McNeill. 

In addition to Dawson, Tech's line- 
backer corps features another outstanding 
playmaker in Fletcher Session, who con- 
tributed 81 tackles last year. Session fin- 
ished the year with a flurry, compiling 
29 stops in his final three games. 

The healthy return of middle line- 
backer Brock Stratton, who missed most 
of last year with an injury, solidifies 
a strong front seven. 

The big concerns are in the secondary, 
Meeks 


Dwayne Slay (114 tackles, eight forced 


where safeties Vincent and 
fumbles) have departed. Athletic corner- 
back Antonio Huffman returns to the 
fold, but the Raiders need players like 
Chris Parker, Joe Garcia, Lance Fuller, 
Anthony Hines and Darcel McBath to 


develop in a hurry. 


Texas Tech welcomes back a solid kick- 
ing game with punter Alex Reyes and 
place-kicker Alex Trlica. 

Reyes ranked sixth in the Big 12 (42.8 
yards per punt), although the Raiders were 
last in the league in net punting (32.3). 

Trlica is steady, converting 13 of 18 field 
goal attempts last year and all 115 of his 
career extra-point attempts. Tech also fin- 
ished second in the Big 12 (behind only 
Colorado with its high altitude) in terms of 
the most touchbacks by opponents (40). 
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It's difficult to single out 
any receiver in Tech's 
spread-the-wealth passing 
attack. But it’s also impossi- 
ble to overlook Hicks’ value 
to this team. In addition to 
catching 65 passes last year, 
Hicks already owns the 
school’s career touchdown 
receptions record with 28. 

Hicks ranks second 
nationally among current players with 2,525 
career receiving yards. ... He holds Tech’s single- 
season touchdown receptions record with 13 in 
2004. ... Hicks hauled in the game-tying touch- 
down in the’ closing minutes of the Cotton Bowl 
last January against Alabama. ... He's already 
a two-time first-team All-Big 12 honoree. 


Yes, we know that Dawson 
is already an established 
star, but he still gets the 
nod here because he’s at 
a new position, switching 
from defensive end to out- 
side linebacker. ... Dawson 
dropped 10 pounds since 
last season to improve his 
agility and speed. ... He 
ranks in Tech’s career top 
10 with 13.5 career sacks. ... Dawson had two 
sacks in the 2004 Holiday Bowl and four tackles 
and a pass breakup in the 2006 Cotton Bowl. 


The offensive line appears 
to be solid, but redshirt 
freshman Marlon Winn 
could figure prominently 
into Tech’s immediate plans 
because he can play either 
tackle position. ... The 6-6, 
309-pound Winn has an 
impressive reach and 
tremendous. athleticism. ... 
He has been timed at under 
5.0 seconds in the 40-yard dash, which was one 
of the primary reasons he was rated as one of the 
top 10 offensive line prep prospects in the state 
of Texas in the 2005 recruiting class.

Healthy Now; Will 
Big Plays Return? 


Texas Tech receiver Danny 
Amendola doesn’t mind the compar- 
isons. In fact, he’s quite pleased to 
be mentioned in the same breath as 
Wes Welker, who left Lubbock in 
2003 as the most productive punt 
returner in college football history. 

But in all sincerity, Amendola says 
he doesn’t deserve the comparison. 
At least not yet. 

“It's an honor to be compared to 
him, especially since I’ve met him 
and seen that he’s a really good guy,” 
Amendola said of Welker, who has 
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played two seasons with the Miami 
Dolphins. 

“T've watched film and studied 
(Welker's) game. He’s a great football 
player, and he has such a knack for 
making plays. My goal is to be as good 
as Wes, but I'm not there yet.” 

He might be back on Welker’s fast 
track this year, though. 

In 2005, Amendola’s return num- 
bers dipped to 9.8 yards per punt 
return (seventh in the Big 12) and 
just 15.7 yards per kickoff return. 
Those were disappointing numbers for 
someone who burst onto the scene so 
prominently. 

In 2004, Amendola was a first-team 
All-Big 12 return specialist whose 
freshman numbers were better (12.8 
per punt return) than Welker’s or any 
other Tech freshman since 1985. He 
thrilled fans with a 90-yard punt 
return against Kansas State and 
sparked a comeback win against TCU 
with a 52-yard return. 

But Amendola did not look like 
himself last year as he played with 
pain in both knees throughout the 
Big 12 season. He still managed to 
return 32 punts and catch 34 passes, 
but he was not the same kind of 
explosive threat that reminded so 
many fans of Welker. 

This spring was a different story, 
though. 

“He came on in the spring,” Tech 
inside receivers coach Dana Holgorsen 
said. “He’s healthy; he’s stronger and 
faster than he was last year, and he'll 
give you his best on every play. He's 
back in top form.” 

Indeed, the 5-10 speedster could be 
back in the Welker mode, both as 
a returner and a receiver. 

“Danny and Wes remind me of each 
other because they’re both short, high 
intensity guys,” head coach Mike 
Leach said.

OFFENSE 


Air Force coach Fisher DeBerry’s stand- 
ing joke at preseason luncheons was a vow 
to pass the ball out of the option. He 
wouldn't announce when, saying he wanted 
to keep fans coming back for the suspense. 

Now that Air Force actually has a decent 
passer in junior Shaun Carney, DeBerry 
spent the spring trying to get back his quar- 
terback into more of a running mode. 

The quarterback-fullback exchange is 
where the option all starts, and it hasn't 
been starting very well of late. That’s one of 
the reasons why Air Force — as unthink- 
able as it might have been several years ago 
— has become a basketball school. 

The Falcons have been to the NCAA 
Tournament in two of the past three 
years, a span in which the football team 
hasn't been to a bowl. Even more 
unthinkable in DeBerry’s dynasty is 
ceding the Commander-in-Chief’s 
trophy to Navy three years running. 

Last season's production of 246 rush- 
ing yards per game was the lowest for the 
academy since 1992, and AFA slipped 
out of the top five in NCAA rushing 
(eighth) for the first time since 1997. 

Good news is there is plenty of room 
to run behind a veteran line led by senior 
tackle Robert Kraay. If fullback Jacobe 
Kendrick can stay healthy, he’s capable of 
approaching a 1,000-yard season. The 
halfbacks aren’t proven, and backup 
safety Ty Paffett was moved over to help. 

Carney, a part-time starter since his 
freshman year, is already fourth among 
quarterbacks at Air Force during the 
option era with 2,708 passing yards. 
He was also AFA’s top rusher last season, 


averaging 64.5 yards per game. 

The tight end position was so underuti- 
lized in the passing game that “celebrity” 
media coaches made a point of throwing to 
the tight end to start the spring game.

Bronco Mendenhall is proof of the 
coaching axiom that you never want to be 
the guy to directly succeed a legend. 

Had Mendenhall directly succeeded 
icon LaVell Edwards with a 1-3 start, the 
39-year-old (who looks youthful enough 
to be Edwards’ grandson), might not 
have lasted for a 5-3 finish. 

The Cougars recovered for second 
place in the Mountain West and the 
school’s first bowl appearance since 2001. 
Not bad, considering not much was real- 
ly expected for a program that had been 
in rebuilding mode since 2002. 

Mendenhall did a remarkable job cor- 
recting the course after the miserable 
start, including a controversial overtime 
loss to TCU. By reaching a bowl, he 
knows expectations are only elevated for 
the next go-round, 

“At BYU that means a conference 
championship and a major bowl game 
year in and year out,” he said. 

For that to happen, the first order of busi- 
ness is the last game of the year. BYU has 
dropped four straight to sworn enemy Utah. 


OFFENSE 
With a defense that is still lacking in 


experience in several areas, the Cougars 
will be in outscoring-everyone mode. 

That could very well happen because 
BYU has the MWC’s top quarterback in 
senior John Beck, the makings of the best 
ground attack since 2001 and several ver- 
erans on the offensive line. 

Beck has 7,136 career passing yards 
and, with any kind of season, will finish 


his career second in passing yardage in 
BYU history behind Heisman winner Ty 
Detmer (1988-91). But, for Beck to fully 
join the BYU quarterback dynasty, he'll 
have to lead the Cougars a bit further. 

“He has poise and experience, the 
things that jump out at 
Mendenhall said.

Beck, for the first time in his career, went 
into the spring without having to prove 
himself as the starter.

His junior total of 3,709 yards eclipsed 
his yardage of his first two seasons com- 
bined. He completed 65 percent of his 
passes last season, with 27 touchdowns 
and 13 interceptions. 

Beck won't have a legitimate deep 
threat now that wide receiver Todd 
Watkins is gone. The leading returning 
pass-catcher is tight end Jonny Harline, 
who is more of an oversized receiver at 
6-3, 226, than a prototype tight end. 
Whatever he is, he is prolific, having 
caught 63 passes for 853 yards and five 
touchdowns last season. 

Curtis Brown, a first-team All-MWC 
pick with 1,123 yards rushing and anoth- 
er 454 receiving, is back for his senior 
year. He won't have to do it all himself. 
The biggest surprise on offense during 
the spring was sophomore backup Fui 
Vakapuna, a 6-1, 225 powerhouse com- 
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ing off a church mission. 


With three starters back on the line, 
led by standout Jake Kuresa, the Cougars 
are in good shape up front. 

It took a while last season for the 
Cougars to grasp the offense that coordi- 
nator Robert Anae imported from Texas 
Tech, but once they got going, there was 
no stopping them.

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Not Dominating, but Back in the Hunt for Title 


Take away the first two games and two 
of the last three ... and 2005 was a suc- 
cessful season for Colorado State. 

Well, of course, you can’t do that, but 
in the middle of all that the Rams 
rebounded from a rare losing slate in 
2004 to return to bowl eligibility, only to 
be beaten by Navy 51-30 in the 
Poinsettia Bowl and finish 6-6. 

The dominant team in three of the 
Mountain West’s first four seasons, 
Colorado State has seen the program 
erode on defense as Utah and league new- 
comer TCU combined for conference 
titles in the past three years. 

The Rams, while not as strong on 
paper as Utah, TCU and BYU, still look 
to be up in the first division. The offense 
returns to a run-oriented quarterback sys- 
tem, and the defense has some experience 
at every position. 

There will be only a few battles on the 
offensive line and secondary to settle in 
the fall. 

With a wealth of experience on the 
roster and an unchanged coaching staff, 
coach Sonny Lubick said, “I think we're 
going to be OK.” 


OFFENSE 


It wasn’t much fun for the Rams at 
the time, but now Colorado State is 
delighted junior quarterback Caleb 
Hanie started half of the 2004 season as 
a true freshman after starter Justin 
Holland broke his ankle. 

“T never want to have to play a fresh- 
man kid again,” said offensive coordina-

In 2005, TCU finished 11-1, won the 
Mountain West Conference title and fin- 
ished ranked No. 9. It was their first out- 
right conference title in 47 years and their 
first unbeaten conference season since 
1938. 

It was also the Horned Frogs’ second 
1l-win season in the past three years, 
both of which came under head coach 
Gary Patterson. 

They did it last season with excellence 
on both sides of the ball, as the Frogs had 
the highest-scoring offense in the 
Mountain West and the top defense in 
the league. 

Most of that outstanding cast returns, 
but what can TCU do for an encore? 

Well ... they could go undefeated for 
the first time since 1938, when the 
Horned Frogs also won their last nation- 
al title. 

The non- 
conference schedule features improving 
Baylor and Top 25 Texas Tech, and the 
conference season opens with BYU and at 
Utah. That game in Salt Lake City 
appears to be the centerpiece of the 
Mountain West season. 

Surviving the early part of the schedule 
would put TCU in great position to get 


some serious BCS consideration. 


OFFENSE 


Last year’s balanced offense set a school 
record for touchdowns and also scored 
the second most points in school history. 

As good as that unit was, averaging 


nearly 34 points per game en route to the 


Mountain West title, this year’s edition 
could be better. 

The Frogs return eight starters, includ- 
ing many skill position players. QB Jeff 
Ballard was 8-0 as the starter last season 
after replacing the injured Tye Gunn, and 
remains the starter. He’s tough and can 
do a little bit of everything — he passed 
for more than 275 yards in three games 
and rushed for eight touchdowns, four 
against New Mexico. 

Joining him in the backfield will be 
MWC Freshman of the Year Aaron 
Brown and leading rusher Robert Merrill. 
Also back is Lonta Hobbs, who began last 
year as the starter before being injured in 
week two. Merrill and Hobbs are former 
1,000-yard backs. 

William Jackson, one of the unsung 
heroes on offense, returns at fullback and 
does a great job clearing a path for the 
great stable of runners. 

At wide receiver, two of the three 
starters return — Michael DePriest and 
second-leading pass catcher Quentily 
Harmon. They are joined by Marcus 
Brock, back from injury to claim a start- 
ing spot. Ervin Dickerson, Donald 
Massey and Derek Moore are also in the 
mix. 

At tight end, returnee Chad Andrus and 
Brent Hecht will see most of the action. 

If there is a question about the TCU 
offense, it is the line, where three starters must 
be replaced. But heading up the list of return- 
ing players is Herbert Taylor, a first-team All- 
MWC performer last season who starts 2006 


on the Lombardi Award watch list. 
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Last year, one of many things the 
offense did well was take care of the ball, 
losing just eight fumbles. Expect more of 
the same in 2006. 


DEFENSE 


With defense being Patterson’s forte, it 
is no surprise that the 2005 Frogs were 
the top defensive unit in the Mountain 
West, leading four defensive categories. 

On a positive note, six starters return. 
On a negative note, four of the departed 
were either first or second-team All- 
MWC honorees. But with TCU’s depth, 
plenty of candidates exist. 

At linebacker, David Hawthorne and 
Jason Phillips return while Robert Henson 
should also see considerable playing time. 

As for the line, virtually the entire

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With QBs Galore, Utes Eye a BCS Game 


No one expected Utah to reprise its 
2004 BCS breakthrough season in 2005 
after losing five draft picks (including the 
No. 1 overall selection) and most of the 
coaching staff. 

A first-year head coach, and an 
18-year-old true sophomore quarterback, 
didn’t boost the Utes’ stock, either. 

But after Utah saw how the rest of the 
Mountain West lived — _ enduring 
a three-game midyear losing steak — the 
Utes improved rapidly down the stretch. 
Utah played its best in the last two games 
when back-up quarterback Brett Ratliff 
was forced to step up as the starter. 

The Utes beat arch-rival BYU to earn 
a bowl bid and then dismantled Georgia 
Tech 38-11 in the Emerald Bowl. 

With three QBs who can start any- 
where, the makings of the best defense in 
years and a solid non-league schedule, the 
Utes could return to the BCS mix this 
fall, especially because of the addition of 
a fifth BCS game. 

“Our goal each and every year is to win 
the Mountain West championship,” said 
coach Kyle Whittingham. “The bar has 
been set very high here and we intend to 


keep it going. 


OFFENSE 


It will be a three-man race in the fall at 
quarterback, and here’s a trivia point on 
Urah QB derbies: The last time the Utes 
had a close three-man race coming out of 
the spring, the No. 3 quarterback was 
Alex Smith. 


Utah’s current No. 3 quarterback is 


Oklahoma transfer Tom Grady. He 
backed up Jason White in 2004, then 
transferred to find more playing time. 

“He has a big arm and can throw 
a country mile,” Whittingham. said. 
“He has all the physical attributes.” 

Then there is Brett Ratliff, the junior 
college transfer called upon for the 
biggest game of the year (BYU) when 
starter Brian Johnson tore his ACL. His 
two-game totals as a starter were 621 
yards passing and eight touchdowns. 

“He has that field general persona, the 
intangibles of leadership the way he 
makes everyone around him better,” said 
Whittingham. 

And don’t forget about Johnson, who 
passed for 2,982 yards and rushed for 
478 more in his 10 games. His 337- 
yard average ranked fourth nationally 
in total offense. 

Johnson recovered from surgery in 
time for some very limited work in the 
spring. Whittingham said nothing will 
be decided until fall camp. A redshirt 
year is possible for Johnson if any set- 
backs occur. 

“We're not going into the fall with the 
idea of redshirting,” Whittingham said. 
“He's going in with the idea he’s keeping 
his starting job.” 

Utah has question marks in the run- 
ning game. USC transfer Darryl Poston, 
hindered by injuries and a kidney prob- 
lem throughout his two-school career, 
had a breakout spring. The former prep 
All-American was granted an extra year of 


eligibility in the offseason. 
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Darrell Mack was the top backup to 
Quinton Ganther last season, rushing for 
147 yards on 39 carries. Help from the 
recruiting class arrives in the fall, so this 
competition will continue. 

No matter how many wide receivers 
Utah loses every year, the program 
restocks quickly. Senior Brian Hernandez 
and sophomore Brent Casteel lead the 
four-wideout contingent. 

The offensive line carries over starters 
at both tackles and part-time starters at 


both guards.

McKamey Takes Lead Role in Revamped Offense

New offensive coordinator Bob Toledo 
and head coach Rocky Long scrapped the 
modified spread from a year ago to install 
a version of the West Coast scheme that 
Toledo used while head coach at UCLA. 

McKamey’s accuracy took a big leap 
last season, to 62.3 percent, and he’s one 
of the top all-around QBs in the 
Mountain West, with four career 
100-yard rushing games. 

“We'll try to run and use some play- 
action pass,” Long said. “It’s tailored to our 
own personality. There will be a lot of two- 
back stuff involved with the play action.” 

The first order of business was to find 
a running back to step into the gaping 
void left by the graduation of DonTrell 
Moore, who was the sixth player in 
Division I-A history to gain at least 1,000 
yards in each of his four seasons. 

Martelius Epps, who carried 16 times for 
75 yards in the spring game, goes into the 
fall atop the depth chart. No runner except 
Moore gained more than 30 yards in a game 
last season. Epps played in only one game. 

The receiving corps also suffered 
a blow with the loss of Hank Baskett III, 
who caught 67 passes for 1,071 yards and 
nine touchdowns. Veterans Travis Brown 
and Thomas Wilson, among others, 
should step forward. 

“Without Hank, we'll have more pass- 
es to three guys instead of 90 percent to 
one,” said Long. “It might make the 
offense more versatile and diverse.” 


The line also suffered a key graduation 
loss with Ryan Cook, arguably the best cen- 
ter in UNM history. Robert Turner moves 
from guard to tackle to anchor the line. 


DEFENSE 


Long is a defensive innovator, and his 
3-3-5 blitzing attack has been widely 
copied around the Mountain West to the 
point where it lost its novelty. Several 
teams are adjusting for personnel, includ- 
ing New Mexico. 

Long is looking into playing with 
a right and left “Lobo” — a hybrid safe- 
ty/linebacker position. 

There were positive signs with 10 sacks 
in the spring game, including three by 
designated Lobo back Quincy Black. He 
and outside backer Cody Kase (11.5 tack- 
les for loss last season) could be among the 
top defensive playmakers in the league. 

New Mexico has to restock the entire 
line and both playmaking cornerbacks. 
Sophomore safeties Blake Ligon and 
DeAndre Wright could be fixtures for the 
next three years. 

None of the front three weighs more 
than 250 pounds, but quickness, not size, 
has usually been the hallmark of New 
Mexico defenses.

For the first time since 2000, 
Wyoming won’ go into the season with 
a Bramlet brother starting at quarterback.

o ... well, check back in the fall. 

Jacob Doss, a 6-2 junior, saw action in 
half the games last season as a third- 
stringer. He ended spring atop the depth 
chart, but it’s still too close to call. Redshirt 
freshman Karsten Sween was next, 
followed by sophomore Stinson Dean and 
junior college import Ian Hetrick. 

Whoever lines up behind center will be 
asked to take better care of the ball. The 
Cowboys, after a 4-1 start that included 
an upset at Ole Miss, lost their final six 
games of last season. The primary culprit 
was the year-ending total of 32 turnovers 
— 19 interceptions and 13 fumbles. 

When the offense turned over the ball 
four times in the spring game, coach Joe 
Glenn said, “we can’t help but be con- 
cerned about a couple of fumbles and 
a couple of interceptions. We tried that 
last year, and it didn’t work.” 

The running game shapes up as 
a strength, thanks to three seniors on the 
offensive line and sophomore Wynel 
Seldon, a major surprise as a freshman as he 
rushed for 871 yards and 11 touchdowns. 

But there is plenty of ongoing compe- 
tition there, too, as 2004 standouts Ivan 
Harrison and Joseph Harris return after 
each missing last season with injuries. 
Both are sitting out the first three games 
on an undisclosed team rules violation. 

Sophomore Devin Moore, who had 26 


carries last season, also is in the mix. 

The receiving corps is young after the 
departure of one of the most productive 
Wyoming wideouts ever, Jovon 
Bouknight. With 10 players catching 
21 passes in the spring game, Wyoming 
wont lack for receiving candidates.

Wyoming introduced a 3-4 package in 
an effort to get the best athletes on the field 
and take advantage of ample depth at line- 
backer.

H= in effect a year ago, TCU 

would have played in the fifth 
bowl, making it two in a row for the 
“non-BCS” Mountain West. 

Rather than rule tweakings, the 
Homed Frogs had only themselves to 
blame for stumbling against SMU a week 
after stunning Oklahoma in the opener. 
TCU ran the table the rest of the way, in 
the process quickly wearing out its wel- 
come as the new kid on the Mountain 
West block. 

There’s no discounting the Horned 
Frogs’ chances of repeating the MWC 
title, but they wear a huge target on 
those purple jerseys. 

“We know that feeling. TCU will have it 
the same this year,” said Utah’s Kyle 
Whittingham, referring to the bullseye he 
inherited last season from Urban Meyer. 
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With the lightening-quick defense that 
took the MWC by storm, and a loaded 
backfield, TCU should contend again. 

TCU still hasn't visited half the league 
sites, but the Horned Frogs’ home heat 
and humidity proved a huge advantage. 

“With the year they had, I’m not sure 
how you can’t name TCU as the favorite,” 
said second-year BYU coach Bronco 
Mendenhall. “Teams in this league are 
committed that they will not repeat.” 

New Mexico's Rocky Long said: “TCU is 
the best by far. They have most of their 
players back. You put Utah and BYU in 
the next group. All the rest of us, you 
throw in a hat and no one knows.” 

Given those coaches’ comments, we'll 
go against the grain a bit and pick Utah, 
which has restocked and is out to prove 
its undefeated 2004 season wasn't an 
aberration. The Utes also host TCU. 


BAD NEWS 


BYU, with the league's top quarterback 
in John Beck, has the offense to impress 
pollsters and computers alike, but must 
step up the defense a few notches. 

Elsewhere around the league, Long 
points to various unknowns — a new 
coaching staff at San Diego State and 
UNLV’s influx of Pac-10 transfers. 

Mendenhall won't count out any of 
the MWC's long-established coaches and 
their programs — New Mexico's Long, 
Colorado State's Sonny Lubick and Air 
Force’s Fisher DeBerry. Joe Glenn has 
impressed the league in his three years 
at Wyoming. 

Bottom line: Chances are good that 
one MWC team will land in the expand- 
ed BCS process, with an extra game and 
less strict criteria for automatic berths 
from the so-called mid-majors.

PICKING THE C-USA 


Still an Air of Mystery in Second Year of New Era 


ast summer, no one seemed able pick the 

onference USA race with any confidence. 

With the conference in flux — four teams 
leaving, six teams arriving — most guesses 
centered on Southern Miss winning the East, 
and UTEP winning the West. Instead, Tulsa 
and UCF won their divisions, with the Golden 
Hurricane victorious in the first-ever C-USA 
championship game. 

One year later, predicting the division 
champions isn’t any easier. 

“T sound like a broken record,” said Jeff 
Bower, who enters his 16th season as coach 
at Southern Miss. 

“Last year I thought anything could hap- 
pen and certainly it did. I still contend 
there's a lot of depth, a lot of competition in 
the league. I don’t know if I had to pick a 
clear-cut favorite who that would be.” 

UAB’s Watson Brown insists picking the 


conference race is “impossible.” 
“This league is too equal,” Brown said. 
“Really, truthfully, everybody can beat 
everybody every week. The two teams that 
won it last year were picked near the bottom 
of their divisions. It’s all going to be based on 
who stays healthy, who wins the close games 
early, who gets the confidence from winning 
those close games and who finishes strong.” 
In the West, it could be Tulsa, UTEP, 
Houston or even SMU contending for the 
division and bowl invites. Only Tulane and 
Rice appear to be on the outside looking in. 
In the East, UCF and Southern Miss appear 
to be the most likely contenders, but UAB 
remains capable, and East Carolina should 
continue to improve. With the loss of All- 
American running back DeAngelo Williams, 
Memphis may be the conference's biggest 
mystery, but the Tigers still look like a con- 


tender if the right quarterback emerges. 

Even Marshall should be much better in its 
second season in the conference. 

“They were pretty young last year,” Bower 
said, “but they've got a great running back 
and a real athletic quarterback and played 
really good defense last year, so that’s a 
tough combination.” 

If those same qualities are the keys to the 
C-USA race again this year, it’s hard to pick 
against last year’s winners. 

The Golden Hurricane and the Golden 
Knights return starting quarterbacks, experi- 
enced defenses and capable tailbacks. Then 
again, both teams made a habit of winning 
close games last year and they start over with 
new kickers this season. 

“There could be a lot of teams competing 
for the championship this year,” Bower said.

A Little Defense Could Go a Long Way 


Houston put up more big numbers 
last season, leading Conference USA in 
total offense and ranking highly in three 
other offensive categories. A big reason 
for that success is a wide-open scheme 
that allows record-setting quarterback 
Kevin Kolb to thrive. 

Last year’s squad went 6-6, but of its 
five regular-season setbacks, four were to 
bowl teams and three were by five points 
or less. The other was to a much- 
improved SMU team. 

In his first three seasons coaching his 
alma mater, head coach Art Briles has 
led UH to two bowl games. But if there 
has been an Achilles’ heel for his teams, 
it’s defense. 

Defensively, Houston was much 
improved in 2005, bur still ranked in the 
lower half of C-USA. If the Cougs are 
going to become a contender for a con- 
ference championship, a better defense is 
a must. UH already has the top offense in 
the league and just needs a good defense 


to go with it. 


OFFENSE 


Quarterback Kevin Kolb returns for 
a final season and should end up owning 
every major passing record in school his- 
tory.

Mike Price has done a great job of build- 
ing UTEP in his first two seasons. The 
Miners clearly have the talent to win the 
C-USA championship, but for them to 
make that leap to champions, they need 
to be better fundamentally. That means 
taking care of the ball (ranked 10th in 
the league in turnover margin) and draw- 
ing fewer penalties (second-most penal- 
ized team in the league). 


Redemption on Miners’ Minds in 2006 


In coach Mike Price’s third year, 
UTEP is on the brink of something big, 
coming off back-to-back bowl games for 
the first time in 50 years. 

But if the Miners are to take that next 
step and win the Conference USA title, 
they will need to rebound from a disap- 
pointing end to last season. 

The Miners finished 8-4 but lost their 
final three games. It could have been 
UTEP, and not Tulsa, who ended up win- 
ning the C-USA championship last 
December. 

With two regular-season games left, 
all UTEP had to do was beat either 
UAB or SMU o play for the title. The 
Miners lost both after serious melt- 
downs in each game, including com- 
mitting a season-high seven turnovers 
in the 40-24 loss to SMU. 

A 45-13 blowout defeat in the Motor 
City Bowl to Toledo was how they ended 
the year. 

Can the Miners use last year’s disap- 
pointment as motivation to finish what 
they started in 2005 by winning a C-USA 
title? It’s a possibility. 


OFFENSE 


Senior quarterback Jordan Palmer, one 
of eight returning offensive starters, leads 
a potent air attack that was tops in 
C-USA a year ago. But for him to realize 
his immense potential, Palmer must cut 
down on his turnovers. 

Of his 19 interceptions last season, 
nine came in UTEP’s three regular-season 
losses. Palmer also had trouble holding 


onto the ball at times, fumbling eight 
times, losing four, in those three regular- 
season losses. 

On the plus side, he threw for 3,503 
yards and 29 touchdowns. With his size 
(6-5, 235) and bloodlines (Carson’s 
brother), he’s high on the NFU list of 
senior quarterbacks. 

At running back, Matt Austin and 
Tyler Ebell are gone. But top rusher 
Marcus Thomas returns; the junior set 
a school record last season with four con- 
secutive 100-yard rushing performances. 

His receiving skills are also handy in 
Price’s proven one-back offense. Thomas, 
a former Parade All-American, made 
32 receptions for 440 yards last season. 

Last year’s leading pass catcher, speed- 
ster Johnnie Lee Higgins Jr. — he has 
a reported time of 4.18 seconds for 
40 yards — heads up the returning cast. 
He has big-play ability, as evidenced by 
his 17.1-yard average and nine touch- 
downs on 49 receptions. 

Joining him at wideout are Daniel 
Robinson, a_ redshirt who played 
12 games in 2004, and Joe West, who 
had 19 catches in 2005. 

Jake Sears, who started seven games 
a year ago, returns at tight end and will be 
backed up by Jamar Hunt. 

On the offensive line, standouts Jose 
Garcia and Josh House must be replaced. 
Hard-working veteran Andy Smith steps 
in for Garcia at left guard, while Oniel 
Cousins, a speedy lineman with vast 
potential, takes over for House at left 
tackle.
